ABOARD USS TICONDEROGA (UPI) — The 


last men of Apollo landed safely in the South 
Pacific today with the moon prize they sought and 
a treasure of souvenirs marking the end of an era 
in which man conquered the moon. 


Eugene A. Cernan. Ronald E. 
— 
Evans and Jack Schmitt rode 
their Apollo 17 heat-seared 
spaceship to a landing 400 miles 
southeast of Samoa. 
Three orange and white 
striped parachutes lowered 
Apollo 17's command module 
into the gentle seas at 2:25 p.m. 
EST in full view of television 
cameras aboard the recovery 
ship. 
“ All is well on board.” re­ 
ported Cernan just before 
splashdown. “ It’s a beautiful 
day.” 
The bullseye landing was a 


fitting finale to the last Apollo 
moonflight. 
“ America is stable one." ex­ 
claimed Cernan after the space­ 
craft hit the water. That meant 
the capsule did not overturn as 
many previous Apollos have. 
“ The crew is go,” Cernan 
said. 
The aircraft carrier Ticonder- 
oga stood by to retrieve the 
astronauts and start them on 
the way home to Houston 
Thursday to join their families 
and friends for the Christmas 
holidavs. 


The moon explorers slashed 
into upper fringes of earth's 
atmosphere traveling 6.8 miles 
a second and decelerated quick­ 
ly to a gentle parachute landing 
in just 16 minutes. It may be 
ioeades before men fly that 
fast again. 
\s the last Apollo mission 
neared earth, the space agency 
announced ihat the moon ex­ 
plorers had on board their 
spaceship 50 Apollo-17 silver 
medallions. 24 moon flag pins. 
10 sets of wings. 25 American 
flag lapel pins, more than 2,000 
flags. 440 Apollo patches and 
other assorted memorabilia, in 
addition to a dozen personal 
mementoes each. The agency 
said the distribution of the sou­ 
venirs would be announced af­ 
ter the explorers’ return. 
The astronauts will be back 
home in Houston Thursday, in 
time to spend the Christmas 
holidays with their families.

Truman Kidney Ills 
Reported Improved 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPD — 
Doctors treating Harry S Tru­ 
man said today the seriously ill 
former President's kidney func­ 
tion improved and he was 
aware that people were around 
him. 


“ He follows people's move­ 
ments with his eyes, but has not 
spoken to them.” said Research 
Hospital spokesman John 
Dreves at a morning medical 
briefing. 


“ Kidney output has increased 
during the last 24 hours,” he 
said. “ He continues to receive 
adequate nutrition even though 
protein intake remains cur­ 
tailed.” 


Dreves said Truman, 88. had 
his second straight restful night 
and “ seems more alert this 
morning." 
At 9 a.m. EST, Truman's 
blood pressure was 140 over 60. 
pulse was 80. respiration was 24 
and his temperature was 97 
degrees. 
Late Monday night. Dreves 
said Truman's kidney function 
had dropped to less than 10 per 
cent effective. 


Dreves added, “ 10 per cent is 
the critical point. Below 10 per 
cent is inadequate.” He said he 
could not be more specific. 
Reporters asked him how the 
88-year-old former President 
was able to hold on day after 
day and Dreves said. “ That’s 
just President Truman. I can t 
define that.” 
Dreves said, “ fluid in his 
lungs has not increased. His 
heart is weak but essentially 
unchanged. He is still semicons­ 
cious and in no apparent pain. 
His vital signs remain stable 
and within normal limits.” 
The 33rd President, who was 
hospitalized Dec. 5 with a weak 
heart, hardening of the arteries 
and lung congestion, developed 
serious kidney trouble six days 
ago and medicine has failed to 
improve them. A kidney ma­ 
chine was ruled out as being too 
dangerous in view of his weak 
heart. 
Doctors reduced Truman’s 
liquid food intake Monday by a 
third, from 1,500 cubic centime­ 
ters to 1,000—slightly more than 
a quart—to reduce the work­ 
load on his kidnevs.

U.S. Command Confirms Raids 
Continues Over Hanoi, Haiphong 


SAIGON (UPI) — The United 
States has carried out the heav­ 
iest bombing raids of the war 
against the Hanoi-Haiphong 
area, Hanoi Radio reported to­ 
day. It said the strikes were in 
their third day and a U.S. 
Command spokesman con­ 
firmed they were still going on. 
The raids Monday night and 
today, Saigon time, were the 
most costly of the war. Two $8 
million B52s were shot down, 
apparently by Russian-made 
SAM missiles, and one $15 mil­ 
lion FI 11 was shot down appar­ 
ently by ground fire. 
Hanoi Radio said six crew­ 
men of a B52 were captured 
when the bomber was shot 
down near the North Vietnam­ 
ese capital. The U.S. Command 
said seven fliers were rescued 
and eight were missing. 


There were indications the 
United States had used all 100 
of its available B52s against the 
Hanoi area, the first time the 
big planes have bombed in the 
immediate area of Hanoi. In 
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addition scores of fighterbom- 
bers from Thailand and from 
U.S. 7th Fleet carriers flew 
through rain clouds and gale 
winds to hit the north. 
Although there were no offi­ 
cial figures available it ap­ 
peared that the Monday night - 
Tuesday morning raid could 
have been the single largest of 
this or any war. 
In World War II the Allies 
mounted a number of IJMMt 
plane raids against Germany— 
raids which eclipsed the Ger­ 
man attack on London known 
as tho “ Blitz"—but those planes 
carried between 2.5 and 6 tons 
of bombs each. 
Military observers estimated 
the B52s. which carry 30 tons of 
bombs each, and the fighter- 
bombers which can carry eight 
tons each hit the Hanoi-Hai­ 
phong area with upwards of 
6.000 tons of bombs. 
By coincidence, the raids oc­ 
curred as Le Due Tho. the man 
who negotiated on a ceasefire 
agreement with Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger, had just returned to 
Hanoi, a North Vietnamese 
spokesman said in Paris. 
Radio Hanoi quoted the North 
Vietnamese Foreign Ministry 


as claiming “ hundreds of plane 
sorties, including B52 strategic 
bombers” repeatedly hit North 
Vietnam from 1915 hours of 
Dec. 18. 1972. to the morning of 
today, Dec. 19. 
Subsequent 
broadcasts spoke of the bomb­ 
ings being in ihe third day. 
Pentagon spokesman Jerry 
W. Friedham said the U.S. 
planes were striking targets in 
North Vietnam that had not 
been hit previously. He declined 
to cite any specific targets. 
Electrical plants, truck parks 
and warehouses in the cities of 
Hanoi and Haiphong were not 
struck at least in the past 
because of the high concentra­ 
tion of civilians in those areas. 
Also not attacked in the past 
were North Vietnam's Defense 
Ministry in downtown Hanoi 
and the Gia Lam Airport, used 
for both military and civilian 
aircraft.

Truman Kidney Ills 
Reported Improved 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI> -- 
Doctors treating Harry S Tru­ 
man said today the seriously ill 
former President’s kidney func­ 
tion improved and he was 
aware that people were around 
him. 
“He follows people’s move­ 
ments with his eyes, but has not 
spoken to them,” said Research 
H ospital spokesm an John 
Droves at a morning medical 
briefing. 
“Kidney output has increased 
during the last 24 hours,” he 
said. “He continues to receive 
adequate nutrition even though 
protein intake remains cur­ 
tailed.” 
Dreves said Truman, 88. had 
his second straight restful night 
and “seems more alert this 
morning." 
At 9 a.m. EST. Truman’s 
blood pressure was 140 over 60. 
pulse was 80. respiration was 24 
and his temperature was 97 
degrees. 
Late Monday night. Dreves 
said Truman’s kidney function 
had dropped to less than 10 per 
cent effective. 


Safe Apollo Landing 
Ends Moon Program 


Scientists Believe Cargo 
Most Valuable Returned 
ABOARD USS TICONDEROGA (UPI) — The 
last men of Apollo landed safely in the South 
Pacific today with the moon prize they sought and 
a treasure of souvenirs marking the end of an era 
in which man conquered the moon. 
Eugene A. Cernan. Ronald E. 
Evans and Jack Schmitt rode 
their Apollo 17 heat-seared 
spaceship to a landing 400 miles 
southeast of Samoa. 
Three orange and white 
striped parachutes lowered 
Apollo 17’s command module 
into the gentle seas at 2:25 p.m. 
EST in full view of television 
cameras aboard the recovery 
ship.“All is well on board.” re­ 
ported Cernan just before 
splashdown. “It’s a beautiful 
day.” 
The bullseye landing was a 


fitting finale to the last Apollo 
moonflight. 
“America is stable one," ex­ 
claimed Cernan after the space­ 
craft hit the water. That meant 
the capsule did not overturn as 
many previous Apollos have. 
“The crew is go,” Cernan 
said. 
The aircraft carrier Ticonder- 
oga stood by to retrieve the 
astronauts and start them on 
the way home to Houston 
Thursday to join their families 
and friends for the Christmas 
holidays. 


The moon explorers slashed 
into upper fringes of earth’s 
atmosphere traveling 6.8 miles 
a second and decelerated quick­ 
ly to a gentle parachute landing 
in just 13 minutes. It may be 
decades before men fly that 
fast again 
As the last Apollo mission 
neared earth, the space agency 
announced that the moon ex­ 
plorers had on board their 
spaceship 50 Apollo-17 silver 
medallions. 24 moon flag pins. 
10 sets of wings. 25 American 
flag lapel pins, more than 2,000 
flags, 440 Apollo patches and 
other assorted memorabilia, in 
addition to a dozen personal 
mementoes each. The agency 
said the distribution of the sou­ 
venirs would be announced af­ 
ter the explorers’ return. 
The astronauts will be back 
home in Houston Thursday, in 
time to spend the Christmas 
holidays with their families.

HOME DESTROYED 


Shelter, Clothing Sought 
By Lagunitas Fire Victims

While most Marin residents 
bustled about, finishing up 
Christmas shopping today, one 
little family from Lagunitas 
was desperately trying to find 
such necessities as shelter and 
clothing. 
P a tricia E vansco, young 
mother of three children, lost 
virtually everything she owned 
Saturday in a fire which de­ 
stroyed the old building next to 
the Lagunitas post office, in 
which she rented an apartment. 
“We have nothing,” she said 
yesterday. 
Like many people who have 
gone through a tragedy, Mrs. 
Evansco rem em bered what 
seemed like little things first. 
“My daughter (Denise, 10) 
had earned some money and 
bought a Barbie camper. . . 


that went along with everything 
else.” she said sadly. 
Since the fire, which also 
burned two other apartments, 
Mrs. Evansco has been staying 
with her mother in Richmond, 
while the children are with 
relatives and friends. 
To compound her problems, 
Mrs. Evansco’s car had the 
transmission fail, and she is 
having difficulty getting back 
and forth to Marin. She works 
at Purcell’s shoe repair shop in 
Fairfax, where she is especially 
needed because of the owner’s 
recent death. 
Y esterday, Mrs. Evansco 
made rounds of official agen­ 
cies. trying to find some help, 
but the picture was not encour­ 
aging. 
“We have no magic wand.” 
William Braden, director of so­ 


cial services at the Marin Red 
Cross, said today. 
He said he thought his agency 
could help Mrs. Evansco with 
such items as bedding, “but. we 
don't have enough money for 
large items like furniture.” 
He said the Department of 
Public Social Services was 
going to give Mrs. Evansco $100 
for clothing for herself and the 
children, since she had been 
receiving aid to supplement her 
small income. The welfare de­ 
partment may also be able to 
help with some furnishings. 
Braden said Mrs. Evansco 
had been living in county-leased 
housing and it might be possi­ 
ble to find her another such unit 
but. in the meantime, she faces 
the same discouraging picture

Continues Over Hanoi, Haiphong 


Dreves added, “10 per cent is 
the critical point.

A kidney ma­ 
chine was ruled out as being too 
dangerous in view of his weak 
heart. 
Doctors reduced Trum an’s 
liquid food intake Monday by a 
third, from 1,500 cubic centime­ 
ters to 1,000—slightly more than 
a quart—to reduce the work­ 
load on his kidneys. 


SAIGON (UPI) — The United 
States has carried out the heav­ 
iest bombing raids of the war 
against the Hanoi-Haiphong 
area, Hanoi Radio reported to­ 
day. It said the strikes were in 
their third day and a U.S. 
Com m and spokesm an con­ 
firmed they were still going on. 
The raids Monday night and 
today, Saigon time, were the 
most costly of the war. Two $8 
million B52s were shot down, 
apparently by Russian-made 
SAM missiles, and one $15 mil­ 
lion F ill was shot down appar­ 
ently by ground fire. 
Hanoi Radio said six crew­ 
men of a B52 were captured 
when the bomber was shot 
down near the North Vietnam­ 
ese capital. The U.S. Command 
said seven fliers were rescued 
and eight were missing. 
There were indications the 
United States had used all 100 
of its available B52s against the 
Hanoi area, the first time the 
big planes have bombed in the 
immediate area of Hanoi. In 
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addition scores of fighterbom- 
bers from Thailand and from 
U.S. 7th Fleet carriers flew 
through rain clouds and gale 
winds to hit the north. 
Although there were no offi­ 
cial figures available it ap­ 
peared that the Monday night - 
Tuesday morning raid could 
have been the single largest of 
this or any war. 
In World War II the Allies 
mounted a number of 1,000 
plane raids against Germany— 
raids which eclipsed the Ger­ 
man attack on London known 
as the “Blitz"—but those planes 
carried between 2.5 and 6 tons 
of bombs each. 
Military observers estimated 
the B52s. w hich carry 30 tons of 
bombs each, and the fighter- 
bombers which can carry eight 
tons each hit the Hanoi-Hai­ 
phong area with upwards of 
6,000 tons of bombs. 
By coincidence, the raids oc­ 
curred as Le Due Tho. the man 
who negotiated on a ceasefire 
agreement with Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger, had just returned to 
Hanoi, a North Vietnamese 
spokesman said in Paris. 
Radio Hanoi quoted the North 
Vietnamese Foreign Ministry 


as claiming “hundreds of plane 
sorties, including B52 strategic 
bombers” repeatedly hit North 
Vietnam from 1915 hours of 
Dec. 18, 1972, to the morning of 
today, Dec. 19. Subsequent 
broadcasts spoke of the bomb­ 
ings being in the third day. 
Pentagon spokesman Jerry 
W. Friedham said the U.S. 
planes were striking targets in 
North Vietnam that had not 
been hit previously. He declined 
to cite any specific targets. 
Electrical plants, truck parks 
and warehouses in the cities of 
Hanoi and Haiphong were not 
struck at least in the past 
because of the high concentra­ 
tion of civilians in those areas. 
Also not attacked in the past 
were North Vietnam’s Defense 
Ministry in downtown Hanoi 
and the Gia Lam Airport, used 
for both military and civilian 
aircraft. 
Friedheim said that during 
the eight-week bombing halt 
that ended Monday many trans­ 
port lines, bridges and oil pipe­ 
lines north of the 20th Parallel 
had been repaired and put back 
into service. He indicated such 
targets were being hit again to 
take them out of service.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - I n 
a $58.5 million settlement of six 
lawsuits, Boise-Cascade Corp. 
agreed Monday to refund pur­ 
chase costs on demand and 
make promised improv ements 
on 20 “ recreational” subdiv i­ 
sions m California and Nev ada. 


“ It is a complete settlement 
as far as we are concerned.” 
said California Attorney Gener­ 
al Ev elle Younger, who filed 
some of the suits. 


“ Those who want out are 
getting out and others who 
didn't want out but wanted im­ 
prov ements are getting those.” 


He said the company agreed 
to return $24 million to buy ers 
who want cash, to spend $21.5 
million on administration and 
maintenance of the properties, 
and to spend another $13 mil­ 
lion to complete certain por­ 
tions of the projects. 


Boise-Cascade was accused in 
two federal suits and four state 
suits of misrepresenting the lots 
in some cases with questionable 
adv ertising. 


Boise-Cascade sold about $360 
million in recreational lots at 19 
projects in California and one 
at Incline. Nev ., between 1967 
and last J uly , when it discontin­ 
ued its realty business. 


Younger said the settlement 
will need approv al from six 
different courts but no difficulty 
is anticipated. Then, he said, 
notice will be sent out from the 
courts adv ising buy ers of their 
choices. 


Younger said Boise-Cascade 
will put $32.5 million in a trust 
fund to augment the agree­ 
ment. 
which was announced 
jointly with District Attorney s 
W illia m O'Ma lley of Contra 
Costa County and Harold Ber­ 
liner of Nev ada County . 
The attorney general said 
that 
a fter 
agreement 
was 
reached between the company 
and state that Boise-Cascade's 
selling practices were illegal, 
“ they acted in a v ery responsi­ 
ble manner.” 
George McGown, v ice presi­ 
dent of Boise Cascade and gen­ 
eral manager of its realty 
group, insisted the settlement 
was 
not 
a determination of 
wrongdoing on Boise Cascade's 
part or by its salesmen. 
He said the disbursements 
will fall within reserv es created 
earlier this y ear as part of a 
8 200 m illion ex tra o rd in a ry 
charge and will not be deducted 
from current or future earn­ 
ings. The write-off, announced 
in J uly , resulted primarily from 
the company ’s decision to get 
out of land sales.

The bill giv es local schools 
their biggest-ev er increase in 
state support and cuts the av er­ 


age homeowner's property tax 
by about $140 a y ear. That is 
paid for by a one cent per 


dollar increase in the sales tax 
and a 1.4 per cent hike in bank 
and corporation tax rates. 


Now Reagan’s top tax adv is­ 
ers are working on his proposal 
to giv e 
most of the state's 


estimated $700 million surplus 
back to tax pay ers in an income 
tax cut or rebate. 


Moretti and other Democratic 
leaders are talking about other 
new programs the surplus could 


buy . And they see an income 
tax hike, not a cut. in the future 
if the state Supreme Court rules 
that the Reagan-Moretti tax bill 


hasn't done enough to equalize 
the differences between Califor­ 
nia's richest and poorest school 
districts. 


But they were unanimous in 
praise of the bipartisan tax bill 
they hammered out together in 


the bill-signing ceremonies at 
the Century Plaza Hotel. 


Reagan called the bill 
“a 
great v ictory for the legislativ e 
process” and said it “repre­ 


sents the first decisiv e v ictory 
in sev eral decades to reform 
California's 
antiquated 
tax f 
structure.” 


“ This landmark legislation 
not only reduces the heav y

DALLAS (UPIi —Tex as oil­

Southeastern Drilling 
Co., and three other officials 
and stockholders of Southeast­ 
ern as defendants. Southeastern 
is a subsidiary of Sedco, Inc., 
which Clements owns. 
The suit claims the defend­ 
ants netted $25 million on con­ 
tracts for drilling 1.000 Argen­ 
tina oil wells, but that they then 
claimed a profit of only $18 
million. The $7 million discrep­ 
ancy is important because 
Clements promised to giv e two 
men inv olv ed in the deal 20 per 
cent of the net profits. 


“ If only the reporters had 
dug a little deeper they could 
hav e easily found out about the 
entire transaction.” Clements 
said. 
The suit has gone through one 
trial and two appeals and ap­ 
parently is due for another trial 
in federal court in the spring.

New Wage Pitch 
DETROIT 'UPI) - A Phase 
III wage-price — the primary 
objective of which would be the 
elimination of all controls and 
the return to "the discipline of 
the competitive market" — was 
proposed today by General Mo­ 
tors Chairman Richard C. Ger- 
stenberg. 
As envisioned by Gersten- 
berg, Phase III would set "sen­

Developer 
Lawsuits 
Are Settled 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -In 
a $58.5 million settlement of six 
lawsuits, Boise-Cascade Corp. 
agreed Monday to refund pur­ 
chase costs on demand and 
make promised improvements 
on 20 “recreational” subdivi­ 
sions in California and Nevada. 
"It is a complete settlement 
as far as we are concerned,” 
said California Attorney Gener­ 
al Evelle Y’ounger, who filed 
some of the suits. 
"Those who want out are 
getting out and others who 
didn't want out but wanted im­ 
provements are getting those.” 
He said the company agreed 
to return $24 million to buyers 
who want cash, to spend $21.5 
million on administration and 
maintenance of the properties, 
and to spend another $13 mil­ 
lion to complete certain por­ 
tions of the projects. 
Boise-Cascade was accused in 
two federal suits and four state 
suits of misrepresenting the lots 
in some cases with questionable 
advertising. 
Boise-Cascade sold about $.‘160 
million in recreational lots at 19 
projects in California and one 
at Incline, Nev., between 1967 
and last July, when it discontin­ 
ued its realty business. 
Y’ounger said the settlement 
will need approval from six 
different courts but no difficulty 
is anticipated. Then, he said, 
notice will be sent out from the 
courts advising buyers of their 
choices. 
Younger said Boise-Cascade 
will put $32.5 million in a trust 
fund to augment the agree­ 
ment. which was announced 
jointly with District Attorneys 
William O'Malley of Contra 
Costa County and Harold Ber­ 
liner of Nevada County. 
The attorney general said 
that after agreem ent was 
reached between the company 
and state that Boise-Cascade’s 
selling practices were illegal, 
“they acted in a very responsi­ 
ble manner.” 
George McGown, vice presi­ 
dent of Boise Cascade and gen­ 
eral m anager of its realty 
group, insisted the settlement 
was not a determination of 
wrongdoing on Boise Cascade's 
part or by its salesmen. 
He said the disbursements 
will fall within reserves created 
earlier this year as part of a 
$200 m illion ex traordin ary 
charge and will not be deducted 
from current or future earn­ 
ings. The write-off, announced 
in July, resulted primarily from 
the company’s decision to get 
out of land sales.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Anne 
Armstrong, an attractive bru­ 
nette mother of five who holds 
a Phi Beta Kappa key, rides 
horses and speaks Spanish, has 
aeen appointed to the highest 
government post any woman 
has held in 12 years. 
President Nixon Monday 
named Mrs. Armstrong, who 
celebrates her 45th birthday 
next week, to be a presidential 
counselor. 
The post is of cabinet rank, 
and the highest job held by any 
woman since Oveta Culp Hobby 
was Secretary of Health. Edu­ 
cation and Welfare in the Ei­ 
senhower administration. 
“It is a tremendous honor to 
be appointed counselor to the 
President, and I look forward to 
the challenge such a position 
offers,” Mrs. Armstrong said. 
She will assume her new 
duties Jan. 19 when her tenure 
ends as co-chairman of the 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee.

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Signature 
On Tax Bill 


SACRAMENTO <AP> - Gov. 
Reagan and the Democratic 
leaders of the Assembly went 
their separate philosophical 
ways today after formal signing 
of the $1.1 billion school finance 
and property tax relief bill 
which they cosponsored. 
Reagan signed the massive 
tax bill yesterday in Los Ange­ 
les with Democratic Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti and state 
Supt. of Public Instruction Wil­ 
son Riles topping the list of 
state officials joining the Re­ 
publican governor in the smil­ 
ing ceremonies. 
The bill gives local schools 
their biggest-ever increase in 
state support and cuts the aver­ 
age homeowner's property tax 
by about $140 a year. That is 
paid for by a one cent per 
dollar increase in the sales tax 
and a 1.4 per cent hike in bank 
and corporation tax rates. 
Now Reagan's top tax advis­ 
ers are working on his proposal 
to give most of the state's 
estimated $700 million surplus 
back to taxpayers in an income 
tax cut or rebate. 
Moretti and other Democratic 
leaders are talking about other 
new programs the surplus could 
buy. And they see an income 
tax hike, not a cut. in the future 
if the state Supreme Court rules 
that the Reagan-Moretti tax bill 
hasn't done enough to equalize 
the differences between Califor­ 
nia's richest and poorest school 
districts. 
But they were unanimous in 
praise of the bipartisan tax bill 
they hammered out together in 
the bill-signing ceremonies at 
the Century Plaza Hotel. 
Reagan called the bill “a 
great victory for the legislative 
process” and said it “repre­ 
sents the first decisive victory 
in several decades to reform 
California's antiquated tax f 
structure.” 
“ This landm ark legislation 
not only reduces the heavy 
property tax burden 00 our 
beleaguered homeowners, but 
even more important, it guar­ 
antees that homeowners taxes 
will be held down in the years 
to come.” Reagan said. 
Moretti. from Van Nuys, said 
final passage of the measure 
after months of negotiation 
“shows what can be achieved 
when various political factions 
want to work together." 


DALLAS (UPI) —Texas o.i- 
man William P. Clements, 
President Nixon's nominee for 
deputy secretary of defense, 
said Monday reporters should 
have "dug a little deeper” be­ 
fore publishing details about a 
six-year-old suit accusing him 
of conspiracy and fraud. 
Clements called the reports 
“unfair and misleading" and 
denied that his drilling compa­ 
ny was involved in any conspir­ 
acy to hide $7 million in profits 
on an Argentine oil well con­ 
tract. 
The suit,- filed in 1966, names 
Clements, Southeastern Drilling 
Co., and three other officials 
and stockholders of Southeast­ 
ern as defendants. Southeastern 
is a subsidiary of Sedeo, Inc., 
which Clements owns. 
The suit claims the defend­ 
ants netted $25 million on con­ 
tracts for drilling 1,000 Argen­ 
tina oil wells, but that they then 
claimed a profit of only $18 
million. The $7 million discrep­ 
ancy is important because 
Clements promised to give two 
men involved in the deal 20 per 
cent of the net profits. 
“If only the reporters had 
dug a little deeper they could 
have easily found out about the 
entire transaction," Clements 
said.The suit has gone through one 
trial and two appeals and ap­ 
parently is due for another trial 
in federal court in the spring. 
In Washington. White House 
Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
said the Nixon administration 
knew about the suit before they 
named Clements to the No. 2 
post in the Pentagon.

Agency Is Firm On 
Plant's Buffer Zone 


Lucas Valley 


Development 
Is Planned 


Owners of a vast stretch of 
undeveloped land in Upper Lu­ 
cas Valley have prepared a 
general plan calling for a 745 
unit developm ent, landowner 
representative Albert Bianchi 
has announced. 
Proposed are 180 single-fami­ 
ly residences, 425 townhouse 
units and 140 garden apart­ 
ments on 2,732 acres owned by 
the Alfred Luiz and Edward J. 
Grady families, he said. Some 
370 units are proposed for the 
1,118-acre Grady property and 
375 units for the 1,614-acre Luiz 
property, he said. 
The parcels are located be­ 
yond Marinwood on both sides 
of Lucas Valley Road. 
Bianchi said that the pro­ 
posed general plan, drawn by 
the Sausalito planning firm of 
Sasaki and Walker, would leave 
about 93 per cent of the acreage 
in open space and includes a 
“ convenience village center” or 
country-store shoppers’ facility. 
The Marin County Planning 
Commission will consider the 
general plan at 9 a.m. Jan. 8. 
Bianchi said that Lucas Val­ 
ley hom eow ners, long con­ 
cerned with the future of the 
property, had expressed “ sub­ 
stantial agreem ent” to the pro­ 
posed gen eral plan. H om e­ 
owners at a meeting on Monday 
called for a greater housing 
mix, fewer apartm ent units, 
and asked that development be 
limited to low-lying areas. 
Bianchi, who said up to 1,350 
units currently were allowed on 
the land under current agricul­ 
tural zoning, said most units 
are proposed for areas lying 
below the 240-foot level of the 
area, which is marked with 
p ic tu re s q u e 
h ills id e s 
and 
ridges. 
Joan Fernandez, board m em ­ 
ber of the Lucas Valley Home­ 
owners Association, said her 
group “ agreed in concept” with 
the proposal but is urging that 
the 370-unit density proposed 
for the G rady p ro p erty be 
halved. “ We think that 370 units 
is too high a density on that 
difficult terrain,” she said. 
She said the association will 
meet again with Bianchi and 
planning consultants prior to 
the Jan. 8 hearing. 
Homeowners have been seek­ 
ing to rezone the property to 
planned resid e n tia l develop­ 
ment to limit development of 
the area, she said. 


The Ross Valley Sanitary Dis­ 
trict board last night stood firm 
in its decision to condemn 41 
acres of land around its sewage 
treatm ent plant on the San 
Q u en tin P e n in s u la , d e s p ite 
pleas from a Larkspur busi­ 
nessman who intends to develop 
a restaurant and museum in 
th e n e ig h b o rin g R e m illa rd 
brick kiln. (Another sanitary 
district story, page 1.) 
Robert H. Lee. a Larkspur 
city councilman, suggested 41 
acres was “ excessive” as a 
buffer zone for the proposed 
new 
subregional 
tre a tm e n t 
plant. 
“ You only need 10 acres, I’ve 
never seen a treatm ent plant 
that had 30 acres as a buffer 
zone,” he complained. 
But the board remained ada­ 
mant. President Eugene Ostag- 
gi said the land surrounding the 
plant would prevent “ someone 
looking down upon it and im ag­ 
ining odors.” 
Already the Ross Valley Sani­ 
tary D istrict’s plant on the pen­ 
insula handles sewage from the 
entire Ross Valley basin, he 
said, “ over half the population 
of Marin county. 


Deadline On 
Out Of Town 
Mail At Hand 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U. S. Postal Service says tim e 
is diminishing for cards and 
letters to reach their destina­ 
tions before Christmas. 
In fact, Postm aster General 
E. T. Klassen said Monday that 
the only out of town mail deliv­ 
ery that can be guaranteed now 
is airm ail. 
Klassen said the flow of mail 
has been good and the “Christ­ 
m as C om m unication C e n te r” 
believes that if persons who 
still have local mail send it no 
later than Thursday, than all 
holiday mail should be deliv­ 
ered before Christmas. 
The Postal Service estim ated 
at the beginning of the holiday 
season that nine billion pieces 
of Christm as mail would be 
handled. 


Fisher Hits Casino 
W ith A Big Suit 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
Singer Eddie Fisher filed a $2 
million breach of contract suit 
against C aesars Palace Hotel 
Monday, charging he was only 
paid for three weeks of a 17- 
week engagem ent in 1968. 
Fisher is seeking $1 million in 
dam ages plus an additional $1 
million on grounds the contract 
also stipulated he could not 
perform at any other resort in 
the Las Vegas area until the 
contract expired Oct. 5, 1972.

Referring to Larkspur’s re­ 
cent rezoning of the peninsula 
for a mammoth apartm ent and 
commercial development on the 
T.I. Properties holdings at the 
Hutchinson Quarry and Remil­ 
lard lands, m em ber Peter A. 
Ribar added: 


“ This subregional treatm ent 
plant is a necessity for all of 
Central and southern Marin. 
We are going to take ultra­ 
conservative measures to see 
that service is provided — it’s 
an essential governmental serv­ 
ice regardless of T.I. Properties 
or any restaurant ” 


Director George C. Davison 
said it was natural that the 
sanitary district “ is on the de­ 
fen siv e” . C laim ing th at the 
treatm ent plant was there first, 
he said he didn’t think housing 
was compatible next to “ the 
sewage of 150,000 people.” 


The district will have a big 
public investment to protect he 
said, and didn’t want to face 
possible law suits from neigh­ 
boring com mercial and housing 
interests.

Rainy, Warm Holiday To Double 
Seen For North Bay 
City Size 


The temperatures will rise 
and the rain will continue to fall 
and the outlook for Marin and 
Southern Sonoma counties is for 
a wet and warm Christmas. 
The weatherman predicts a 
new storm front moving in 
from the H awaiian Islands 
which is expected to dump 
even more rain on the soggy 
Bay Area tonight. 
This week’s series of abnor­ 
mally high tides combined with 
rainfall caused flooding of Low­ 
ry’s Yacht Harbor in San Ra­ 
fael at high tide this morning, 
and cut the harbor’s electricity 
supply. 
Last night at about 8:30 
o’clock, the state Division of 
Highway’s Petaluma office re­ 
ported three minor landslides 
on Shoreline Highway near Bol­ 
inas. The rocks and mud were

Director A N. Nipper asked if

An Alto fireman, discharged 
yesterday, has declared his dis­ 
missal reprisal for union activi­ 
ty. a claim rejected by the fire 
chief. 


Chief Carl Heynen Jr. said 
Ray Giacomino, 28, a proba­ 
tionary employee, lost his job 
because he didn't seem to fit 
in." not because of union activi­ 
ty. 


Heynen said Giacom ino’s 
charges against the department 
are those of a “disgruntled" 
man. Giacomino had said he 
was dismissed because of his 
efforts to win collective bargain 
rights for Alto firemen. 


Heynen said Giacomino was 
notified yesterday morning, af­ 
ter working for the department 
about six or seven months, that 
he was being dismissed. He had 
been on a one-year probation­ 
ary period, the chief said. 


Yesterday afternoon, accord­ 
ing to the chief, a letter arrived 
from Local 400 of the Civil 
Service Association, asking a 
meeting with commissioners to 
discuss the possibility of the 
Alto firemen becoming union­ 
ized. 
Chief Heynen said at least 
one other of the department’s

“that is their prerogative." 
Giacomino claimed it was the 
letter that had prompted his 
firing.

APOLLO 
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Their detailed technical and 
scientific reports have been de­ 
layed until after New Year's 
Day. 


The Apollo 17 command ship 
America, and the four-legged 
landing craft Challenger left 
behind at the moon, worked 
flawlessly. Ground communica­ 
tor Gordon Fullerton told Cer- 
nan they were the two best 
spacecraft in the entire $25 
billion moon project. 


Although the 121-2-day, $450 
million mission was the 11th 
and last in the Apollo series 
dating back to 1968, the pilots 
returned with a promise that 
the program is only the begin­ 
ning of man’s search into the 
unknown. 


“ Once there’s a beginning, 
there’s a continuation," Cernan 
said during a televised news 
conference while the spaceship 
was 100,000 miles from home 
Monday. “ The probing into 
deep space by man —the next 
landing on the moon, a trip to 
Mars —may not be for 10 years, 
it may not be until the end of 
this century, buf I personally 
have faith that it will happen.” 
Scientists hailed the flight of 
Apollo 17 as the most produc­ 
tive of all six lunar landing 
expeditions. Schmitt was the 
first geologist on the moon and 
the Apollo Lunar Geology In­ 
vestigation Team said in a re­ 
port the mission benefitted 
greatly from his presence. 
“ I think the thing we hoped to 
accomplish at Taurus-Littrow 
was to look at as broad a 
spectrum of the history of the 
moon as possible in one small 
area,” Schmitt said. “And I 
think we did that.” 
Schmitt said he believes the 
collection of lunar samples may 
contain some of the oldest rocks 
on the moon, dating back be­ 
yond 4 billion years ago, and 
the youngest. 
The prize of the mission was 
orange soil Schmitt found on 
the rim of a crater called Shor­ 
ty. Schmitt, long an expert in 
examining such material, said 
the rusty colored soil was 
“ reminiscent of the alteration 
by hot water or hot gases on 
E a rth .", 
The geology team in Houston 
called the discovery “rem arka­ 
ble" and said it “lends cred­ 
ence to previous suggestions 
that Shorty and some other 
nearby dark, sharp-rim m ed 
craters 
may 
be relatively 
young volcanic features. 
“Such a discovery would re­ 
sult in a major revision - of 
current thermal models (theo­ 
ries) for the moon,” the de­ 
tailed, 36-page report said. In 
othci words, scientists now sus­ 
pect the moon’s volcanic activi­ 
ty lasted much longer than 
originally supposed, possibly as 
recently in geologic terms as 
500 million years ago. 


Body Of Man 
Is Found In Bay 


The badlv decomposed body 
of an unidentified man was 
found floating in San Francisco 
Bay near Angel Island yester­ 
day, according to Donald L. 
Cornish, coroner’s deputy. 
The man, described as be­ 
tween 30 and 35 years old, six 
feet tall, 170 to 180 pounds, had 
been in the water about two 
weeks, the coroner’s office said. 
He was discovered about 3:15 
p.m. by men working on an 
Army Corps of Engineers barge 
in the area. 
The body was clad only in 
shredded socks. Cornish said a 
tattoo of a heart with an arrow 
through it, intertwined with a 
ribbon with “ Mom” inscribed, 
was found on the left forearm. 
An autopsy was to be per­ 
formed today. The body was 
taken to Russell and Gooch 
Funeral Home in Mill Valley.

NFW \OHK <UPD — Without 
explanation, W. A. (Tony) Boyle 
resigned Monday as president 
of the United Mine Workers 
several weeks before the man 
who defeated him in a closely- 
supervised election steps into 
the office. 
Boyle then got permission 
from the union's executive 
board to address it as a “ rank 
and file member” at a meeting 
today. 
The board voted to give Boyle 
a .$50,000 per year retirement 
pension, which equals his full 
salary. Arnold Miller, the insur­ 
gent who defeated Boyle in the 
court-ordered election, has said 
he would try to strip Boyle of 
the pension. 
Leonard Pankovich, the un­ 
ion's vice president who also 
was defeated, succeeds Boyle 
as head of the 205,000-member 
union until Miller can be in­ 
stalled—probably next month. 
He said his tenure would serve 
to bring about ‘‘an orderly tran­ 
sition of power.” 
Final but unofficial returns of 
the election, supervised by the 
Labor Department, showed 
Miller with 70,372 votes and 
Boyle with 56,334. The Miller- 
Boyle election was ordered by a

Council Delays Talks 
On Open Space Bonds 


The Forte Madera Town 
Council hist night postponed un­ 
til March further discussion 
about a possible bond measure 
to buy open space. 
Town Mgr. Ronald A. Bartels 
suggested the delay, saying the 
town's new general plan, now 
being prepared by a consultant 
firm, should be ready by then. 
In the meantime, he said, the 
town might “ overcommit our 
bonding capacity” if the open 
space bond measure were pass­ 
ed. He suggested bond money 
might also bo needed to cure 
flooding problems. 
All the eouncilmen, including 
Robert J. Flahive, who had 
prompted discussion of the 
bond measure, agreed to the 
delay until March 19. 
In other action, Flahive pro­ 
posed that half of the federal 


revenue sharing funds to be 
received by Corte Madera dur­ 
ing next year ($22,000) be ear­ 
marked lor open space pur­ 
chase. 
Other eouncilmen pointed out 
that the amount of money 
would buy very little land and 
that the funds may be needed 
elsewhere, especially under 
new legislation putting a ceiling 
on local governmental tax 
rates. 
Only Councilman Herber C. 
Leney supported Flahive, and 
the motion lost. It was agreed 
to turn over to the council’s 
finance committee considera­ 
tion of how to spend the money. 
The council also tabled indefi­ 
nitely a proposed open space 
plan required by the state until 
it is learned what the new 
deadline for the requirement is.

Rustling—the kind peculiar to 
the Christmas season—is still 
rampant in the Western United 
States. But tough laws and bad 
weather have hampered efforts 
by Christmas tree poachers in 
some places this year. 


Tree stealing, an annual 
Christmas season peril for the 
Forest Service, got so bad in 
Washington state recently the 
F B I was called in. Utah and 
Nevada are using air surveil­ 
lance to catch poachers, who , 
seem to be working faster than 
ever. 


The Forest Service estimates 
that poachers steal up to 15 
million trees in the United 
States each year. Fewer than 1 
per cent of them are caught. 
Tree poachers clear $4 to $6 a 
tree, officials estimate. Most 
trees sell for about $1 a foot. 
People who deal with poachers 
aren't likely to ask questions 
about where the trees eame 
from.

a forest ranger in Utah. 


Some poachers aren't that 
lucky. In Pittsburgh, Martin L. 
Noel. 23, awaits trial on larceny 
charges in the Dec. 11 theft of 
between $500 to $600 worth of 
Christmas trees. 
In Arizona, Old Man Winter 
has hampered thieves. Rain 
and snow came in early abun­ 
dance and most roads into for­ 


est areas have been virtually 
impassable for the past few 
weeks. 


Robert Umberger of the For­ 
estry Service in Maine says 
commercial Christmas tree 
poaching has cut down tremen­ 
dously in the last 10 years 
because state law requires a 
certificate before thay can be 
transported on Maine roads. 
California law calls for up to 
a $500 fine and six months in 
jail for anyone convicted of 


having a Christmas tree with­ 
out authorization. In addition, 
rangers patrol the forests inter­ 
mittently and snow blocks 
many roads leading into re­ 
gions with small trees. 


But Steve Beck, information 
officer for the Sierra National 
Forest in central California, 
says professional poachers are 
still active. "They go in with 
hand saws in the daytime and 
cut them down and then re­ 
move them by night.” 


John Dreves of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture says 
the problem of Christmas tree 
poachers is not what it once 
was in Michigan. Most trees in 
Michigan are now grown on 
farms specifically for that pur­ 


pose. Droves said most people 
would rather spend around $5 to 
get a tree properly pruned and 
shaped to be a Christmas tree, 
rather than take the chance on 
poaching a wild tree that often 
is not properly shaped. 


Michigan, too. has an anti­ 
poaching law for Christmas 
trees, but it does not apply to 
persons with two trees or less 
between Dec. 1 and Dec. 28. 


Officials in Massachusetts, 
where a stiff state law is 
backed up by around-the-clock 
patrols by the Department of 
Natural Resources, concede 
that there are a few thefts of 
Christmas trees, but say it does 
not add up to anything worth 
worrying about. 


Occasionally the Forest Seiv-* 
ice scores a major triumph ITT 
the fight against poachers. A 
man caught in northern Califor­ 
nia admitted he had been steal­ 
ing trees for 20 years at an 
average annual profit of $20,- 
000. He went to jail. 


Two Utah men were caught 
with 1,700 stolen trees. OftO 
went to jail and the other was 
fined. 


Authorities say that while 
surveillance has been intensi­ 
fied in many states most poach­ 
ers by now, are counting tfy}i,r 
cash and secure in the knowl­ 
edge that they’ve probably got­ 
ten away with their illegal 
deed—at least until the next 
Christmas season.

President Quits 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Without 
explanation, W. A. «Tony) Boyle 
resigned Monday as president 
of the United Mine Workers 
several weeks before the man 
who defeated him in a closely- 
supervised election steps into 
the office. 
Boyle then got perm ission 
from the union’s executive 
board to address it as a "rank 
and file member” at a meeting 
today. 
The board voted to give Boyle 
a $50,000 per year retirement 
pension, which equals his full 
salary. Arnold Miller, the insur­ 
gent who defeated Boyle in the 
court-ordered election, has said 
he would try to strip Boyle of 
the pension. 
Leonard Pankovich, the un­ 
ion's vice president who also 
was defeated, succeeds Boyle 
as head of the 205,000-member 
union until Miller can be in­ 
stalled—probably next month. 
He said his tenure would serve 
to bring about ‘‘an orderly tran­ 
sition of power.” 
Final but unofficial returns of 
the election, supervised by the 
Labor Departm ent, showed 
Miller with 70,372 votes and 
Boyle with 56,334. The Miller- 
Boyle election was ordered by a 
federal court because of irregu­ 
larities in the 1969 election 
Boyle won from Joseph "Jock” 
Yablonski three weeks before

Yablonski. his wife and dau 
ter were slain. 
A union official reported that 
Boyle stepped to the micro­ 
phone at a board meeting and 
announced, "I tender my resig­ 
nation effective today.

The vice president 
automatically becomes presi­ 
dent of the international un­ 
ion.” Boyle refused to answer 
questions. 
In Washington, Miller said 
Boyle’s resignation was ‘‘an ac­ 
tion that’s certainly warrant­ 
ed.”

On Open Space Bonds 


The Corte Madera Town 
Council last night postponed un­ 
til March further discussion 
about a possible bond measure 
to buy open space.

Poachers Cut Down Estimated 


15 Million Yule Trees Yearly 


B y U P IN T E R N A T IO N A L 
Rustling—the kind peculiar to 
the Christmas season—is still 
rampant in the Western United 
States. But tough laws and bad 
weather have hampered efforts 
by Christmas tree poachers in 
some places this year. 
Tree stealing, an annual 
Christmas season peril for the 
Forest Service, got so bad in 
Washington state recently the 
FBI was called in. Utah and 
Nevada are using air surveil­ 
lance to catch poachers, who 
seem to be working faster than 
ever. 
The Forest Service estimates 
that poachers steal up to 15 
m illion trees in the United 
States each year. Fewer than 1 
per cent of them are caught. 
Tree poachers clear $4 to $6 a 
tree, officials estimate. Most 
trees sell for about $1 a foot. 
People who deal with poachers 
aren’t likely to ask questions 
about where the trees eame 
from.

a forest ranger in Utah. 
Some poachers aren't that 
lucky. In Pittsburgh, Martin L. 
Noel, 23, awaits trial on larceny 
charges in the Dec. 11 theft of 
between $500 to $600 worth of 
Christmas trees. 
In Arizona, Old Man Winter 
has hampered thieves. Rain 
and snow came in early abun­ 
dance and most roads into for­ 


est areas have been virtually 
impassable for the past few 
weeks. 
Robert Umberger of the For­ 
estry Service in Maine says 
com m ercial Christmas tree 
poaching has cut down tremen­ 
dously in the last 10 years 
because state law requires a 
certificate before thay can be 
transported on Maine roads. 
California law? calls for up to 
a $500 fine and six months in 
jail for anyone convicted of 


having a Christmas tree with­ 
out authorization. In addition, 
rangers patrol the forests inter­ 
m ittently and snow blocks 
many roads leading into re­ 
gions with small trees. 
But Steve Beck, information 
officer for the Sierra National 
Forest in central California, 
says professional poachers are 
still active. "They go in with 
hand saws in the daytime and 
cut them down and then re­ 
move them by night.” 
John Dreves of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture says 
the problem of Christmas tree 
poachers is not what it once 
was in Michigan. Most trees in 
Michigan are now grown on 
farms specifically for that pur­ 


pose. Dreves said most people 
would rather spend around $5 to 
get a tree properly pruned and 
shaped to be a Christmas tree, 
rather than take the chance on 
poaching a wild tree that often 
is not properly shaped. 
Michigan, too. has an anti- 
poaching law for Christmas 
trees, but it does not apply to 
persons with two trees or less 
between Dec. 1 and Dec. 28. 
O fficials in M assachusetts, 
where a stiff state lawr is 
backed up by around-the-clock 
patrols by the Department of 
Natural Resources, concede 
that there are a few thefts of 
Christmas trees, but say it does 
not add up to anything worth 
worrying about. 


Occasionally the Forest Se»*-' 
ice scores a major triumph "RT 
the fight against poachers. A 
man caught in northern Califor­ 
nia admitted he had been steal­ 
ing trees for 20 years at an 
average annual profit of $20,- 
000. He went to jail. 
Two Utah men were caught 
with 1,700 stolen trees. OflC 
went to jail and the other was 
fined. 
Authorities say that while 
surveillance has been intensi­ 
fied in many states most poach­ 
ers by now, are counting tfyúr 
cash and secure in the knowl­ 
edge that they’ve probably got­ 
ten away with their illegal 
deed—at least until the next 
Christmas season.

Tighter Curbs On 
Methadone Uses 


Clay Pit Now 
Valuable Land 


POOLE, England (UPI) -In 
1963 Erie Brooks paid $47,000 
for an abandoned seaside clay 
pit in this English Channel re­ 
sort. His friends thought he was 
mad. 


Brooks, a 5.5-year-old building 
contractor, began bulldozing 
rubble into the 69-foot deep pit 
during his spare time. 


Real estate agents estimate 
that the 27-acre site, now nearly 
filled, is worth about $2.3 mil­ 
lion. 
“ My friends thought I was 
mad when I paid out so much 
money," Brooks said. “ It was 
just a deep soggy hole and they 
didn’t think it was worth any­ 
thing. They said I could never 
fill it.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
government has announced 
tighter controls over distribu­ 
tion of methadone, a drug used 
to curb heroin addiction. 


Dr. Jerome Jaffee, director 
of the White House Special Ac­ 
tion Office for Drug Abuse, said 
Monday the new regulations 
were designed to provide “ clear 
cut guidelines” to operators of 
methadone maintenance pro­ 
grams, to curb growing illicit 
street traffic in methadone and 
to avoid making methadone ad­ 
dicts out of persons never be­ 
fore on drugs. 


Methadone is a synthetic 
drug which curbs the craving of 
some addicts for heroin. In 
methadone maintenance pro­ 
grams, patients are given regu­ 
lar doses of the substitute drug, 
at little or no cost to them, to 
get them off heroin habits 
which often are supported by 
crime. 


The new regulations restrict 
marketing of methadone to hos­ 
pital pharmacies, approved 
maintenance programs con­ 
ducted by clinics or doctors and 
some drugstores in rural areas. 
They will take effect over a six- 
month period. 


Jaffee said programs con­ 
ducted under the new rules 
“ can have a positive effect in 
reducing the spread of heroin 
addiction. The amount of crime 
they (addicts) commit will be 


slightly reduced. The amount of 
heroin they use will be slightly 
reduced. Maybe they just won’t 
die of (heroin) overdose." 


He expressed hopes that the 
regulated methadone programs 
would help reduce the social 
cost of heroin addiction. 


Methadone is addictive itself. 
Persons not tolerant to its ef­ 
fects can experience euphoria. 
An overdose can cause death. 
Jaffee said the regulations will 
seek to prevent cases in which 
persons not already on heroin 
begin to take methadone and 
become addicted to it. 


Some doctors oppose the con­ 
trols because they feel the gov­ 
ernment should not regulate the 
practice of medicine. John In- 
gersoll, director of the Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, called the new rules a 
“ stop-gap measure, satisfacto­ 
ry for the time being." 


“ We are all hopeful a more 
permanent type solution will be 
found for treating addicts,” In- 
gersoll said. 


Fog H its Brita in 


LONDON (AP) — Fog blan­ 
keted much of Britain today 
with visibility down to five 
yards in some places. Airliners 
bringing Christmas holidavers 
from New York, Chicago and 
Los Angeles were diverted to 
airports on the continent. 


Archdiocese 
Hit With 
Labor Su it 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (UPI) - 
The state Labor Relations 
Board has ruled that the Phila­ 
delphia Catholic Archdiocese 
and John Cardinal Krol were 
guilty of unfair labor practices 
in a union bargaining election 
by lay teachers. 


The ruling, which a union 
attorney said was an historic 
first, invalidated a disputed 
June 13 election at which dioce­ 
san Catholic elementary teach­ 
ers voted 646 to 410 against 
representation by the Associa­ 
tion of Catholic Teachers, an 
AFL-CIO affiliate. 


The board Monday ordered a 
new election on grounds Cardi­ 
nal Krol unfairly influenced the 
June balloting by sending a 
letter to the teachers that had 
“ the effect of intimidating” 
them. 


“ This is the first time in 
history that a prince of the 
church, or any bishop, has been 
found guilty of such a charge,” 
said Michael Walsh, attorney 
for the Association of Catholic 
Teachers. 


A diocesan spokesman said 
that “ from our initial reading 
of (he ruling, the labor relations 
hoard apparently has an unbe­ 
lievable idea of freedom of 
speech and freedom of religion. 
An idea that would seem to 
deny to the cardinal the right, 
the freedom to speak on reli­ 
gious matters to his people.” 


A Market 
Over 
Scotch Whisky Role 


BRUSSELS (UPI) -Britain 
and France clashed today over 
Scotch whisky and its role in 
the enlarged European Com­ 
mon Market. 


France said whisky is alco­ 
hol; 
Britain 
said 
it 
is 
“ processed agricultural goods.” 
As in most complex Common 
Market disputes, millions of 
dollars rides on the outcome. 


The United States, which will 
be affected by the outcome, 
kept a worried watch from the 
sidelines. 


The dispute came up at a 
meeting of the nine agricultural 
ministers of the enlarged mar­ 
ket, which is to grow from six 
to nine nations when Britain, 
Ireland and Denmark join on 
Jan. 1. 
The term of entry obligate 
Britian’s whisky distillers to 
replace much of the 750,000 tons 
of grain they buy now from the 


United States and Canada With 
Common Market grain—mostly 
from France. 


Britain argued today that the 
Common Market grain is more 
expensive. It said that if this 
grain goes into whisky, w’hich is 
then exported outside the Com­ 
mon Market, it should be given 
a special subsidy to avoid rais­ 
ing whisky prices in the United 
States and other export mar­ 
kets. 


France objected. The French 
have long urged the market to 
form an “ alcohol policy,” 
which would enable France to 
dispose of surplus wine. 


Britain said the matter could 
be handled perfectly well by 
treating whisky as “ processed 
agricultural goods,” under the 
existing farm policy. 


The ministers said they hoped 
for a compromise.

Former Guard At Prison 
Gets Jail Time On Drugs

NEW YORK, - “Call me 
Don,” he says, his face crinkl­ 
ing in a broad grin. “ Everyone 
around here calls me Don.” 


Winning friends comes easily 
toTbonald W arren which is 
what makes him such a choice 
candidate for the “ Paunch 
Corps.” That's the more popu­ 
lar name for the International 
E x ecu tiv e 
S ervice 
Corps 
(IESC), — a sort of business­ 
m an’ answer to the Peace 
Corps. 


W arren’s sparkle and brisk 
energy belie his retirement. Re­ 
cently he put in a hard work 
stint as a volunteer business 
consultant in a food processing 
plant in Istanbul, Turkey. Now 
he is eager for another assign­ 
m ent in an underdeveloped 
country that could use his serv­ 
ices. 


Sneaking in the comfortable 
surroundings of his home at 
Amityville on New York’s Long 
Island, he noted one of the 
incentives for going: 


“ It’s nice to be needed,” he 
said gently. “Just to give of 
your background. When you 
reach my age the idea of giv­ 
ing, and giving in a worthwhile 
manner, boosts your own mor­ 
ale.” 
And the Turkish food-process­ 
ing plant where he worked in 
Istanbul did need him. It need­ 
ed his expertise in the formula- 
; tion and preparation of a new 
! rice-cereal baby food. The 
project meant new employees, 
new packaging, new advertis- 
ing and promotion. 
( 
It also meant a very much- 
needed rice cereal which had 
not yet been manufactured in 
the country and which was to 
be superior to the three or four 
other existing baby foods. 
Warren had much to give. He 
had decades of practical busi­ 
ness experience before retiring 
in 1965 as manager of product 
standards and specifications at 
a subdivision of the Thomas J.

Warren’s wife, Violet, who 
accompanied him on his assign­ 
ment in Istanbul indicated that 
what really counted was the 
sensitivity with which the 
projects are undertaken bv the 
IESC. 


“They (the recipients of the 
program) just want you to help. 
They don't want you to man­ 
age. After a while the men 
could see Donald wasn’t going 
to take over the plant so they 
became more cooperative.” she 
said. 


This was not to suggest that 
the two-month consulting period 
was fun. Far from it, despite all 
the worthy idealism. 


Says Warren: “They told me 
in New York — ‘Don, there will 


be frustrations. Don’t think 
things will be easy.’ ” 
They weren’t easy. For the 
first three weeks there was no 


electricity to drive the drum 
dryer which spreads the thick, 
viscuous cereal mix and turns 
it into a thin flake. Another 
problem was that on rainy days 
as a result of seepage from 
rusty pipes the water supply 
was not up to the strict stan­ 
dards set for baby-food prepa­ 
ration although pure enough for 
other food processing. 


In time the electricity was 
resumed, and clear spring wa­ 
ter was brought in large plastic 
containers. But even then the 
work was arduous. 


Up at 5:30 a.m. Not finished 
before 6:30 p.m., very often not 
before 7:30. “ By Friday night,” 
Warren recalls, “ I had worked 
harder than 
I 
have 
ever 
worked.” 


But it was an experience he 
will never forget. 


“ Bus 
(Bus 
W ilcox, the 
Paunch Corps resident director 
of operations for Turkey) said: 
‘You Wait. You’ll have a lump 
in your throat before you 
leave.’ I haw-hawed the idea. I 
didn’t think I would become so 
attached to those workers in the 
plant.” 


But elaborating on his inabili­ 
ty to communicate in English 
with the Turkish workers, War­ 
ren recounted his last day: 


“There is common language 
you know. These people, they 
were so kind to me. When they 
lined up at the end of the day’s 
work close to the manager’s 
office they all came in with 
gifts and kissed me on both 
cheeks. When I left the little 
maid who had waited on us at 
table, the tears were streaming 


down her cheeks. I kissed her 
on both cheeks — that’s the 
Turkish custom.” 


Each year hundreds of re­ 
tired businessm en, many of 
them ex-presidents and direc­ 
tors of corporations, travel to 
underdeveloped countries to fill 
gaps in jobs that require mana­ 
gerial skills. The project is 
always of a short duration. 


“This made it possible for 
IESC to recruit executives of 
the caliber not possible if we 
were asking a man to drop 
everything to go abroad for a 
couple of years. But they could 
possibly drop everything for 
three months. On that basis we 
have been able to gt really tip­ 
top m en,” says Charlie H. 
Brown of the public-relations 
department of the IESC. 


The volunteer receives no fi­ 
nancial remuneration, but is 
provided with an economy-class 
air ticket, hotel accommoda­ 
tion, and a per diem of about 
$50 for him and his wife, who is 
encouraged to go along. 


The program is financed by 
the United States Agency for 
In te rn a tio n a l D evelopm ent 
(AID)-, by some 200 corporate 
and other private sponsors in 
the U.S. and overseas, and by 
contributions from overseas cli- 
ent-firms themselves. 


“The thing that is exciting to 
me about it,” says Brown, “is 
that it works.”

A former San Quentin guard, 
who admitted smuggling drugs 
into the prison, was ordered 
yesterday to serve six months 
in jail.

After only three months on 
the job, Thomas was arrested 
Dec. 1, 1971, as he entered the 
prison with 11 Seconal capsules 
in his hat band and 12 Benzed­ 
rine tablets in his shirt pocket, 
according to prison authorities. 
Thomas, now a junior college 
student, told his probation offi­ 
cer he was taking the drugs to 
an inmate who helped him keep 


control of the cell section he 
was assigned to oversee. 
Prison authorities said other 
guards reported he was acting 
suspiciously so he was searched 
when he reported for work. 
T hom as’s probation officer 
said he was recruited in the 
prison drive to hire minority 
guards and felt he was in over 
his head with “wily and manip­ 
ulative” convicts.

Clay Pit Now 
Valuable Land 


POOLE, England (UPI) —In 
1963 Eric Brooks paid $47,000 
for an abandoned seaside clay 
pit in this English Channel re­ 
sort. His friends thought he was 
mad. 


Brooks, a 55-year-old building 
contractor, began bulldozing 
rubble into the 69-foot deep pit 
during his spare time. 


Real estate agents estimate 
that the 27-acre site, now nearly 
filled, is worth about $2.3 mil­ 
lion. 
"My friends thought I was 
mad when I paid out so much 
money," Brooks said. "It was 
just a deep soggy hole and they 
didn't think it was worth any­ 
thing. They said I could never 
fill it." 


Tighter Curbs On 
Methadone Uses 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
governm ent has announced 
tighter controls over distribu­ 
tion of methadone, a drug used 
to curb heroin addiction. 


Dr. Jerome Jaffee, director 
of the White House Special Ac­ 
tion Office for Drug Abuse, said 
Monday the new regulations 
were designed to provide "clear 
cut guidelines" to operators of 
methadone m aintenance pro­ 
grams, to curb growing illicit 
street traffic in methadone and 
to avoid making methadone ad­ 
dicts out of persons never be­ 
fore on drugs. 


Methadone is a synthetic 
drug which curbs the craving of 
some addicts for heroin. In 
methadone m aintenance pro­ 
grams, patients are given regu­ 
lar doses of the substitute drug, 
at little or no cost to them, to 
get them off heroin habits 
which often are supported by 
crime. 


The new regulations restrict 
marketing of methadone to hos­ 
pital pharm acies, approved 
m aintenance program s con­ 
ducted by clinics or doctors and 
some drugstores in rural areas. 
They will take effect over a six- 
month period. 


Jaffee said programs con­ 
ducted under the new rules 
"can have a positive effect in 
reducing the spread of heroin 
addiction. The amount of crime 
they (addicts) commit will be 


slightly reduced. The amount of 
heroin they use will be slightly 
reduced. Maybe they just won’t 
die of (heroin) overdose." 


He expressed hopes that the 
regulated methadone programs 
would help reduce the social 
cost of heroin addiction. 


Methadone is addictive itself. 
Persons not tolerant to its ef­ 
fects can experience euphoria. 
An overdose can cause death. 
Jaffee said the regulations will 
seek to prevent cases in which 
persons not already on heroin 
begin to take methadone and 
become addicted to it. 


Some doctors oppose the con­ 
trols because they feel the gov­ 
ernment should not regulate the 
practice of medicine. John In- 
gersoll. director of the Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, called the new rules a 
"stop-gap measure, satisfacto­ 
ry for the time being." 


•*We are all hopeful a more 
permanent type solution will be 
found for treating addicts," In- 
gersoll said. 


Fog Hits Britain 


LONDON (AP) — Fog blan­ 
keted much of Britain today 
with visibility down to five 
yards in some places. Airliners 
bringing Christmas holidayers 
irom New York, Chicago and 
Los Angeles were diverted to 
airports on the continent. 


Archdiocese 
Hit With 
Labor Suit 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The state Labor Relations 
Board has ruled that the Phila­ 
delphia Catholic Archdiocese 
and John Cardinal Krol were 
guilty of unfair labor practices 
in a union bargaining election 
by lay teachers. 


The ruling, which a union 
attorney said was an historic 
first, invalidated a disputed 
June 13 election at which dioce­ 
san Catholic elementary teach­ 
ers voted 646 to 410 against 
representation by the Associa­ 
tion of Catholic Teachers, an 
AFL-CIO affiliate. 


The board Monday ordered a 
new election on grounds Cardi­ 
nal Krol unfairly influenced the 
June balloting by sending a 
letter to the teachers that had 
"th e effect of intim idating” 
them. 


"This is the first time in 
history that a prince of the 
church, or any bishop, has been 
found guilty of such a charge," 
said Michael Walsh, attorney 
for the Association of Catholic 
Teachers. 


A diocesan spokesman said 
that "from our initial reading 
of the ruling, the labor relations 
board apparently has an unbe­ 
lievable idea of freedom of 
speech and freedom of religion. 
An idea that would seem to 
deny to the cardinal the right, 
the freedom to speak on reli­ 
gious matters to his people." 


A Market Flap Over 
Scotch Whisky Role 


BRUSSELS (UPI) —Britain 
and France clashed today over 
Scotch whisky and its role in 
the enlarged European Com­ 
mon Market. 


France said whisky is alco­ 
hol; 
B ritain 
said 
it 
is 
"processed agricultural goods.” 
As in most complex Common 
M arket disputes, m illions of 
dollars rides on the outcome. 


The United States, which will 
be affected by the outcome, 
kept a worried watch from the 
sidelines. 


The dispute came up at a 
meeting of the nine agricultural 
ministers of the enlarged mar­ 
ket, which is to grow from six 
to nine nations when Britain, 
Ireland and Denmark join on 
Jan. 1. 
The term of entry obligate 
Britian’s whisky distillers to 
replace much of the 750,000 tons 
of grain they buy now from the 


United States and Canada with 
Common Market grain—mostly 
from France. 


Britain argued today that the 
Common Market grain is more 
expensive. It said that if this 
grain goes into whisky, which is 
then exported outside the Com­ 
mon Market, it should be given 
a special subsidy to avoid rais­ 
ing whisky prices in the United 
States and other export m ar­ 
kets. 


France objected. The French 
have long urged the market to 
form an "alcohol policy," 
which would enable France to 
dispose of surplus wine. 


Britain said the matter could 
be handled perfectly well by 
treating whisky as "processed 
agricultural goods," under the 
existing farm policy. 


The ministers said they hoped 
for a compromise.

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Pier Feud 


Erupts 


Once More 


The long-running feud be­ 
tween Tómales Bay property 
owners Peter D. Whitney and 
Larry H. Marks erupted again 
yesterday as the county plan­ 
ning commission deferred ac­ 
tion on a request to open Whit­ 
ney’s controversial pier to the 
public. 


The pier, including an illegal­ 
ly built 48-foot extension, is 
located near the county’s Chick­ 
en Ranch beach at Inverness 
and was the focal point of the 
Marks vs. Whitney court deci­ 
sion. 


Marks, the loser in that state 
Supreme Court decision which 
held Whitney had a right to 
build his pier across a tide lot 
owned by Marks, yesterday re­ 
quested opening the pier to the 
public. 


Whitney called the proposal 
ridiculous, adding ‘‘this is not 
just a pier to Mr. Marks, it’s 
Moby Dick — a white whale he 
has been trying to harpoon for 
**18 years.” 


Whitney said the county had 
no right to impose public use of 
his pier and charged Marks 
. was seeking free access to the 
~bay for upland properties he 
planned to sell. 


T. The m atter came before the 
planning commission on an ap­ 
peal from Marks of the county 
environmental protection com­ 
m ittee's decision to legalize the 
pier extension. 


Marks argued that since the 
pier also crossed county-owned 
tidelands it should be open to 
public use. 


The m atter was delayed for 
further study by the county 
counsel’s office and will be 
reconsidered at the commis­ 
sion’s Jan. 8 meeting.

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Snags Develop 
In Novato Plan 


Novato City Council, warned 
by Mayor F. Wayne Sartain 
that it was going to have to 
“ bite the bullet soon,’’ last 
night postponed delving into the 
revised Novato Area General 
Plan. 


The plan, a year in the m ak­ 
ing and subject of five public 
hearings in recent weeks, was 
before the city council for com­ 
ment and recommendation. 


After couneilmen questioned 
the staff and heard late com­ 
ment at a public hearing, it 
appeared that the council would 
then have its say. 
At th at point, C ouncilm an 
George C. Quesada said he 
w asn't prepared “to comment 
in depth,” since he was “ get­ 
ting comment and still think­ 
ing.” 
Other couneilmen agreed it 
wouldn't be logical to proceed 
until all members were ready, 
and will meet again on the plan 
at 8:30 p.m. Jan. 4 at the 
Novato Community House. 
Sartain said. "At some point 
in time we have to come to 
grips" with the plan. Further­ 
more. he said, it appeared that 
changes will be made in the 
plan and it would have to be 
referred back to the planning 
commission, extending the time 
before adoption. 
Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
challenged a planning staff re­ 
port that public scenic area in 
the plan could be purchased for 
$3.2 million. 
Ruegg said based on the costs 
of acquiring land for redevelop­ 
ment in Santa Rosa, the value 
of the land would be about $7.1 
million, and based on “ recent, 
sales, appraisals, offers to pur­ 
chase and estate valuation” it 
would be in excess of $10 mil­ 
lion. 
Quesada said that “ raw land 
is grossly underassessed." and 
the m atter should be taken to 
the Marin County Grand Jury 
to have it assessed at its proper 
value. 
During the abbreviated public 
hearing. Planning Commission­ 
er Jam es L. Picchi said he 
believed th a t “ single fam ily 
resid e n tia l is p a s se .” w ith 
apartm ents and condominiums

SACRAMENTO (TJPI) — Cali- 
fornia's Attorney General. Ev- 
elle J. Younger, says Mafias- 
tyle “ godfathers” hve much 
less of a grip on organized 
crim e on the West Coast than 
anywhere else in the nation.

C o u n c ilm a n D av id P ric e 
Jones said: “ I think we should 
adopt ours as soon as possible. 
If we do, it will be a lot easier 
to convince them to do what we 
want in the are a.” 
The council adjourned until 
its regular session at 8 p.m. 
today at the Novato Community 
House. Sartain said the council 
will conduct final interviews of 
persons seeking appointment to 
the city commissions at 8 p.m. 
tomorrow at the Community 
House. After the interviews, the 
council will hold a closed ses­ 
sion. and then, in open session, 
m ake the appointments, Sartain 
said.

Fro m Se lf-De fe n se To A rt Fo rm

RIO DE JA N EIRO <UPI) — 
Seven teen-age girls recently 
enrolled in an all-male class to 
learn the rough and tumble 
dance with the evil mystique 
Brazilians call “ capoeira.” 
"M y mother and father were 
against the. idea, and still are,” 
Claudia Almeida, is. told UPI. 
“ You know, they thought I'd 
get hurt, and meet the wrong 
types.” 
Her parents’ attitude is typi­ 
cal of most middle class Brazil­ 
ians. They associate capoeira 
with street brawling. 
Brazilian slaves first devel­ 
oped capoeira as a means of 
self defense against armed 
slave masters. Using a combi­ 
nation of rapid, well-aimed 
kicks, and dodges, a rebellious 
slave was able to fend off two 
or three opponents. A legendary 
slave leader, Zumbi, is said to 
have whipped 30 whites in one 
fight. 
IN THE capital cities, Ca- 
poeiristas provided protection 
for Brazilian abolitionists at 
their street-corner rallies. 
In 1890, a year after Brazilian 
slaves were emancipated, ca­ 
poeira was prohibited by law. 


Backlands politicians for years 
had henchmen trained in ca­ 
poeira to "win over” voters. 
Later, the most experienced 
capoeristas, known as “ mas­ 
ters,'' toned down its most vio­ 
lent elements. When whites 
were present, they staged spe­ 
cial acrobatic exhibitions using 
the so called “ gentlemen’s 
touch.” 
President Getulio Vargas saw- 
one of these demonstrations in 
1934 and was much impressed. 
Shortly afterwards, two famous 
capoeiristas opened Capoeira 
Academies. 
AS TAUGHT and practiced in 
the academies, capoeira has 
evolved away from violence to­ 
wards becoming a stylized 
dance. It demands great agility 
and tremendous physical stami­ 
na. 
A group of Sao Paulo ca­ 
poeira masters are now trying 
to have the government make 
capoeira B ra z il's national 
sport. It is unlikely that this 
will happen very soon, because 
capoeira has not yet lost its 
shady image. 
A recent newspaper report 
told of a 16 year old capoeirista 
who tangled with two police- 


men. Before the police could 
draw their revolvers, the boy 
gave each a barefooted smack 
on the ear and fled through a 
screen of excited onlookers. 
THE GIRLS learning ca­ 
poeira from "Peixinho.” a 22- 
year-old business administra­ 
tion student and member of 
Rio's folkdancing “ Senzala 
Group,” said that they were not 
interested in becoming vicious 
capoeira mercenaries. 
Claudia said she was interest­ 
ed in the dance, not in "busting 
some guy in the mouth.” She 
said she began dancing ca­ 
poeira with her boyfriend. 
For Regina Botello, 16, ca­ 
poeira classes were “ really 
neat” compared to "boring” 
ballet classes. 
A m e r i c a n - b o i n 
R e g i n a 
' Nina” Whealer, 17, said she 
had an "aggressive streak” and 
likes "aggressive dance.” 
Peixinho, whose real name is 
Marcelo Guimaraes, said ca­ 
poeira presented "no special 
difficulties” for the girls. 
Boys and girls agreed, how­ 
ever, that capoeira requires a 
dose of "malice.” 
“ The important blows are de­ 
livered on the counterattack,” 


Peixinho explained. “ When my 
opponent's coming at me, I try 
to evade his kick, and give him 
a kick, or push him off bal­ 
ance.” 
AS KED IF she was malicious 
enough to Ix* a good capoerista, 
Claudia came back with a coy 
smile and said. "Any person 
born and raised in Rio de Janei­ 
ro is enough of a scoundrel to 
be an excellent capoeirista.” 
In less than five months, the 
girls have learned five basic 
capoeira attacks. The "Ginga” 
is a bobbing and weaving step 
used to size up one’s opponent. 
To an outsider the other 
blows start out innocently, look­ 
ing like a slow, backwards cart­ 
wheel, until a meaty heel goes 
flying into the face, chest, or 
ribcage of the other dancer. 
Those not dancing clap their 
hands and chant the special 
refrains that describe the ac­ 
tion. A one-stringed instrument 
called a "Berimbau” provides 
the twangy rhythm for the dan­ 
cers. Tambourines and long cy­ 
lindrical bongo drums are also 
used. 
“ But it is the berimbau that 
commands the dance,” Peixin­ 
ho said.

Of these, 35 
million plus keep house, anoth­ 
er 3.4 million are in school and 
still a segment of several 
hundred thousand are unable to 
work. In short, this group is 
larger than the more publicized 
31.5 million who do hold jobs. 
Now comes the question—if 
you’re among the 41 million, 
should you enter the labor mar­ 
ket? The Women’s Bureau (of 
the labor department) says yes.

Penny Scott, family financial 
consultant for the Oak Park, 
111., Federal Savings and I»an 
Association, takes one family to 
illustrate what can happen to 
that two-salaried family with 
preschool children. 


Husband earns $14,400 an­ 
nually and wife gets a job for 
$9,200, giving her a base pay of 
$177 a week. 


S HE “LOS ES ” $23 withheld 
for federal income tax and an­ 
other $5 for a typical state tax, 
plus $9 for social security. An­ 
other $2 weekly goes for group 
health and life insurance plans. 
That leaves her $138 per week. 
But the wife also pays $25 a 
week for child care, $15 a week 
for housekeeping help, $10 a 
week for lunches and coffee 
breaks, and $3 per week for bus 
fare. 
In addition, the wife spends 
$L) a week for the cost of new 
clothes, more frequent trips to 
the hairdresser, ready prepared 
or convenience foods, use of 
commercial laundry, more dry 
cleaning and the like. 
All of these extras make the 


$1 7 7 a week dwindle to $70, or 
$3,6 4 0 a year. 
Then at tax time, because her 
withholding enters into the total 
family income, the family finds 
it owes an additional $818 in 
federal' income taxes. And in 


some instances, state and city 
income taxes also take another 
big bite. 
All told, this wife may end up 
with only 30 per cent of her 
annual salan. 


GRANTED. THE working 
woman can save by taking her 
lunch and if the family is coop­ 
erative, and she is strong 
enough, she can do her own 
housekeeping after job hours. 
But an outside job also could 
mean the family needs a second 
car. Even it she goes in a car 
pool, she may have to contrib­ 
ute to gas expenses. And some 
jobs also involve dues and li­ 
cense expenses. 
Now, should the wife still 
seek a paying job? 
Talk the matter over with the 
entire family. It should be a 
family decision, actually, said 
Miss Scott. 
Everyone should understand 
w h at’s 
involved 
and 
the 
changes that have to be made. 
Miss Scott makes another 
recommendation—put some of 
the wife s income into savings, 
just as some of the husband's 
should Ik * stowed away.

RIO I)E JANEIRO (UPI) — 
Seven teen-age girls recently 
enrolled in an all-male class to 
learn the rough and tumble 
dance with the evil mystique 
Brazilians call “ capoeira.” 
"My mother and father were 
against the idea, and still are ,” 
Claudia Almeida, 18, told UPI. 
“ You know, they thought I’d 
get hurt, and meet the wrong 
types.” 
Her parents’ attitude is typi­ 
cal of most middle class Brazil­ 
ians. They associate capoeira 
with street brawling. 
Brazilian slaves first devel­ 
oped capoeira as a m eans of 
self defense against arm ed 
slave m asters. Using a combi­ 
nation of rap id , w ell-aim ed 
kicks, and dodges, a rebellious 
slave was able to fend off two 
or three opponents. A legendary 
slave leader, Zumbi, is said to 
have whipped 30 whites in one 
fight. 
IN THE capital cities, Ca- 
poeiristas provided protection 
for Brazilian abolitionists 
at 
their street-eorner rallies. 
In 1890, a year after Brazilian 
slaves were em ancipated, ca­ 
poeira was prohibited by law. 


Backlands politicians for years 
had henchmen trained in ca­ 
poeira to “ win over” voters. 
Later, the most experienced 
capoeristas, known as “ m as­ 
ters,” toned down its most vio­ 
lent elem en ts. When w hites 
were present, they staged spe­ 
cial acrobatic exhibitions using 
the so called "g e n tle m e n ’s 
touch.” 
President Getulio Vargas saw 
one of these dem onstrations in 
1934 and was much impressed. 
Shortly afterw ards, two famous 
ca p o eiristas opened C apoeira 
Academies. 
AS TAUGHT and practiced in 
the academ ies, capoeira has 
evolved away from violence to­ 
w ards becom ing a stylized 
dance. It dem ands great agility 
and trem endous physical stam i­ 
na. 
A group of Sao Paulo ca­ 
poeira m asters are now trying 
to have the government make 
c a p o e ira B r a z il’s n a tio n a l 
sport. It is unlikely that this 
will happen very soon, because 
capoeira has not yet lost its 
shady image. 
A recent newspaper report 
told of a 16 year old capoeirista 
who tangled with tw’o police­ 


men. Before the police could 
draw their revolvers, the boy 
gave each a barefooted sm ack 
on the ear and fled through a 
screen of excited onlookers. 
THE GIRLS learning c a ­ 
poeira from "Peixinho,” a 22- 
year-old business adm inistra­ 
tion student and m em ber of 
Rio’s folkdancing "S en zala 
Group,” said that they were not 
interested in becoming vicious 
capoeira m ercenaries. 
Claudia said she was interest­ 
ed in the dance, not in "busting 
some guy in the m outh.” She 
said she began dancing ca­ 
poeira with her boyfriend. 
For Regina Botello, 16, ca­ 
poeira classes w ere " re a lly 
neat” com pared to "boring” 
ballet classes. 
A m e r ic a n - b o i n 
R e g in a 
“ Nina” Whealer, 17, said she 
had an “ aggressive streak” and 
likes “aggressive dance.” 
Peixinho, whose real nam e is 
Marcelo Guim araes, said ca­ 
poeira presented "no special 
difficulties” for the girls. 
Boys and girls agreed, how­ 
ever, that capoeira requires a 
dose of "m alice.”

NEW YORK (.UPI) — There's 
what you might call the "silent 
m ajority” of women in this 
nation.

Of these, 35 
million plus keep house, anoth­ 
er 3.4 million are in school and 
still a segm ent of se v eral 
hundred thousand are unable to 
work. In short, this group is 
larger than the more publicized 
31.5 million who do hold jobs. 
Now comes the question—if 
you’re among the 41 million, 
should you enter the labor m ar­ 
ket? The Women’s Bureau (of 
the labor departm ent) says yes.

One national magazine re­ 
cently ca lc u lated th a t e x tra 
costs and hidden expenses 
could eat up 70 per cent of that 
contribution. 


Penny Scott, family financial 
consultant for the Oak Park, 
111., Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, takes one family to 
illustrate what can happen to 
that two-salaried family with 
preschool children. 


H usband ea rn s $14,400 a n ­ 
nually and wife gets a job for 
$9,200, giving her a base pay of 
$177 a week. 


SHE "LOSES” $23 withheld 
for federal income tax and an­ 
other $5 for a typical state tax, 
plus $9 for social security. An­ 
other $2 weekly goes for group 
health and life insurance plans. 
That leaves her $138 per week. 
But the wife also pays $25 a 
week for child care, $15 a week 
for housekeeping help, $10 a 
week for lunches and coffee 
breaks, and $3 per week for bus 
fare. 
In addition, the wife spends 
$15 a week for the cost of new 
clothes, more frequent trips to 
the hairdresser, ready prepared 
or convenience foods, use of 
com m ercial laundry, more dry 
cleaning and the like. 
All of these extras make the 
$177 a week dwindle to $70, or 
$3,640 a year. 
Then at tax time, because her 
withholding enters into the total 
family income, the family finds 
it owes an additional $818 in 
federal' income taxes. And in 


some instances, state and city 
income taxes also take another 
big bite. 
All told, this wife may end up 
with only 30 per cent of her 
annual s a la n . 


GRANTED, THE working 
woman can save by taking her 
lunch and if the fam ily is coop­ 
era tiv e , and she is stro n g 
enough, she can do her own 
housekeeping after job hours. 
But an outside job also could 
mean the family needs a second 
car. Even if she goes in a car 
pool, she may have to contrib­ 
ute to gas expenses. And some 
jobs also involve dues and li­ 
cense expenses. 
Now, should the wife still 
seek a paying job? 
Talk the m atter over with the 
entire family. It should be a 
family decision, actually, said 
Miss Scott. 
Everyone should understand 
w h a t’s 
in v o lv e d 
an d 
th e 
changes that have to be made. 
M iss Scott m akes an o th er 
recommendation—put some of 
the wife’s income into savings, 
just as some of the husband's 
should be stowed away. 


M ore Free Time 
Than The Bachelor

I’eixinho explained. “ When my 
opponent’s coming at me, I try 
to evade his kick, and give him 
a kick, or push him off bal­ 
ance.” 
ASKED IF she was malicious 
enough to be a good capoerista, 
Claudia came back with a coy 
smile and said, “ Any person 
born and raised in Rio de Janei­ 
ro is enough of a scoundrel to 
be an excellent capoeirista.”

Rather consistently I hear 
myself claiming to be a totally 
contemporary person. Nostal­ 
gia is not for me. Tomorrow is 
something I anticipate with re­ 
lish, including the possibility of 
visiting yonder moon.

The su rp rise 
elem en t co u ld in mid-19 73 , in this edu cat­ 
ed cry stal ball, p ro du ce a dram atic tu rn ­ 
aro u n d co m p arable to mid-19 71 when the 
p residen t clam p ed o n wage an d p rice 
co n tro ls an d re-v alu ed the cu rren cy . He 
is cap able o f stealin g the D em o crats' 
clo thes while they are hap p ily swimm in g 
in the warm cu rren t o f sp en din g welfare 
p ro gram s.

Co n gress an d the Presi­ 
den t will en gage in a lo n g an d bitter 
wran gle o v er sp en din g v ersu s eco n o my . 
The Presiden t will co me in with a n ew 
bu dget tailo red like the ’74 bu dget with 
cu ts deep en o u gh to p reclu de a tax 
in crease. That alo n g with the $250 billio n 
Nix o n sp en din g ceilin g will be the battle­ 
gro u n d. 


The D em o cratic attack w ill co m e 
thro ugh pushing pro grams such as Sen. 
Walter Mo ndale’s child care bill and the 
aid to higher educatio n that he has 
spo nso red alo ng with Sen. Claibo rne Pell. 
The strategy will center o n grants in aid 
to states and municipalities. Here is the 
sensitiv e po litical nerv e as lo calities dis­ 
co v er that with the Nix o n eco no my they 
are no t go ing to get the help that seemed 
pro grammed into the spending measures. 
The President’s slash o f half the $18 
billio n v o ted to clean up America’s riv ers 
is causing wide crumbling.

THEN COMES the great turn-aro und 
scene co mparable to Aug. 15, 197 1, when 
the President to o k the steps — wage and 
price co ntro ls — that he had been say ing 
fo r two y ears he wo uld nev er take. He 
pro po ses to wrap all grants in aid pro ­ 
grams in o ne big bundle and with no 
strings attached get the federal go v ern­ 
ment entirely o ut o f the picture. This

a who pping bo nanza o f 
perhaps $46 billio n co mpared to which 
the rev enue sharing no w being dished o ut 
is peanuts. 


This will spell the end o f administratio n 
resistance to cutbacks in the welfare- 
refo rm measures.

Democracy Must 
Work Both Ways 
In a democracy, the majority 
rules. 
When a proposition is put 
before the electorate for deci­ 
sion, we are all expected to 
abide by the result of the vote. 
TWELVE YEARS ago, direc­ 
tors of Marin Municipal Water 
District decided to put on the 
ballot the question of whether 
fluoride should be added to the 
district’s water supply. They 
didn’t have to do this. The 
district has legal power to add 
fluoride just as it adds other 
things to the water. But the 
directors felt the democratic 
way would be to put the issue 
before the voters. 
In the June, 1960, primary, 
fluoridation lost by 84 votes — 
18,967 “yes” to 19,051 “no.” 
Because the result was so 
close, groups favoring fluorida­ 
tion decided to try again. They 
qualified an initiative for the 
November ballot, putting the 
issue back before the people. 
That time, it was turned 
down decisively, 29,133 “no” to 
21,879 “yes.” 
The nearly 22,000 voters who 
had wanted fluoridation accept­ 
ed the result. So did the water 
district directors. No fluoride 
was added. 
TWELVE YEARS elapsed, 
during which many other com­ 
munities fluoridated their wa­ 
ter supplies. This year, water 
district directors decided to put 
the issue to the people again. 
This time it passed: 46,105 
“yes” to 35,901 “no.” 
But now it turns out that the 
anti-fluoridationists, who were 
all for majority rule when they 


were on the winning side, don’t 
believe in it when they lose. 
Last week one of their 
spokesmen, Wynn E. Westover, 
called on the water district 
board to have an “environmen­ 
tal impact” study made before 
carrying out the fluoridation 
mandated by the voters. 
He claimed the district is 
obligated to notify customers of 
possible “side-effects” of add­ 
ing fluoride to the water. 
THIS IS nonsense. Environ­ 
mental impact reports are for 
construction projects which 
may change the geography, or 
pollute air or water. Adding 
fluoride to the water is not 
polluting it. In fact, the princi­ 
pal objection of the anti-fluori- 
dationists is that fluoridation is 
medicating the water. They 
claim that’s what they don’t 
believe in. 
The water district directors 
showed absence of spine and 
good sense in asking the dis­ 
trict’s legal counsel to look into 
the “environmental impact” is­ 
sue.The district directors of a 
decade ago sensibly accepted 
the verdict of the majority as 
expressed at the polls. They 
didn’t have to. They could have 
fluoridated the supply anyhow. 
But they believed in the demo­ 
cratic way. 
The present directors should 
show as much gumption. The 
voters called for fluoridation by 
a plurality of more than 10,000. 
The people have spoken. The 
water district should get on 
with the program, and not be 
deterred by obstructionist, anti­ 
democratic attacks.

If 
they are not, there had better be some 
law changes pronto! 
The salaries and other emoluments 
given to all professors and other employ­ 
ees are public. To take the position that 
the prsident’s conditions of employment 
are to be excepted is untenable. 
IT IS AN AMAZING position for the 
president of the state’s seat of learning to 
take. 
What is being hidden? 
The inquiry was prompted by rumors 
floating about that Hitch has a “sweet­ 
heart" contract which provides much 
more than that normally given to presi­ 
dents of other universities, public or 
private. 
If this is not a fact, it should be 
scotched. Rather than to suggest the 
contract is not proper, this column sought 
to get the facts. 
The emoluments given Hitch should be 
matched with those granted other college 
presidents Perhaps the salary of $53,000, 
which is more than that paid the gover­ 
nor of California, is not enough. Then, 
again, it may be excessive when all other 
benefits granted at cost to the taxpayers 
are added up. No one will know until the 
contract is disclosed. 
The withholding of the facts from the 
public can only breed suspicion. 
IT HAS BEEN leanred that this infor­ 
mation is not in the possession of Direc­ 
tor of Finance Verne Orr, despite the fact 
Hitch is asking Orr for more than $400 
million to run the university next year.

WASHINGTON — This is an informed 
view of 1973. It is a view not from the 
W'hite House where all the blinds are 
down and the rule is silence, but from 
one of the ablest administrator-econo- 
mists who follows the trends at dose 
range with a specialized staff and the 
requisite computer banks. 
Into the forecast goes a healthy respect 
for President Nixon’s capacity for mak­ 
ing a 180-degree turn and doing just what 
he said he would never do. The surprise 
element could in mid-1973, in this educat­ 
ed crystal ball, produce a dramatic turn­ 
around comparable to mid-1971 when the 
president clamped on wage and price 
controls and re-valued the currency. He 
is capable of stealing the Democrats' 
clothes while they are happily swimming 
in the warm current of spending welfare 
programs. 
As for the economy, prospects look 
favorable to very good. The upward 
trend in the last quarter of 1972 will be 
sustained perhaps through the entire 
year. The drop in the unemployment rate 
just disclosed from 5.5 to 5.2 is likely to 
continue. It will bounce around the five 
per cent mark, possibly even falling 
below that barrier. 
INFLATION DOESN’T look good. 
While the rate had begun to come down, 
recent price increases threaten to start it 
upward again and that is particularly 
true for food. With the $1.2 billion wheat 
sale to the Soviet Union, wheat stocks 
have been run down. This carries over 
into corn and in turn into beef. 
Yet the administration can take com­ 
fort from the fact that the rate is so 
much lower than in other western na­ 
tions. Whem Prime Minister Edward 
Heath comes here just after the inaugu­ 
ration, he will envy the American rate of 
3.5 to four per cent a year as against 
Britain’s eight per cent plus. In West 
Germany it is 6.3. 
So on the economic side it is almost all 
on the upbeat. On the political side the 
opposite is true. Congress and the Presi­ 
dent will engage in a long and bitter 
wrangle over spending versus economy. 
The President will come in with a new 
budget tailored like the ’74 budget writh 
cuts deep enough to preclude a tax 
increase. That along with the $250 billion 
Nixon spending ceiling will be the battle­ 
ground. 


The Democratic attack will come 
through pushing programs such as Sen. 
Walter Mondale’s child care bill and the 
aid to higher education that he has 
sponsored along with Sen. Claiborne Pell. 
The strategy will center on grants in aid 
to states and municipalities. Here is the 
sensitive political nerve as localities dis­ 
cover that with the Nixon economy they 
are not going to get the help that seemed 
programmed into the spending measures. 
The President’s slash of half the $18 
billion voted to clean up America’s rivers 
is causing wide crumbling. 
But the cuts will not be sufficient and 
by mid-year, say. the administration will 
face a painful dilemma. The choice will 
be either new taxes or more deficit 
spending, and with $100 billion in red ink 
already on the ledger, the latter course is 
all but ruled out. 
THEN COMES the great turn-around 
scene comparable to Aug. 15, 1971, when 
the President took the steps — wage and 
price controls — that he had been saying 
for two years he would never take. He 
proposes to wrap all grants in aid pro­ 
grams in one big bundle and with no 
strings attached get the federal govern­ 
ment entirely out of the picture. This 
would mean a whopping bonanza of 
perhaps $40 billion compared to which 
the revenue sharing now being dished out 
is peanuts. 
This will spell the end of administration 
resistance to cutbacks in the welfare- 
rcform measures. The economic policy 
will have collapsed, to paraphrase that 
often quoted line of T. S. Eliot, not with a 
bang but a whimper. And the President 
can blame the Congress for the tax 
increases that will have to follow. 
The seer has come up with one other 
possibility after careful study of the 
computerized crystal ball. That is a 
sizeable cut in the defense budget based 
on optimism over progress in disarma­ 
ment in the SALT II talks with the Soviet 
Union. But the chances for this happen­ 
ing are rated at 10 per cent. 
It adds up to a simple maxim the 
Democrats will ignore at their peril: 
Never underestimate the power of a 
President who can change his mind 
through the spectrum from left to right 
with consummate skill.

Meandering Streams Become 
Ugly Ditches T o Conserve Soil' 


You may find it hard to believe the 
government is spending large sums of 
your tax money converting beautiful 
natural streams into ugly ditches. 
But that is exactly what the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture is doing. 
They call it “channelization.” 
TO CHANNELIZE a meandering creek 
or river, you move in with chain saws 
and bulldozers and strip its banks of 
trees and brush. Then you bring in huge 
draglines to deepen and straighten the 
stream bed, eliminating all the bends and 
looping curves that slow down the flow of 
water —and incidentally make the 
stream a thing of beauty. 
Because a channelized stream carries 
off water more rapidly, nearby bottom­ 
lands which once were subject to flooding 
may become suitable for agriculture. 
This presumably benefits the farmers 
who own those lands, since they can look 
to the government rather than them­ 
selves to foot most of the bill. 
OF COURSE, there is some question

Bicycle Paths For Petaluma 
At Last In Planning Stage 


Petaluma's long-awaited bi­ 
cycle path system is finally in 
the 
planning stages after 
months of discussion.

WASHINGTON ÍUPI) — The 
White House said today Presi­ 
dent Nixon ordered resumption 
if full scale bombing of North 
Vietnam to prevent Hanoi from 
using peace talks as a cover for 
continuing the war.

A. Kissinger. 
Ziegler said, “You should as­ 
sume we are proceeding in 


every way we can, using every 
avenue available to us.” 
Asked if Nixon had conferred 
with members of Congress be­ 
fore ordering a resumption of 
full scale bombing, Ziegler said 
he did not know. 


The presidential spokesman 
said he still stood by his state­ 
ment Monday that "the road to 
peace through negotiations is 
wide open.” and “we stand 
ready to negotiate in good 
faith.” 
Ziegler said the United States 
expected a meeting between 
U.S. and North Vietnam ese 
technicians to be held on 
Wednesday in Paris as sched­ 
uled. 
Ziegler also said that a regu­ 
lar weekly session of the four- 
party Vietnam talks — also 
including Viet Cong and South 
Vietnamese representatives — 
would be held as scheduled on 
Thursday “ unless we hear 
something from the other side.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI' — 
An Army doctor says he be­ 
lieves an inoculation can be 
found to prevent athlete's foot. 
Dr. Henry E. Jones, a lieuten­ 
ant colonel, said Monday he 
came to the conclusion as the 
result of a study into jungle rot. 
a fungus disease much like 
ringworm, which produces ath­ 
lete's foot.

The Larkspur Planning Com­ 
mission will hold a public hear­ 
ing on the Northridge Open 
Space Plan next Tuesday at 8 
p.m. at Larkspur City Hall.

A sim ilar 
amount will be raised in future 
years by the 10 cents per S10C 
assessed valuation authorized 


by passage of the open space 
measure in last month s ballot. 
The communities of L ark­ 
spur. Corte Madera and Mill 
Valiev already have declared 
Northridge their number one 
priority for such purchase.

The chemistry of living or­ 
ganisms is very comp lex , and 
biologists are forever looking 
for simp le ways to follow the 
p ath of sp ecific molecules with­ 
in living systems. One valuable 
technique used by scientists at 
The Salk Institute in San Diego, 
is called radioactive labeling. It 
consists of making the mole­ 
cules ‘hot’ by p lacing radioac­ 
tive atoms in them and then 
simp ly following the radioactiv­ 
ity. Without radioactive labell­ 
ing techniques, elaborate chem­ 
ic a l 
a n a l y s e s 
w ould 
be 
necessary, and whole areas of 
biology would be virtually im­ 
p ossible. 
If, for ex amp le, a bactenorol- 
gist wants to know whether a 
certain p rotein can bind to the 
surface of his bacteria, he could 
grow the bacteria in a medium 
that contains a radioactive ver­ 
sion of the p rotein, washing the 
medium away after a while, 
and then merely check for ra ­ 
dioactivity on the surface of the 
cells. Or an endocrinologist 
may want to know how much 
hormone a cell p roduces under 
sp ecial conditions. He could 
p rovide the cell with radioac­ 
tive versions of the ingredients 
for making the hormone. 
Later, he could sep arate out 
those p arts of the cells’ p rod­ 
ucts that should contain the 
horm one 
and 
m e asure the 
amount of radioactivity in those 
samp les. 
Radioactive labelling is most 
often done with atoms of car­ 
bon, hydrogen, or p hosp horus, 
because they occur frequently 
in living organisms and 
be­ 
cause they have rad io active 
variants which are relatively 
safe for the scientists to work 
with. The biologists can usually 
buy radioactive forms of most 
of the organic comp ounds they 
need from commercial firms; 
the firms sp ecify in each case 
the site of the radioactive atom 
within the molecule and the 
amount of radioactivity in the 
whole samp le. 


Dep ending on what informa­ 
tion the ex p erimenter wants, 
there are many ways of detect­ 
ing the radiation. One simp le 
way is to lay some p hotograp h­ 
ic emulsion directly over a dish 
containing cells. If the cells 
contain radioactive molecules, 
the radiation will make a p at­ 
tern of dots on the film. 


The number and distribution 
of these dots give the biologist 
the information he wants. An 
even easier method is to hold a 
Geiger Counter over the dish, 
but this method gives less p re­ 
cise inform ation — m erely 
whether there is any radiation 
in or near the dish.

A scintillation count­ 
er usually costs about $ 17,000, 
These radioactive comp ounds 
are relatively safe, but they are 
not comp letely safe.

learns certain basic p recautions 
— such as frequent washings, 
bright yellow labels for all con­ 
tainers with radioactive m ateri­ 
als, care in cleaning up sp ills, 
and sep arate sinks for radioac­ 
tive liquids. 
The p recautions varv some­ 


what 
for each of the three 
elem ents. R adioactive hydro­ 
gen, or tritium, is essentially 
harmless in the amounts nor­ 
mally used unless it is swal­ 
lowed. The radiation from Car­ 
bon 14 will p enetrate the skin at 
close range, so it is more dan­ 
gerous. Radioactive p hosp horus 
is the most dangerous of the 
three. 
Each laboratory is also sub­ 
jected 
to 
p eriodic 
safety 
checks. Each scientist wears a 
film badge which is checked 
after one month to see how 
much radiation he has been 
ex p osed to; each laboratory 
and sink is checked for radioac­ 
tive contamination at frequent 
intervals. 
The ex tra effort of these p re­ 
cautions is far less than the 
effort saved by radioactive la­ 
belling techniques; that is why 
The Salk Institute and virtually 
every other biological laborato­ 


ry are equip p ed for handling 
radioactive ex p eriments.

In the p ast, writer's cramp was fairly 
common because most letters, books and 
business and legal documents were handwrit­ 
ten. The cramp ing was brought on by the 
rep eated use of sp ecial group s of muscles 
laboring monotonously in the p rep aration of 
volumes of meticulous scrip t, without rest or 
relax ation. 
Seamstresses, barbers (scissors), milkers, 
and p iano p la yers also develop ed these 
cramp s. Tyep wrifers changed much of this 
and. until recently, w r i te r ’s

cram p has been on the wane. 


B IT DOWN in Australia, the 
condition has develop ed among 
those whose jobs involve con­ 
stant writing or keyboard teleg­ 
rap hy. .Almost 14 p er cent of 
m ale teleg rap h ists in th ree 
larg e A ustralian cities w ere 
bothered on the job and half of 
them 
had 
similar symp toms 
when writing. Since the cram p 
involves 
im p airm en t 
of 
a 
learned skill, the workers consi­ 
der the condition to be an occu­ 
p ation cramp or craft p alsy. 
Incoordination of the arm 
ensues on attemp ting to write. 
Muscular cramp ing, weakness 
and stiffness, or p ain follows. 
Many tell of tremor or jerking 
when using the involved arm. 
All of this makes writing diffi­ 
cult or nearly imp ossible.

Scientists Track 'Hot' Molecules 
The chemistry of living or­ 
ganisms is very complex, and 
biologists are forever looking 
for simple ways to follow the 
path of specific molecules with­ 
in living systems. One valuable 
technique used by scientists at 
The Salk Institute in San Diego, 
is called radioactive labeling. It 
consists of making the mole­ 
cules ‘hot’ by placing radioac­ 
tive atoms in them and then 
simply following the radioactiv­ 
ity. Without radioactive labell­ 
ing techniques, elaborate chem­ 
ical analyses would be 
necessary, and whole areas of 
biology would be virtually im­ 
possible. 
If, for example, a bacteriorol- 
gist wants to know whether a 
certain protein can bind to the 
surface of his bacteria, he could 
grow the bacteria in a medium 
that contains a radioactive ver­ 
sion of the protein, washing the 
medium away after a while, 
and then merely check for ra­ 
dioactivity on the surface of the 
cells. Or an endocrinologist 
may want to know how much 
hormone a cell produces under 
special conditions. He could 
provide the cell with radioac­ 
tive versions of the ingredients 
for making the hormone. 
Later, he could separate out 
those parts of the cells’ prod­ 
ucts that should contain the 
hormone and measure the 
amount of radioactivity in those 
samples. 
Radioactive labelling is most 
often done with atoms of car­ 
bon, hydrogen, or phosphorus, 
because they occur frequently 
in living organisms and be­ 
cause they have radioactive 
variants which are relatively 
safe for the scientists to work 
with. The biologists can usually 
buy radioactive forms of most 
of the organic compounds they 
need from commercial firms; 
the firms specify in each case 
the site of the radioactive atom 
within the molecule and the 
amount of radioactivity in the 
whole sample. 
Depending on what informa­ 
tion the experimenter wants, 
there are many ways of detect­ 
ing the radiation. One simple 
way is to lay some photograph­ 
ic emulsion directly over a dish 
containing cells. If the cells 
contain radioactive molecules, 
the radiation will make a pat­ 
tern of dots on the film. 
The number and distribution 
of these dots give the biologist 
the information he wants. An 
even easier method is to hold a 
Geiger Counter over the dish, 
but this method gives less pre­ 
cise information — merely 
whether there is any radiation 
in or near the dish. 
A more complex technique, 
but a very common one, in­ 
volves using a machine called a 
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scintillation counter. The re­ 
searcher dissolves each of his 
samples in a vial of special 
liquid that gives off flashes of 
light (scintillations) whenever it 
is struck by radiation. The ma­ 
chine counts the number of 
flashes coming from each vial, 
and these numbers tell how 
much radioactivity is present in 
each of the samples — in other 
words, where the labelled mole­ 
cules have gone during the ex­ 
periment. A scintillation count­ 
er usually costs about $17,000. 
These radioactive compounds 
are relatively safe, but they are 
not completely safe. Every biol­ 
ogist who works with them 
learns certain basic precautions 
— such as frequent washings, 
bright yellow labels for all con­ 
tainers with radioactive materi­ 
als. care in cleaning up spills, 
and separate sinks for radioac­ 
tive liquids. 
The precautions vary some­ 


what for each of the three 
elements. Radioactive hydro­ 
gen, or tritium, is essentially 
harmless in the amounts nor­ 
mally used unless it is swal­ 
lowed. The radiation from Car­ 
bon 14 will penetrate the skin at 
close range, so it is more dan­ 
gerous. Radioactive phosphorus 
is the most dangerous of the 
three. 
Each laboratory is also sub­ 
jected to periodic safety 
checks. Each scientist wears a 
film badge which is checked 
after one month to see how 
much radiation he has been 
exposed to; each laboratory 
and sink is checked for radioac­ 
tive contamination at frequent 
intervals. 
The extra effort of these pre­ 
cautions is far less than the 
effort saved by radioactive la­ 
belling techniques; that is why 
The Salk Institute and virtually 
every other biological laborato­ 


ry are equipped for handling 
radioactive experiments.

Writer's Cramp Makes Return 
Among Workers In Australia 
In the past, writer’s cramp was fairly 
common because most letters, books and 
business and legal documents were handwrit­ 
ten. The cramping was brought on by the 
repeated use of special groups of muscles 
laboring monotonously in the preparation of 
volumes of meticulous script, without rest or 
relaxation. 
Seamstresses, barbers (scissors), milkers, 
and piano players also developed these 
cramps. Tyepwriters changed much of this 
and. until recently, w riter's ---------------- 
cramp has been on the wane. 
BLT DOWN in Australia, the 
condition has developed among 
those whose jobs involve con­ 
stant wnting or keyboard teleg­ 
raphy. Almost 14 per cent of 
male telegraphists in three 
large Australian cities were 
bothered on the job and half of 
them had similar symptoms 
when wnting. Since the cramp 
involves impairment of a 
learned skill, the workers consi­ 
der the condition to be an occu­ 
pation cramp or craft palsy. 
Incoordination of the arm 
ensues on attempting to write. 
Muscular cramping, weakness 
and stiffness, or pain follows. 
Many teLI of tremor or jerking 
when using the involved arm. 
All of this makes writing diffi­ 
cult or nearly impossible. 
The disability may worsen or 
remain the same unless the 
person learns to write with the 
other hand. The victims have 
no trouble using the arm for 
other purposes. Meanwhile, ac­ 
tivities requiring fine skills of 
the upper extremities are not 
affected. TTie victims can play 
games and musical instruments 
and feed and dress themselves. 
ALL OF THIS is highly 
suggestive of a neurotic illness 
because no abnormalities, in­ 
cluding signs of weakness or 
nerve involvement, were found 
Apparently when the same set 
of pulleys are used over and 
over again, the muscles rebel 
and refuse to cooperate. It is 
mind over matter and, more so, 
when the work is dull. 
Writer’s cramp is difficult to 


treat Some physicians recom­ 
mend changing the style of 
writing or shifting the way the 
pen or pencil is held. Enlarging 
the size of the letters may also 
help. One program advocates 
exercise to strengthen the hand. 
This is followed by teaching the 
person to write without manipu­ 
lating the fingers via full arm 
strokes. But more recently, re­ 
laxation is advocated in con­ 
junction with a program of 
using a pen with a wide soft felt 
point to draw simple shapes 
and progressing to adult script 
and a normal pen. Regardless 
of the method, psychotherapy is 
needed.

That one tournament gav e Cerrudo nearly half 
^i^^^’hat he had prev iously earned during the entire 
197 2 PGA tour, $27 ,34 8 . Before his marriage and 
subsequent m ov e to a condominium on the Silv er­ 
ado Country Club course in Napa, Cerrudo liv ed in 
San Rafael a short while. His parents still liv e 
here.

While Cerrudo has been play ing on the PGA tour 
for six y ears, Leach will hav e to wait at least a 
y ear before he gets another chance to qualify to 
play with the big boy s. But during that time he 
won’t be sitting in an office or ringing door bells 
as an ency clopedia salesman. H e ’ll be play ing pro 
golf. It’s called play ing the satellite tour. And 
although it doesn’t hav e the glamor of the big 
tour, there’s a chance to make som e good money 
and get pro ex perience at the sam e time.

Golf Asociation's 2 1-week tour in Southern Califor­ 
nia, starting J an. 8. and will also play in som e of 
the Golf Professionals .Association tournaments

winning are good.” But he admits that of 130 or so 
golfers on the Western Golf Asociation tour, only 
12 to 15 will make enough money , after pay ing ail 
ex penses, to call it a good liv ing. 


HE WAS INTRODl'CED to the Golf Profession­ 
als Association, of which the Tijuana Open was 
part, by J im Perron, pro at Fallbrook Country 
C’lub in San Diego County . Now the president of 
the GPA, Perron had been the head pro at Indian 
\ alley Golf Club in .Nov ato where Leach got his 
golfing start, in the early '5 0s. 
Leach had a share of the second-round lead in 
the Tijuana tournament but slipped toward the 
end of the 5 4 -hole test. “ Coming down those last 
four or fiv e holes I could really feel it.” said 
Leach. “ I realized I needed to be in this situation 
m or e .” 
Has Leach set any goals for himself for his first 
full y ear on the tour? 


".MY FIRST GO.AL would be to win a tourna­ 
ment, and then I would hope to m ake enough to 
cov er the e x p en ses.” 
Then he would try again to earn a PGA play ing 
card to qualify for the big tour. Only 20 golfers, 
just one of ev ery 25 who tried, made the grade last 
y ear at the PG.A play ers tournament school. The 
odds are not v ery good.

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The Golfing Routes 
Of Cerrudo, Leach 


Ray Leach of Novato and Ron Cerrudo of Napa, 
two young men who make their livelihood by 
chasing little white balls all over large green 
fields, found that there is money to be made at out 
of the way places such as Tijuana and Morocco. 


Leach, graduate of Brigham Young University 
who failed in a bid to qualify for a Professional 
Golfers Association playing card, won himself 
$1,600 for a fourth place finish in a pro golf 
tourney at Tijuana the other day. And then 
Sunday Cerrudo won himself a check for $13,000 
and a gold dagger with 210 diamonds as winner of 
the International Grand Prix du Maroc, a little 
golfing affair put on by King Hassan. 


That one tournament gave Cerrudo nearly half 
of what he had previously earned during the entire 
1972 PGA tour, $27,348. Before his marriage and 
subsequent move to a condominium on the Silver­ 
ado Country Club course in Napa, Cerrudo lived in 
San Rafael a short while. His parents still live 
here. 


CERRUDO AND LEACH will both be trying to 
win some of the $25,000 purse in the Laguna Seca, 
Del Monte Hyatt Pro-Am Invitational (phew, I'm 
tired just saying the name) Dec. 27-30 on the 
Monterey Peninsula. 


While Cerrudo has been playing on the PGA tour 
for six years, Leach will have to wait at least a 
year before he gets another chance to qualify to 
play with the big boys. But during that time he 
won’t be sitting in an office or ringing door bells 
as an encyclopedia salesman. He'll be playing pro 
golf. It’s called playing the satellite tour. And 
although it doesn’t have the glamor of the big 
tour, there’s a chance to make some good money 
and get pro experience at the same time. 


RAY WILL BE COMPETING in the Western 
Golf Asocial ion's 21-week tour in Southern Califor­ 
nia, starting Jan. 8, and will also play in some of 
the Golf Professionals Association tournaments 
that spread throughout the state and spill into 
Nevada. 


There 
are 
a 
half dozen 
of 
these satellite 
tournaments in the country, including a pair in 
Florida, one in Georgia and another in Texas. 


“ The purses for these tourneys will be from 
$25,000 to $50,000, with first place usually worth 
$5,000," said Leach. “ I think my chances of 
winning are good." But he admits that of 130 or so 
golfers on the Western Golf Asociation tour, only 
12 to 15 will make enough money, after paying all 
expenses, to call it a good living. 


HE WAS INTRODUCED to the Golf Profession­ 
als Association, of which the Tijuana Open was 
part, by Jim Perron, pro at Fallbrook Country 
Club in San Diego County. Now the president of 
the GPA, Perron had been the head pro at Indian 
Valley Golf Club in Novato where Leach got his 
golfing start, in the early '50s. 
Leach had a share of the second-round lead in 
the Tijuana tournament but slipped toward the 
end of the 54-hole test. "Coming down those last 
four or five holes I could really feel it," said 
Leach. “ I realized I needed to be in this situation 
more." 
Has Leach set any goals for himself for his first 
full year on the tour? 


“MY FIRST GOAL would be to win a tourna­ 
ment, and then I would hope to make enough to 
cover the expenses." 
Then he would try again to earn a PGA playing 
card to qualify for the big tour. Only 20 golfers, 
just one of every 25 who tried, made the grade last 
year at the PGA players tournament school. The 
odds are not very good.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Eddie 
Khayat had put in a long day, 
the kind which would’ve been 
ex trem ely painful for m ost 
men. 
Nobody likes being fired. 
T hat’s what happened to Ed­ 
die Khayat yesterday after a 
bit less than 15 months as head 
coach of the Philadelphia Ea­ 
gles. He had another year to 
run on a two-year contract, but 
Eagles’ owner Leonard Tose 
told him he needn't bother. 
Pete Retzlaff, the Eagles' gen­ 
eral m anager who, like Khayat, 
once played for Philadelphia, 
was told the sam e thing. 
Eddie Khayat got the news 
from L eonard Tose him self 
about a quarter to 10 yesterday 
morning. 
Nowr more than six hours 
later, after talking to the media 
people and answering all the 
phone calls, Eddie Khayat was 
about to leave the Eagles’ of­ 
fice in Philadelphia and drive 
back to his Cherry Hill, N.J. 
home. 


“ Rough day, wasn’t it, Ed­ 
die?” someone said to the tall, 
straight 37-year-old Moss Point, 
Miss., native. 
Eddie Khayat shook his head. 
“ I never had a bad day in my 
life,” he said. 
“ Another thing is that you 
have to know my background. 
I've been in the NFL all my 
adult life, 16 years. I've seen it 
all. As a player I was waived, 


injured, on a last-place club, a 
championship club and a coupla 
runner-up clubs. This isn’t the 
first tim e I've been cut. I was 
cut before I even played college 
football. That’s right, cut by 
Ole Miss and Mississippi State 
before I played with Tulane. 
“ I didn’t go straight to Tu­ 
lane. I went to Millsaps College 
and Perkinson Junior College 
first. They don’t even call it 
Perkinson anymore. It's since 
been renam ed Gulf Coast Jun­ 
ior College. And when I got out 
of Tulane. I wasn’t drafted by 
the W ashington R edskins. I 
went to them as a free agent. 
So I’ve been around a little.” 
Enough to know that in any 
professional sport, a man can 
be a hero Monday and a bum 
on Tuesday. 
In a way, that's what hap­ 
pened to Khayat. 
Last year he was a hero. 
He took over the Eagles from 
Je rry Williams after Philadel­ 
phia had been blown out of the 
ballpark in its first three ball 
g am es and finished w ith a 
strong 6-2-1 record over the last 
nine gam es. 
Leonard Tose, the owner, be­ 
cam e a victim of his own enthu­ 
siasm . 
Visions of a possible playoff 
berth began dancing in front of 
him. Maybe even a trip to the 
Super Bowl. Why not? 
But somewhere along the line 
the Eagles lost their way this 
year. 


They finished with a sorry 2- 
11-1 log that entitled them to 
the cellar in the NFC's East 
Division on merit. 
There were no tears when 
Khayat was informed his serv­ 
ices were no longer required 
Monday. 
He was having a post-season 
meeting with his players when 
the call cam e saying Tose 
wished to see him. It says 
something for Km ayat’s char­ 
acter that even after he was 
told he was finished, he went 
back to his players, concluded 
the meeting and then said good­ 
bye to them, as did Retzlaff. 
Upstairs in the Eagles office 
later, one by one the m ajority 
of the P hiladelphia players 
cam e by to say a few private 
words to Ed Khayat, shake his 
hand, wish him well. You could 
see how his players felt about 
him. And him about them. 
“ The association a coach has 


with his players is something, 
well, you simply can not know' 
unless you happen to be the 
coach or one of the players,” 
said Khayat. “ I can't tell you 
how close I was to these boys. I 
wouldn't say I’m very emotion­ 
al. but I’d also have to say that 
was one thing, the relationship, 
that has to touch a man. You go 
through a lot together, a coach 
and his players. Y’ou all bleed 
and sweat and fight for the 
sam e thing.” 
Eddie Khayat ran into a lot of 
criticism when he first took 
over the Eagles and decreed 
they had to wear their hair and 
sideburns a certain length. He 
becam e a symbol of The Estab­ 
lishment and the longhairs all 
snickered at him. 
The fact is with Eddie Khav- 
a t’s “ rule” about the length of 
hair the Eagles won last year; 
this year they didn't. What does 
it all prove? Nothing, really.

FISH AND GAME

THINGS HAVE been general­ 
ly slow throughout Marin Coun­ 
ty with the extrem ely cold 
weather, rains and wind. Bill 
Boyle of the Loch Lomond Live 
Bait Barge had one sale of bait 
for each of three straight days 
this past week. But with the 
weather breaking, fishing for 
stripers and sturgeon should 
really pick up. 


W e've had enough heavy 
rains to wash out the delta, 
putting the bait for these fish 
right in San Pablo. The fresh 
w ater should 
keep the bull­ 
heads. crabs and sharks gener­ 
ally out of the bay. This gives 
your baits tim e to be found by 
the stripers and sturgeon as the 
fresh water doesn’t bother them 
at all. I know many of you 
would like to catch a sturgeon. 
Ghost shrimp sell for about $3 
per dozen; they are well worth 
the price. 
But don’t under estim ate the 
bay shrimp which are sold live 
and fresh. They are also a top 
bait. But, you should use a 4/0 
hook and load the hook with 
from 4 to 6 of these little 
morsels. Big baits catch big 
fish. Even an anchovy is a good 
possibility, but use the whole 
fish. Joe Mello, the Santa Vene- 
tia fish champ, says he had 
taken a couple using salmon 
roe. Sturgeon feed heavily on 
herring roe. so I’d bet salmon 
roe would be a hot bait. 


KEITH FRASER called to 
report he was out Sunday in the 
rain fishing outside of the Ma­ 
rin Islands in the outgoing tide 
with Tom Miller. They saw two 
boats, each with two men 
aboard land two sturgeon. Esti­ 
mated weights were 60 and 110 
pounds. They also saw three 
jump, but couldn’t get a hook­ 
up. You’d better get out there 
quick! 


THE PAIR OF predacious 
poachers that found easy pick- 
in’s purloining prime salmon 
from the Departm ent of Fish 
and Gam e’s Station on the Noyo 
River has been broken up. 
The DFG says one of two 
river otters that had developed 
a penchant for pirating fish 
from the state’s salmon trap­ 
ping and egg collecting facility 
was trapped last week as she 
attem pted to pursue her pro­ 
clivity for procuring provisions 
from the fish pens. 
Problems arose at the station 
several weeks ago when a pair 
of predacious river otters found 
out how to sneak into the tanks 


where the fish are held for 
artificial spawning and pick off 
a piscatorial treat for their 
dinners. 


THE NOYO RIVER station is 
the State’s sole source for silver 
salmon eggs which are the ba­ 
sis for the DFG’s extensive 
silv er salm on stocking p ro­ 
gram . Fisheries biologists un­ 
derstandably took a dim view 
of the otters' midnight forays at 
the station and they called on 
wildlife experts in the Depart­ 
ment to help them with their 
problem. 
Beaver traps were set up 
near the underwater entrance 
to the holding tanks and last 
week one of the otters was 
snared, alive and unhurt. The 
female otter was taken to a 
remote area along the Big Riv­ 
er and released. T here she 
probably will have to work a 
little harder for her dinner, but 
she won’t be dining at the 
expense of the DFG's silver 
salmon program.

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Decision On Mill Valley 
Fire Station Is Delayed 


Skyjack Device"^ M j l 1 V a , l e V C o u n c i l A p p o in t s 
Two To Planning Commission 


Despite a tongue-lashing from 
City Councilman Edward J. 
Boessenecker for “ negative at­ 
titudes,” the Mill Valley City 
Council last night voted 4 -1 to 
postpone any decision on the 
long-argued East Mill Valley 
fire station until Jan. 2. 
Meanwhile, city staff mem­ 
bers were instructed to look 
into whether a new state law 
limiting taxation would leave 
the city without funds to man 
the station if it is built, and 
w-hether a developer’s otfer to 
build a new station and lease it 
to the city is legal. 
Tom W. Newton, director of 
community development, said a 
citizens’ advisory committee on 
Dec. 12 recommended the coun­ 
cil hire architect Matthew R. 
Mills of San Francisco to pre­ 
pare preliminary plans for the 
building, at an estimated fee of 
$9,000. In October, Mills warned 
the council that the station 
probably would cost more than 
the $275,000 bond issue that city 
voters had approved for the 
station. 
Boessenecker last night blast­ 
ed renewed suggestions that the 
city solve its problems by con­ 
tracting with the Alto Fire Dis­ 
trict to serve East Mill Valley. 
He demanded that “ if you feel 
Alto should serve us, for God’s 
sake de-annex us. . The reason 
we live in Mill Valley is that we 
want Mill Valley to serve us.” 
He said the Alto contract 
would cost at least $60,000 a 
year, and that the idea had 


been carefully considered and 
rejected before the bond elec­ 
tion was held. When Mayor 
Jean S. Barnard countered that 
manning the proposed station 
with five firemen would cost 
$60,000, Boessenecker retorted 
that was “ poppycock” and 
lashed at “ the negative ap­ 
proach of my colleagues.” 
“ It seems to me squandrous 
to spend more money just to 
say we can do it ourselves,” 
retorted Councilman Robert E 
Capron. 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
warned that the expense of 
manning the new station might 
run the city afoul of recently 
enacted Senate Bill 90, which 
put a freeze on local agency tax 
rates. 
Developer 
Bradford 
H. 
McNutt injected a new element 
into the argument when he said 
his firm would be willing to 
build a new fire station on 
Shelter Point and lease it to the 
city. 
Planning Commissioner Paul 
E. Rosenthal charged that “ a 
delightfully clubby situation is 
developing" and called for the 
city to advertise for lease pro­ 
posals rather than accept a 
single offer. Planning Commis­ 
sion Chairman Ivan S. Poutia- 
tine and Councilman Burton 
asked McNutt to detail his offer 
in writing before the Jan. 2 
council meeting. 
The council also asked City 
Atty. Leland S. Jordan to inves­ 
tigate the consequences of the

The three councils will pro­ 
pose overall boundaries for the 
open space area at that meet­ 
ing, and “ it will be quite a 
monkey wrench” if Mill Valley 
proposes any idea other than 
outright public ownership of the 
land, Mrs. Barnard argued. Ri­ 
der favors development of part 
of his acreage and negotiated 
public use of the remainder 
short of outright fee title trans­ 
fer, several speakers said.

for a 50-mph barrier crash test 
on the car next year. Ford has 
subjected developmental ver­ 
sions of the car to 21 crash 
tests. 


However, Harold C. MacDon­ 
ald. a Ford vice president in 
charge of the Product Develop­ 
ment Group, pointed out that 
available test manikins did not 
provide a realistic measure­ 
ment of human responses. 


“ Until a representative test 
device is developed, such speci­ 
fications are going to be largely 
meaningless,” he said. 


“ It is essential to remember 
that these government limits — 
intended to describe ’surviva­ 
bility levels’ for physical stress 
on car occupants during im 
pacts—have 
not 
yet 
been 
proved to relate to real-world 


experience 
stress during 
crashes.” 
The most obvious special fea­ 
ture of the one-of-a kind vehicle 
is its front bumper which ex­ 
tended far beyond that of a 
conventional bumper. The front 
end of the car was built, 
MacDonald said, to accomodate 
about 35 per cent of the crash 
energy absorbed in a front im­ 
pact. 
It contains a “ controlled-col- 
lapse apron" located over the 
front wheels also to deflect the 
crash’s impact. 
Other protective features in­ 
clude “ roll cages" which were 
to preserve the structure of the 
inside of the car in the event of 
roll-over collisions, air bag for 
the driver and passengers and 
a controlled-collapse steering 
column.

According to San Rafael po­ 
lice, Biagini was visiting his 
former wife, Judith Kay Biagi­ 
ni, 32, at 45 Woodland Avenue, 
Apt.

reports that bombing raids 
against North Vietnam went 
beyond policies set by the ad­ 
ministration and that records of 
the raids were falsified.

“ the committee did not draw 
any conclusions—the report 
speaks for itself.” But he added 
that “ what Lavelie did should 
have been done six years ago 
and the war would have been 
over.” 
The report also said the Pen­ 
tagon refused to turn over files 
on the case. It said “ the incre­ 
dible secrecy with which some 
(Pentagon) representatives 
have surrounded this case sug­ 
gests that the files may have 
been thoroughly sanitized by 
this time.”

Fire Station Is Delayed 


S k y i o c k D e v ic e " 9 Mill Valley Council Appoints 
Two To Planning Commission 


Despite a tongue-lashing from 
City C ouncilm an E dw ard J. 
Boessenecker for “ negative at­ 
titudes,” the Mill Valley City 
Council last night voted 4-1 to 
postpone any decision on the 
long-argued E ast Mill Valley 
fire station until Jan. 2. 
Meanwhile, city staff mem­ 
bers were instructed to look 
into whether a new state law 
limiting taxation would leave 
the city without funds to man 
the station if it is built, and 
whether a developer’s offer to 
build a new station and lease it 
to the city is legal. 
Tom W. Newton, director of 
community development, said a 
citizens’ advisory committee on 
Dec. 12 recommended the coun­ 
cil hire architect Matthew R. 
Mills of San Francisco to pre­ 
pare prelim inary plans for the 
building, at an estimated fee of 
$9,000. In October, Mills warned 
the council th at the station 
probably w-ould cost more than 
the $275,000 bond issue that city 
voters had approved for the 
station. 
Boessenecker last night blast­ 
ed renewed suggestions that the 
city solve its problems by con­ 
tracting with the Alto Fire Dis­ 
trict to serve East Mill Valley. 
He demanded that “ if you feel 
Alto should serve us. for God’s 
sake de-annex us. . The reason 
we live in Mill Valley is that we 
want Mill Valley to serve us.” 
He said the Alto contract 
would cost at least $60,000 a 
year, and that the idea had 


been carefully considered and 
rejected before the bond elec­ 
tion was held. When Mayor 
Jean S. Barnard countered that 
manning the proposed station 
with five firemen would cost 
$60,000, Boessenecker retorted 
th a t was "poppycock” and 
lashed at “ the negative ap­ 
proach of my colleagues.” 
“ It seems to me squandrous 
to spend more money just to 
say we can do it ourselves,” 
retorted Councilman Robert E. 
Capron. 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
warned that the expense of 
manning the new station might 
run the city afoul of recently 
enacted Senate Bill 90, which 
put a freeze on local agency tax 
rates.

McNutt injected a new element 
into the argument when he said 
his firm would be willing to 
build a new fire station on 
Shelter Point and lease it to the 
city.

Visser, on e of the two en gin eers 
who mod ified the car — the 
other was John Martin — “ but 
they would have been far too 
costly.” The en gin e had a 10-to- 
1 compression ratio, an d spe­ 
cial lubrican ts were used . 
No car looked less like a 
win n er. It was probably the 
hard est-rid in g vehicle aroun d 
an d had absolutely no suspen ­ 
sion . Its four aircraft tires were 
in flated to 180 poun d s. “ You go 
over an oil spill in the road ,” 


smiles Mr. Martin , who d rove 
the car, “ an d the car goes 
bump.” 
Obviously, this has absolutely 
n othin g to d o with what the 
average motorist can expect to 
get out of the car he d rives.

At that time a 3-for- 
1 split brought the price back to 
the 20 level. Now trad in g al­ 
most 30 poin ts higher than be­ 
fore the 1964 d istribution , the 
stock is certan ly a split can d i­ 
d ate.

A fight between a man and 
his former wife ended last night 
with his being treated at Marin 
General Hospital, then booked 
on suspicion of assault with a 
deadly weapon. 
Edmund Thomas Biagini. 31, 
of Inverness was released from 
county jail on $500 bail to ap­ 
pear Thursday in Marin Munic­ 
ipal Court. 
According to San Rafael po­ 
lice, Biagini was visiting his 
former wife, Judith Kay Biagi­ 
ni, 32, at 45 Woodland Avenue, 
Apt. 21, where she was staying 
with a friend, Dalrie Vail. The 
fight started and he knocked 
her down and repeatedly kicked 
her with his boots, police re­ 
ported. 
Her friend hit him across the 
forehead with a crowbar, and 
called police. Biagini was treat­ 
ed at Marin General Hospital 
and then taken to jail.

It said "the incre­ 
dible secrecy with which some 
i P en tagon ) r e p r e se n ta tiv e s 
have surrounded this case sug­ 
gests that the files may have 
been thoroughly sanitized by 
this time.”

Council Will Help Fund 
Study Of Dollar Estate 


Preservationists last night 
won another victory in their 
battle to preserve the Robert 
Dollar estate in San Rafael as 
the San Rafael City Council 
pledged to help fund a feasibili­ 
ty study of the economic conse­ 
quences of acquisition of the 
site. 
( ouncilmen told representa­ 
tives of Marin Heritage, a pres­ 
ervationist group, that the citv 
will provide up to $1,000 on a 
matching fund basis to probe 
acquisition and possible uses of 
the historic estate on Mission 
Avenue. 
The council asked the group 
to prepare a contract outlining 
the scope and method of the 
study for review on Jan. 2. 
Mary C. Dekker, chairman of 
the group formerly known as 
the San Rafael Historic Preser­ 
vation Committee, said the es­ 
tate's recent inclusion in the 
National Registry of Historical 
Places qualified it for federal 
funding of up to $1,000 for the 
feasibility study. 
Inclusion in the registry also 


qualifies the mansion and 
grounds for entry into 200 feder­ 
al acquisition assistance pro­ 
grams, she said. She suggested 
that the mansion be turned into 
a museum or community cul­ 
tural center. 
Other representatives of Ma­ 
rin Heritage urged the council 
to help acquire the site as 
midtown open space for use by 
citizens throughout Marin, sav­ 
ing conversion of the facility 
into a cultural center would 
spur business by drawing tour­ 
ists. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini said he 
would have to be convinced the 
property would pay its own way 
before he would vote to help 
finance acquisition. ‘The peo­ 
ple who want to buy it must 
come up with most of the mon­ 
ey," he said. 
Preservationists have long 
fought plans by attorney Thom­ 
as R. vSchaal to develop the 
property. Though previous de­ 
velopment proposals by Schaa! 
have been rejected by both the 
planning commission and the 


city council, the attorney has 
again filed for permits to pro­ 
ceed with development plans. 
Schaal's latest proposal calls 
for a 72-unit apartment budding 
and the renovation and reloca­ 
tion of the Dollar mansion on 
the site. The planning commis­ 
sion will consider the permit 
application at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 9. 
In a related matter, the coun­ 
cil postponed action on a pro­ 
posal by Councilman Lawrence 
E. Mulrvan for an historic pres­ 
ervation ordinance which would 
create a five-member board 
charged with listing and pre­ 
serving historic sites in the 
city.

Fund Lack Seems To Rule Out 
Park Purchase In Canal Area 


The pleas of San Rafael's 
Canal area residents for a cen­ 
tral city park at 310-340 Canal 
Street appeared to be in vain 
last night as the San Rafael 
City Council declared there is 
no money to buy the site. (Other 
San Rafael City Council stories, 
page 1) 
The council took no action on 
residents’ demands it acquire 
the site and instead accepted a 
parks commission report which 
says the parcel is uniquely situ­ 
ated for park purposes but that 
there are no funds. 
The council's action came 
amid charges by one canal 
resident that inadequate plan­ 
ning had turned the neighbor­ 
hood into a ‘•high-priced ghet­ 
to". 
“ The planning department is 
a rubber-stamp for develop­ 
ment,” declared Ben Brink- 
worth of 349 Canal Street, sug­ 
gesting that high-salaried 
planners should be replaced 
with a “ clerk and an approval 
stamp.” 
Brinkworth said he opposed 
plans for a 96-unit apartment 


development on the parcel, cit­ 
ing density and traffic conges­ 
tion. The planning commission 
has deferred action on the pro­ 
posal for the six-structure de­ 
velopment pending city council 
review of neighbors' objections. 


Brinkworth, who has led the 
fight for a park on the 2.5-acre 
parcel, said there is “ zero open 
space” in the Canal area and 
claimed that thousands of resi­ 
dents have been grossly over 
looked by the planning depart­ 
ment and commission. 


He said an alternative 17-acre 
park site at the corner of Canal 
Street and Kerner Boulevard 
was marshland and nothing 
more than a “ pie in the sky” 
proposal. 


The parks commission has 
recommended that the 17-acre 
site be considered for acquisi­ 
tion instead of the 2.5-acre par­ 
cel. 


Mayor C. Paul Bettini, an­ 
gered at Brinkworth's denun­ 
ciation of city planners, said 
current city personnel had noth­ 
ing to do with decisions made 


long ago that have left the 
Canal area in a congested con­ 
dition. 


“ A park in the canal area is 
the council's and the park com­ 
mission's highest priority,’’ he 
said. “ But that site (310-340 
Canal .Street) would cost about 
$350,000 for 2.5 acres alone.” 
Bettini said the eventual merg­ 
er of the city's sanitation dis­ 
trict with the Ross Valley Sani­ 
tation District will leave about 
25 acres of sanitation district 
land in the Canal area in open 
space. 


The mayor rejected sugges­ 
tions by residents and colleague 
Lawrence E. Mulrvan that re­ 
development funds be used to 
acquire the 2.5-acre site. “ If we 
included this type of park in 
redevelopment, all the board of 
supervisors would vote against 
the plan,” he said. 


Mulrvan said the site was 
appropriate for park purposes 
and urged redevelopment mon­ 
ies be considered for its acquis­ 
ition regardless of the board of 
supervisors.

Prices on the American Stock 
Exchange were lower in moder­ 
ate trading. 


The idea was to squeeze as 
much distance as you could out 
of a few drops of fuel — Shell s 
Super variety. 


The winning vehicle, designed 
and run by a team of research­ 
ers at the refinery, cam e 
through with (and you won't 
believe this) 297.730 miles to the 
gallon — or, to put it another 
way. based on the weight of the 
vehicle. 306.662 ton miles per 
gallon. 


They actually drive only 14 
miles. But in theory, they would 
use only 10 gallons to go coast- 
to-coast across the U.S. 


The route covered was along 
a substantially flat road beside 
nearby Piasa Creek. The “ ca r” 
— and the term has to be used 
lightly — was a highly modified 
1959 Opel, the requirem ent 
being that the contestants use 
as a source of power the engine 
which came with the chassis. 


Beyond that, anything went. 
The engine was mounted mid­ 
stream in the car and a chain 
drive used to carry the engine’s 
power to the closely mounted 
wheels in the rear. 
'Gears might have been bet­ 
ter than the chain,” says B E. 
Visser, one of the two engineers 
who modified the car — the 
other was John Martin — “ but 
they would have been far too 
costly.” The engine had a 10-to- 
1 compression ratio, and spe­ 
cial lubricants were used. 
No car looked less like a 
winner. It was probably the 
hardest-riding vehicle around 
and had absolutely no suspen­ 
sion. Its four aircraft tires were 
inflated to 180 pounds. “ You go 
over an oil spill in the road,” 


smiles Mr. Martin, who drove 
the car, “ and the car goes 
bump.” 
Obviously, this has absolutely 
nothing to do wñth what the 
average motorist can expect to 
get out of the car he drives. 
They’re different creatures, en­ 
tirely. 
The only purpose of the Shell 
Mileage Marathon is to show 
how much movement human 
engineering and ingenuity can 
squeeze out of a few drops of 
gasoline. 
In this case, the team of 
Visser and Martin consumed 
134 gram s of fuel or, to put it 
another way, five ounces, on 
the test run. 
No one could drive a car this 
way on the highway. The idea 
is to accelerate and coast, ac­ 
celerate and coast, accelerate 
and coast, accelerate and coast. 
That said, the Visser-Martin 
car has covered about one mile. 
“ We figure on four accelera­ 
tions a m ile.” explains Visser, 
who. by the way, was chairm an 
of this year’s marathon, “ hit­ 
ting the throttle hard and get­ 
ting up to 15 or 16 miles an 
hour, then coasting down to 8 or 
9, then stepping on it again.” It 
took about two minutes for each 
acceleration-and-coast 
period, 
or eight minutes a mile. 
“ A wide-open throttle is the 
most efficient,” declares Vis­ 
ser, so we step right to the 
floor." In effect, what they did 
was run a very short drag race, 
plus a lot of coasting. 
The runner-up team, which 
held the record for the past five 
years, had, until recently, been 
known as the Three Blind Mice: 


R. C. Trokey, J. M. Jones, and 
D. C. Carlson. Carlson no long­ 
er is with Shell. Last year, the 
trio checked out at almost 250 
miles a gallon in a highly modi­ 
fied 1959 Fiat with over 50,000 
miles on the odometer. 
This year, because of a bro­ 
ken starter cable which had to 
be repaired en route and other 
causes, they lost the cup 
“Ah, but wait till next y ear,” 
they sigh. 
The Shell Mileage Marathon 
began in 1939 because of an 
argument between two employ­ 
ees of the Wood River lab who 
disagreed on how far a gallon 
of gasoline would move a pas­ 
senger car. 
The argum ent will likely nev­ 
er be settled. It did, however, 
spark an annual competition 
between workers in the lab 
who. although the “ race is not 
sanctioned by anyone, maintain 
that it is a world record. No one 
seems to dispute the claim. 
Only Wood River lab workers 
compete. 
« 
The first race, in 1939, was 
won by 
R. 
J. Greenshields, 
later director of research, when 
he cozxed almost 50 miles per 
gallon from a 1933 Plymouth 
coupe. The races were discon­ 
tinued during the y ea rs of 
World War II and again be­ 
tween 1959 and 1964. 
When resum ed in 1964, new 
classifications and regulations 
were added. In 1966, a Sport­ 
m an’s Division was added to 
encourage anyone who simply 
wanted to enter the family car 
without making modifications.

Q. I have been given con­ 
flicting advice on what to do 


with my shares of Hyatt 


Corp. (OTC). Which should I 


do, hold or sell? — L.H. 


A. In my opinion sh ares 
should be held. Not only are 
earnings expected to grow by 
about a 20 per cent rate over 
the next few years but an up­ 
ward adjustm ent in the multi­ 
ple is possible. Approximately 
50 per cent of earnings are 
derived from the hotel business, 
the rem ainder from a hotel 
service operation, a hospital 
chain, motels and a 27 per cent 
interest in a Florida land com­ 
pany. 


H yatt’s concentration is in 
the luxury hotel field, a rela­ 
tively stable area. The compa­ 
ny operates 25 hotels with 8,000 
rooms and another 15 with 8,000 
rooms are under construction 
or planned. Occupancy levels 
are up substantially over the 
1971 rate and at least two of the 
company's hotels are operating 
at near capacity. Dilution from 
conversion of long-term debt 
would be im m aterial because of 
interest savings.

Pond's (NYSE) stock doesn't 
split. I bought it at 21+ and it 


is now about 87; it could split 


4 ways. Lately Standard Oil

A. Jersey Standard is still 
trading actively, but under its 
new title, Exxon. The decision 
to change the corporate name 
was made in order to avoid 
confusion with the three other 
Standard Oil companies. At the 
sam e time the com pany’s retail 
gasoline units dropped th e ir 
various brand nam es to adopt 
the Exxon acronymn. 


Chesebrough last split in 1964, 
when the shares were trading 
at about 60. At that time a 3-for- 
1 split brought the price back to 
the 20 level. Now trading al­ 
most 30 points higher than be­ 
fore the 1964 distribution, the 
stock is certanly a split candi­ 
date.

Council Will Help Fund 
Study Of Dollar Estate 


P re serv atio n ists last night 
won another victory in their 
battle to preserve the Robert 
Dollar estate in San Rafael as 
the San Rafael City Council 
pledged to help fund a feasibili­ 
ty study of the economic conse­ 
quences of acquisition of the 
site. 
Councilmen told representa­ 
tives of Marin Heritage, a pres­ 
ervationist group, that the city 
will provide up to $1,000 on a 
matching fund basis to probe 
acquisition and possible uses of 
the historic estate on Mission 
Avenue. 
The council asked the group 
to prepare a contract outlining 
the scope and method of the 
study for review on Jan. 2. 
Mary C. Dekker, chairm an of 
the group formerly known as 
the San Rafael Historic Preser­ 
vation Committee, said the es­ 
tate’s recent inclusion in the 
National Registry of Historical 
Places qualified it for federal 
funding of up to $1,000 for the 
feasibility study. 
Inclusion in the registry also 


qualifies 
the 
m ansion and 
grounds for entry into 200 feder­ 
al acquisition assistance pro­ 
gram s, she said. She suggested 
that the mansion be turned into 
a museum or community cul­ 
tural center. 
Other representatives of Ma­ 
rin Heritage urged the council 
to help acquire the site as 
midtown open space for use by 
citizens throughout Marin, say­ 
ing conversion of the facility 
into a cultural center would 
spur business by drawing tour­ 
ists. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini said he 
would have to be convinced the 
property would pay its own way 
before he would vote to help 
finance acquisition. ‘ The peo­ 
ple who want to buy it must 
come up with most of the mon­ 
ey,” he said. 
P re serv atio n ists have long 
fought plans by attorney Thom­ 
as R. Schaal to develop the 
property. Though previous de­ 
velopment proposals by Schaal 
have been rejected by both the 
planning commission and the 


city council, the attorney has 
again filed for perm its to pro­ 
ceed with development plans. 
Schaal’s latest proposal calls 
for a 72-unit apartm ent building 
and the renovation and reloca­ 
tion of the Dollar mansion on 
the site. The planning commis­ 
sion will consider the perm it 
application at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 9. 
In a related m atter, the coun­ 
cil postponed action on a pro­ 
posal by Councilman Lawrence 
E. Mulryan for an historic pres­ 
ervation ordinance which would 
create a five-member board 
charged with listing and pre­ 
serving historic sites in the 
city.

Fund Lack Seems To Rule Out 
Park Purchase In Canal Area 


The pleas of San Rafael's 
Canal area residents for a cen­ 
tral city park at 310-340 Canal 
Street appeared to be in vain 
last night as the San Rafael 
City Council declared there is 
no money to buy the site. <Other 
San Rafael City Council stories, 
page 1) 
The council took no action on 
residents’ demands it acquire 
the site and instead accepted a 
parks commission report which 
says the parcel is uniquely situ­ 
ated for park purposes but that 
there are no funds. 
The council’s action cam e 
amid charges by one canal 
resident that inadequate plan­ 
ning had turned the neighbor­ 
hood into a “ high-priced ghet­ 
to” . 
“ The planning departm ent is 
a rubber-stam p for develop­ 
m en t,” declared Ben Brink- 
worth of 349 Canal Street, sug­ 
g e s tin g th a t h ig h -s a la rie d 
p lanners should be replaced 
with a “ clerk and an approval 
stam p.” 
Brinkworth said he opposed 
plans for a 96-unit apartm ent 


development on the parcel, cit­ 
ing density and traffic conges­ 
tion. The planning commission 
has deferred action on the pro­ 
posal for the six-structure de­ 
velopment pending city council 
review of neighbors' objections. 


Brinkworth, who has led the 
fight for a park on the 2.5-acre 
parcel, said there is “ zero open 
space” in the Canal area and 
claimed that thousands of resi­ 
dents have been grossly over 
looked by the planning depart­ 
ment and commission. 


He said an alternative 17-acre 
park site at the corner of Canal 
Street and Kerner Boulevard 
w as m arshland and nothing 
more than a “ pie in the sky” 
proposal. 


The parks commission has 
recommended that the 17-acre 
site be considered for acquisi­ 
tion instead of the 2.5-acre par­ 
cel. 


Mayor C. Paul Bettini, an­ 
gered at Brinkworth's denun­ 
ciation of city planners, said 
current city personnel had noth­ 
ing to do with decisions made 


long ago that have left the 
Canal area in a congested con­ 
dition. 


“ A park in the canal area is 
the council's and the park com­ 
mission's highest priority,” he 
said. “ But that site (310-340 
Canal Street» would cost about 
$350,000 for 2.5 acres alone.” 
Bettini said the eventual m erg­ 
e r of the city’s sanitation dis­ 
trict with the Ross Valley Sani­ 
tation District will leave about 
25 acres of sanitation district 
land in the Canal area in open 
space. 


The mayor rejected sugges­ 
tions by residents and colleague 
Lawrence E. Mulryan that re­ 
development funds be used to 
acquire the 2.5-acre site. “ If we 
included this type of park in 
redevelopment, all the board of 
supervisors w-ould vote against 
the plan,” he said. 


M ulryan said the site was 
appropriate for park purposes 
and urged redevelopment mon­ 
ies be considered for its acquis­ 
ition regardless of the board ol 
supervisors.

U.S. Command Confirms Raids 


Continues Over Hanoi, Haiphong 


SAIGON (UPI) - The United 
States has carried out the heav­ 
iest bombing raids of the w ar 
a g a in st the H anoi-H aiphong 
area, Hanoi Radio reported to­ 
day. It said the strikes w ere in 
their 
third 
day and a 
U.S. 
C o m m a n d s p o k e s m a n c o n ­ 
firm ed they were still going on. 


The raids Monday night and 
today, Saigon tim e, w ere the 
most costly of the war. Two $8 
million B52s were shot down, 
a p p a ren tly by R u ssia n -m a d e 
SAM m issiles, and one $15 m il­ 
lion FI 11 w as shot down appar­ 
ently by ground fire. 


Hanoi Radio said six crew ­ 
men of a B52 were captured 
w hen th e bom ber w as sh ot 
down near the North V ietnam ­ 
ese capital. The U.S. Command 
said seven fliers were rescued 
and eight w ere m issing. 


Then* 
w ere indications 
the 
United States had used all 100 
ot its available B52s against the 
Hanoi area, the first tim e the 
big planes have bombed in the 
im m ediate area of Hanoi. Jn 
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addition scores of fighterbom - 
bers from Thailand and from

F leet carriers flew 
through rain clouds and gale 
winds to hit the norih.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - In 
a $58.5 million settlement of six 
lawsuits, Boise-Cascade Corp. 
agreed Monday to refund pur­ 
chase costs on demand and 
make promised improvements 
on 20 "recreational" subdivi­ 
sions in California and Nevada. 


"It is a complete settlement 
as far as we are concerned.” 
'aid California Attorney Gener­ 
al Evelle Younger, who filed 
some of the suits. 


"Those who want out are 
getting out and others who 
didn t want out but wanted im­ 
provements are getting those.” 


He said the company agreed 
to return $24 million to buyers 
who want cash, to spend $21.5 
million on administration and 
maintenance of the properties, 
and to spend another $13 mil­ 
lion to complete certain por­ 
tions of the projects. 


Boise-Cascade was accused in 
two federal suits and four state 
suits of misrepresenting the lots 
in some cases with questionable 
advertising. 


Boise-Cascade sold about $.‘180 
million in recreational lots at 19 
projects in California and one 
at Incline, Nev.. between 1967 
and last July, when it discontin­ 
ued its realty business. 


Younger said the settlement 
will need approval from six 
different courts but no difficulty 
is anticipated. Then, he said, 
notice will be sent out from the 
courts advising buyers of their 
choices. 


Younger said Boise-Cascade 
will put $32.5 million in a trust 
fund to augment the agree­ 
ment, 
which was announced 
jointly with District Attorneys 
William O’Malley of Contra 
Costa County and Harold Ber- 
liner of Nev ada County. 
The attorney general said 
that 
after agreement 
was 
re ached between the company 
and state that Boise-Cascade’s 
.'tiling practices were illegal, 
"they acted in a very responsi­ 
ble manner." 
George McGown, vice presi- 
dent of Boise Cascade and gen­ 
eral manager of its realty 
group, insisted the settlement 
was not a determination of 
w rongdoing on Boise Cascade's 
part or by its salesmen. 
He said the disbursements 
will fall within reserves created 
earlier this year as part of a 
$200 m illion extraordin ary 
charge and will not be deducted 
from current or future earn­ 
ings. The write-off, announced 
in July, resulted primarily from 
the company’s decision to get 
out of land sales.

Reagan Puts 
Signature 
On Tax Bill 


Nominee For Post 


Knocks Press Probe 


SACRAMENTO <AP) - Gov. 
Reagan and the Democratic 
leaders of the Assembly went 
their separate philosophical 
ways today after formal signing 
of the $1.1 billion school finance 
and property tax relief bill 
which they cosponsored. 


Reagan signed the massive 
tax hill yesterday in Los .Ange­ 
les with Democratic Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti and state 
Supt. of Public Instruction Wil­ 


son Riles topping the list of 
state officials joining the Re­ 
publican governor in the smil­ 
ing ceremonies. 


The bill gives local schools 
their biggest-ever increase in 
state support and cuts the aver­ 


age homeowner's property tax 
by about $140 a year. That is 
paid for by a one cent per 


dollar increase in the sales tax 
and a 1.4 per cent hike in bank 
and corporation tax rates. 


Now Reagan’s top tax advis­ 
ers are working on his proposal 
to give most of the state's 


estimated $700 million surplus 
back to taxpayers in an income 
tax cut or rebate. 


Moretti and other Democratic 
leaders are talking about other 
new programs the surplus could 


buy. And they see an income 
tax hike, not a cut. in the future 
if the state Supreme Court rules 
that the Reagan-Moretti tax bill 


hasn't done enough to equalize 
the differences between Califor­ 
nia's richest and poorest school 
districts. 


But they were unanimous in 
praise of the bipartisan tax bill 
they hammered out together in 


the bill-signing ceremonies at 
the Century Plaza Hotel. 


Reagan called the bill “ a 
great victory for the legislative 
process" and said it "repre­ 


sents the first decisive victory 
in several decades to reform 
California's antiquated tax r 
structure.” 


“ This landmark legislation 
not only reduces the heavy 
property 
tax burden on our 
beleaguered homeowners, but 


even more important, it guar­ 
antees that homeowners taxes 
will be held down in the years 
to eome. 
Reagan said 


Moretti, from Van Nuys, said 
final passage of the measure 
after months of negotiation 
“‘shows what can be achieved 
when various political factions 
want to work together." 


DALLAS (UPI) -Texas oil­ 
man William P. Clements, 
President Nixon’s nominee for 
deputy secretary of defense, 
said Monday reporters should 
have “ dug a little deeper" be­ 
fore publishing details about a 
six-year-oid suit accusing him 
of conspiracy and fraud. 
Clements called the reports

The suit,- filed in 1966, names 
Clements, Southeastern Drilling 
Co., and three other officials 
and stockholders of Southeast­ 
ern as defendants. Southeastern 
is a subsidiary of Sedco, Inc., 
which Clements owns. 
The suit claims the defend­ 
ants netted $25 million on con­ 
tracts for drilling 1.000 Argen­ 
tina oil wells, but that they then 
claimed a profit of only $18 
million. The $7 million discrep­ 
ancy is important because 
Clements promised to give two 
men involved in the deal 20 per 
cent of the net profits. 


"If only the reporters had 
dug a little deeper they could 
have easily found out about the 
entire transaction."

Scientists hailed the flight of 
Apollo 17 as the most produc­ 
tive of all six lunar landing 
expeditions. Schmitt was the 
first geologist on the moon and 
the Apollo Lunar Geology In­ 
vestigation Team said in a re­ 
port the mission benefitted 
greatly from his presence. 
“ 1 think the thing we hoped to 
accomplish at Taurus-Littrow 
was to look at as broad a 
spectrum of the history of the 
moon as possible in one small 
area,” Schmitt said. “ And I 
think we did that.” 
Schmitt said he believes the 
collection of lunar samples may 
contain some of the oldest rocks 
on the moon, dating back be- 
- yond 4 billion years ago, and 
the youngest. 
The prize of the mission was 
orange soil Schmitt found on 
the rim of a crater called Shor­ 
ty. Schmitt, long an expert in 
examining such material, said 
the rusty colored soil was 
“ reminiscent of the alteration 
by hot water or hot gases on 
Earth.” 
The geology team in Houston 
called the discovery “ remarka­ 
ble” and said it “lends cred­ 
ence to previous suggestions 
that Shorty and some other 
nearby dark, sharp-rimmed 
craters may be relatively 
young volcanic features. 
“Such a discovery would re­ 
sult in a major revision of 
current thermal models (theo­ 
ries) for the moon,” the de­ 
tailed, 36-page report said. In 
othei words, scientists now sus­ 
pect the moon's volcanic activi­ 
ty lasted much longer than 
originally supposed, possibly as 
recently in geologic terms as 
500 million years ago. 


Body Of Man

The badly decomposed body 
of an unidentified man was 
found floating in San Francisco 
Bay near Angel Island yester­ 
day, according to Donald L. 
Cornish, coroner’s deputy. 
The man, described as be­ 
tween 30 and 35 years old, six 
feet tall, 170 to 180 pounds, had 
been in the water about two 
weeks, the coroner’s office said. 
He was discovered about 3:15 
p.m. by men working on an 
Army Corps of Engineers barge 
in the area. 
The body was clad only in 
shredded socks. Cornish said a 
tattoo of a heart with an arrow 
through 't, intertwined with a 
ribbon with “ Mom” inscribed, 
was found on the left forearm. 
An autopsy was to be per­ 
formed today. The body was 
taken to Russell and Gooch 
Funeral Home in Mill Valley.

President Quits 


Poachers Cut Down Estimated 
15 Million Yule Trees Yearly 


NEW \O RK (I'PI'i — Without 
explanation, W. A. «Tony Boyle 
resigned Monday as president 
of the United Mine Workers 
several weeks before the man 
who defeated him in a closely- 
supervised election steps into 
the office. 
Boyle then got permission 
from the union's executive 
board to address it as a “ rank 
and file member" at a meeting 
today. 
The board voted to give Boyle 
a $50,000 per year retirement 
pension, which equals his full 
salary. Arnold Miller, the insur­ 
gent who defeated Boyle in the 
court-ordered election, has said 
he would try to strip Boyle of 
the pension. 
Leonard Pankovich, the un­ 
ion's vice president who also 
was defeated, succeeds Boyle 
as head of the 205,000-member 
union until Miller can be in- 
stalled—probably next month. 
He said his tenure would serve 
to bring about “ an orderly tran­ 
sition of power.” 
Final but unofficial returns of 
the election, supervised by the 
F.abor Department, showed 
Miller with 70.372 votes and 
Boy It* with 50,334. The Miller- 
Boylr election was ordered by a 
federal court because of irregu­ 
larities in the 1909 election 
Boyle won from Joseph “ Jock'’ 
Yablonski three weeks before

Yablonski. his wife and daugh­ 
ter were slam. 
A union official reported that 
Boyle stepped to the micro­ 
phone at a board meeting and 
announced, “ I tender my resig­ 
nation effective today. I will not 
be your international president 
after today. The vice president 
automatically becomes presi­ 
dent of the international un­ 
ion." Boyle refused to answer 
questions. 
In Washington, Miller said 
Boyle's resignation was “ an ac­ 
tion that's certainlv warrant­ 
ed.'’ 


Council Delays Talks 
On Open Space Bonds 


The Uorte Madera Town 
Council last night postponed un­ 
til March further discussion 
about a possible bond measure 
to buy open space. 
Town Mgr. Konald A. Bartels 
suggested the delay, saying the 
town's new general plan, now 
being prepared by a consultant 
firm, should be ready by then. 
In the meantime, he said, the 
town might “ overcommit our 
bonding capacity ” if the open 
space bond measure were pass­ 
ed. He suggested bond money 
might al>o be needed to cure 
flooding problems. 
All the counciimen, including 
Robert J. Flahive. who had 
prompted discussion of the 
bond measure, agreed to the 
delay until March 19. 
In other action, Flahive pro­ 
posed that half of the federal 


revenue sharing funds to be 
received by Corte Madera dur­ 
ing next year (.$22,000) be ear­ 
marked lor open space pur­ 
chase. 
Other counciimen pointed out 
that the amount of money 
would buy very little land and 
tiiat the funds may be needed 
elsewhere, especially under 
new legislation putting a ceiling 
on local governmental tax 
rates. 
Only Councilman Herber C. 
Leney supported Flahive, and 
the motion lost. It was agreed 
to turn over to the council’s 
finance committee considera­ 
tion of how to spend the money. 
The council also tabled indefi­ 
nitely a proposed open space 
plan required by the state until 
it 
is learned what the new 
deadline for the requirement is.

Most 
trees sell for about $1 a foot. 
People who deal with poachers 
aren’t likely to ask questions 
about where the trees came 
from.

making a real killing and 
wrecking this country's scenic 
beauty at the same time,” said 
a forest ranger in Utah. 


Some poachers aren't that 
lucky. In Pittsburgh, Martin L. 
Noel, 23, awaits trial on larceny 
charges in the Dec. 11 theft of 
between $500 to $600 worth of 
Christmas trees. 
In Arizona, Old Man Winter 
has hampered thieves. Rain 
and snow came in early abun­ 
dance and most roads into for­ 


est areas have been virtually 
impassable for the past few 
weeks. 


Robert Umberger of the For­ 
estry Service in Maine says 
commercial Christmas tree 
poaching has cut down tremen­ 
dously in the last 10 years 
because state law requires a 
certificate before thay can be 
transported on Maine roads. 
California law calls for up to 
a $500 fine and six months in 
jail for anyone convicted of 


having a Christmas tree with­ 
out authorization. In addition, 
rangers patrol the forests inter­ 
mittently and snow blocks 
many roads leading into re­ 
gions with small trees. 


But Steve Beck, information 
officer for the Sierra National 
Forest in central California, 
says professional poachers are 
still active. "They go in with 
hand saws in the daytime and 
cut them down and then re­ 
move them by night.” 


John Dreves of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture says 
the problem of Christmas tree 
poachers is not what it once 
was in Michigan. Most trees in 
Michigan are now grown on 
farms specifically for that pur­ 


pose. Dreves said most people 
would rather spend around $5 to 
get a tree properly pruned and 
shaped to be a Christmas tree, 
rather than take the chance on 
poaching a wild tree that often 
is not properly shaped. 


Michigan, too. has an anti­ 
poaching law for Christmas 
trees, but it does not apply to 
persons with two trees or less 
between Dec. 1 and Dec. 28. 


Officials in Massachusetts, 
where a stiff state law is 
backed up by around-the-clock 
patrols by the Department of 
Natural Resources, concede 
that there are a few thefts of 
Christmas trees, but say it does 
not add up to anything worth 
worrying about. 


Occasionally the Forest Serv­ 
ice scores a major triumph Trf 
the fight against poachers. A 
man caught in northern Califor­ 
nia admitted he had been steal­ 
ing trees for 20 years at an 
average annual profit of $20,- 
000. He went to jail. 


Two Utah men were caught 
with 
1,700 stolen trees. 
O ftQ 
went to jail and the other was 
fined. 


Authorities say that wl 
surveillance has been intensi­ 
fied in many states most poach­ 
ers by now, are counting tf$i,r 
cash and secure in the knowl­ 
edge that they’ve probably got­ 
ten away with their illegal 
deed—at least until the next 
Christmas season.

It also m eant a very much- 
needed rice cereal which had 
not yet been m anufactured in 
the country and which was to 
be superior to the three or four 
other existing baby foods. 
W arren had much to give. He 
had decades of practical busi­ 
ness experience before retiring 
in 1965 as m anager of product 
standards and specifications at 
a subdivision of the Thomas J.

W arren’s wife. Violet, who 
accom panied him on his assign­ 
ment in Istanbul indicated that

“ They (the recipients of the 
program ) just want you to help. 
They don't want you to m an­ 
age. After a while the men 
could see Donald w asn’t going 
to take over the plant so they 
becam e more cooperative.” she 
said. 


This was not to suggest that 
the two-month consulting period 
was fun. F ar from it. despite all 
the worthy idealism. 


Says W arren: “ They told me 
in New York — ‘Don, there will 


be fru stra tio n s. D on’t th in k 
things will be easy.’ ” 
They w eren’t easy. For the 
first three weeks there was no 


electricity to drive the drum 
dryer which spreads the thick, 
viscuous cereal mix and turns 
it into a thin flake. Another 
problem was that on rainy days 
as a result of seepage from 
rusty pipes the w ater supply 
was not up to the strict stan­ 
dards set for baby-food prepa­ 
ration although pure enough for 
other food processing. 


In tim e the electricity was 
resum ed, and clear spring wa­ 
ter was brought in large plastic 
containers. But even then the 
w'ork was arduous. 


Up at 5:30 a.m . Not finished 
before 6:30 p.m., very often not 
before 7:30. “ By Friday night,” 
W arren recalls, “ I had worked 
h a rd e r 
than 
I 
have 
ev e r 
w orked.” 


But it was an experience he 
will never forget. 


“ B us 
(B us 
W ilco x , 
th e 
Paunch Corps resident director 
of operations for Turkey) said: 
‘You Wait. You’ll have a lump 
in your th ro a t 
before you 
leave.’ I haw-hawed the idea. I 
didn't think I would become so 
attached to those workers in the 
plant.” 


But elaborating on his inabili­ 
ty to com m unicate in English 
with the Turkish workers, W ar­ 
ren recounted his last day: 


“There is common language 
you know. These people, they 
were so kind to me. When they 
lined up at the end of the day’s 
work close to the m anager’s 
office they all cam e in with 
gifts and kissed me on both 
cheeks. When I left the little 
maid who had waited on us at 
table, the tears were stream ing 


dowrn her cheeks. I kissed her 
on both cheeks — th a t’s the 
Turkish custom .” 


Each year hundreds of re­ 
tire d bu sin essm en , m any of 
them ex-presidents and direc­ 
tors of corporations, travel to 
underdeveloped countries to fill 
gaps in jobs that require m ana­ 
gerial 
skills. 
The project is 
always of a short duration. 


“ This m ade it possible for 
IESC to recruit executives of 
the caliber not possible if we 
were asking a man to drop 
everything to go abroad for a 
couple of years. But they could 
possibly 
drop everything for 
three months. On that basis we 
have been able to gt really tip­ 
top m e n ,” say s C h arlie H. 
Brown of the public-relations 
departm ent of the IESC. 


The volunteer receives no fi­ 
nancial 
rem uneration, 
but is 
provided with an economy-class 
air ticket, hotel accom m oda­ 
tion, and a per diem of about 
$50 for him and his wife, who is 
encouraged to go along. 


The program is financed by 
the United States Agency for 
I n te r n a tio n a l D e v e lo p m e n t 
(AID); by some 200 corporate 
and other private sponsors in 
the U.S. and overseas, and by 
contributions from overseas cli- 
ent-firm s them selves. 


“ The thing that is exciting to 
me about it,” says Brown, “ is 
that it w orks.”

Jr. of Richmond. 
The judge rejected a plea for 
shorter jail tim e for the first 
tim e offender, stating, “ When 
you are dealing with a correc­ 
tional officer at San Quentin, 
there has to be some d eterr­ 
ence.” 
After only three months on 
the job, Thom as was arrested 
Dec. 1, 1971, as he entered the 
prison with 11 Seconal capsules 
in his hat band and 12 Benzed­ 
rine tablets in his shirt pocket, 
according to prison authorities. 
Thomas, now a junior college 
student, told his probation offi­ 
cer he was taking the drugs to 
an inm ate who helped him keep 


control of the cell section he 
was assigned to oversee. 
Prison authorities said other 
guards reported he was acting 
suspiciously so he was searched 
when he reported for work. 
T h o m a s’s pro b atio n o fficer 
said he was recruited in the 
prison drive to hire m inority 
guards and felt he was in over 
his head with “ wily and m anip­ 
ulative” convicts.

Tighter Curbs On 
Methadone Uses 


Clay Pit Now 
Valuable Land 


POOLE, England (UPI) - I n 
1963 Eric Brooks paid $47,000 
for an abandoned seaside clay 
pit in this English Channel re­ 
sort. His friends thought he was 
mad. 


Brooks, a 5S-year-old building 
contractor, began bulldozing 
rubble into the 69-foot deep pit 
during his spare time. 


Real estate agents estimate 
that the 27-acre site, now nearly 
filled, is worth about $2.3 mil­ 
lion. 
“ My friends thought I was 
mad when I paid out so much 
money," Brooks said. “ It was 
just a deep soggy hole and they 
didn't think it was worth any­ 
thing. They said I could never 
fill it.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
g overnm ent 
has announced 
tighter controls over distribu­ 
tion of methadone, a drug used 
to curb heroin addiction. 


Dr. Jerome Jaffee, director 
of the White House Special Ac­ 
tion Office for Drug Abuse, said 
Monday the 
newr regulations 
were designed to provide “ clear 
cut guidelines” to operators of 
m ethadone m ain ten an ce pro ­ 
grams, to curb growing illicit 
street traffic in methadone and 
to avoid making methadone ad­ 
dicts out of persons never be­ 
fore on drugs. 


M ethadone is a synthetic 
drug which curbs the craving of 
some addicts for heroin. 
In 
m ethadone m ain ten an ce pro­ 
grams. patients are given regu­ 
lar doses of the substitute drug, 
at little or no cost to them, to 
get them off heroin habits 
which often are supported by 
crime. 


The new regulations restrict 
marketing of methadone to hos­ 
pital p h arm acies, approved 
m ain ten an ce p ro g ram s con­ 
ducted by clinics or doctors and 
some drugstores in rural areas. 
They will take effect over a six- 
month period. 


Jaffee said 
programs 
con­ 
ducted 
under the new rules 
“ can have a positive effect in 
reducing the spread of heroin 
addiction. The amount of crime 
they (addicts) commit will be 


slightly reduced. The amount of 
heroin they use will be slightly 
reduced. Maybe they just won’t 
die of (heroin) overdose.” 


He expressed hopes that the 
regulated methadone programs 
would help reduce the social 
cost of heroin addiction. 


Methadone is addictive itself. 
Persons not tolerant to its ef­ 
fects can experience euphoria. 
An overdose can cause death. 
Jaffee said the regulations will 
seek to prevent cases in which 
persons not already on heroin 
begin to take methadone and 
become addicted to it. 


Some doctors oppose the con­ 
trols because they feel the gov­ 
ernment should not regulate the 
practice of medicine. John In- 
gersoll, director of the Bureau 
of N arcotics and D angerous 
Drugs, called the new rules a 
“ stop-gap measure, satisfacto­ 
ry for the time being.” 


“ We are all hopeful a more 
permanent type solution will be 
found for treating addicts.” In- 
gersoll said.

Board has ruled that the Phila­ 
delphia Catholic A rchdiocese 
and John Cardinal Krol were 
guilty of unfair labor practices 
in a union bargaining election 
by lay teachers. 


The ruling, which a union 
attorney said was an historic 
first, invalidated a disputed 
June 13 election at which dioce­ 
san Catholic elementary teach­ 
ers voted 646 to 410 against 
representation by the Associa­ 
tion of Catholic Teachers, an 
AFL-CIO affiliate. 


The board Monday ordered a 
new election on grounds Cardi­ 
nal Krol unfairly influenced the 
June balloting by sending a 
letter to the teachers that had 
“ the effect of in tim id a tin g ” 
them. 


“ This is the first time in 
history that a prince of the 
church, or any bishop, has been 
found guilty of such a charge,” 
said Michael Walsh, attorney 
for the Association of Catholic 
Teachers. 


A Market Flap Over 
Scotch Whisky Role 


BRUSSELS (UPI) -B rita in 
and France clashed today over 
Scotch whisky and its role in 
the enlarged European Com­ 
mon Market. 


France said whisky is alco­ 
hol;

“ processed agricultural goods.” 
As in most complex Common 
M arket disputes, m illions of 
dollars rides on the outcome. 


The United States, which will 
be affected by the outcome, 
kept a worried watch from the 
sidelines. 


The dispute came up at a 
meeting of the nine agricultural 
ministers of the enlarged m ar­ 
ket, which is to grow from six 
to nine nations when Britain, 
Ireland and Denmark join on 
Jan. 1. 
The term of entry obligate 
Britian’s 
whisky distillers to 
replace much of the 750,000 tons 
of grain they buy now” from the 


United States and Canada with 
Common Market grain—mostly 
from France. 


Britain argued today that the 
Common Market grain is more 
expensive. It said that if this 
grain goes into whisky, which is 
then exported outside the Com­ 
mon Market, it should be given 
a special subsidy to avoid rais­ 
ing whisky prices in the United 
States and other export m ar­ 
kets. 


France objected. The French 
have long urged the market to 
form 
an 
“ alcohol p o licy ,” 
which would enable France to 
dispose of surplus wine. 


Britain said the matter could 
be handled perfectly well by 
treating whisky as “ processed 
agricultural goods,” under the 
existing farm policy. 


The ministers said they hoped 
for a compromise. 


Fog Hits Britain 


LONDON (APi — Fog blan­ 
keted much of Britain today 
with visibility down to five 
yards in some places. Airliners 
bringing Christmas holidayers 
trom New York, Chicago and 
Los Angeles were diverted to 
airports on the continent.

Novato City Council, warned 
by Mayor F. Wayne Sartain 
that if was going to have to 
“ bite the bullet so o n ," last 
night postponed delving into the 
revised Novato Area General 
Plan. 


The plan, a year in the mak­ 
ing and subject of five public 
hearings in recent weeks, was 
before the city council for com­ 
ment and recommendation 


After couneilmen questioned 
the staff and heard late com­ 
ment at a public hearing, it 
appeared that the council would 
then have its say. 
At that point. Councilman 
George C. 
Quesada said he 
wasn't prepared "to comment 
in depth.” since he was “ get­ 
ting comment and still think­ 
ing.” 
Other couneilmen agreed it 
wouldn't be logical to proceed 
until all members were ready, 
and will meet again on the plan 
at 8.30 p.m. Jan. 
1 at the 
Novato Community House. 
Sartain said. "At some point 
in time we have to come to 
grips" with the plan Further­ 
more. he said, it appeared that 
changes will be made in the 
plan and it would have to be 
referred back to the planning 
commission, extending the time 
before adoption. 
Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
challenged a planning staff re­ 
port. that public scenic area 111 
the plan could be purchased for 
$3.2 million. 
Ruegg said based on the costs 
of acquiring land for redevelop­ 
ment in Santa Rosa, the value 
of the land would be about $7.1 
million, and based on "recent 
sales, appraisals, offers to pur­ 
chase and estate valuation” it 
would be in excess of $10 mil­ 
lion. 
Quesada said that "raw land 
is grossly underassessed,” and 
the matter should be taken to 
the Marin County Grand Jurv 
to have it assessed at its proper 
value. 
During the abbreviated public 
hearing. Planning Commission­ 
er Ja m e s L. Picchi said he 
believed that “ single fam ily 
residential is p a s s e ." with 
apartments and condominiums 
which bave “ total amenities as 


the "way of life that is com­ 
ing.” 
"I still think we’re looking 
into the past.” Picchi said. 
Attorney Richard T arran t 
representing McAlester Con­ 
struction Finance Corp. object­ 
ed to designation of the firm’s 
land adjoining Bel Marin Keys 
as agricultural. 
Eileen Souza, representing 
Frank Ribelo, owner of Jand at 
the (*nd of Vineyard Road, said 
the Ribelo land shouldn’t be 
designated agricultural because 
it is “ economically impossible” 
to use it for agriculture. 
M ary Souza, representing 
owners of land at Deer Island, 
opposed the hill and canyon 
designation which would permit 
one home per five acres. “ We 
don't 
want 
everything taken 
away from us on this proper­ 
t y ” she said. 
Couneilmen pondered the re­ 
lationship between the proposed 
county wide plan and the city's 
general plan, since the city's 
plan extends beyond city bound­ 
aries into unincorporated area. 
Ruegg also asked what would 
happen if the county’s plan and 
the city s plan were in conflict 
iti the unincorporated area near 
Novato 
Citj Atty. Clark M. Palmer 
said the city wouldn’t have any 
power 
in the unincorporated 
area, but "the impact would 
depend on the degree of inter- 
go ve rn m ent a 1 cooperat ion. ” 
C o u n cilm an D av id P r ic e 
Jones said: "I think we should 
adopt ours as soon as possible. 
If we do, it will be a lot easier 
to convince them to do what we 
want in the area.” 
The council adjourned until 
its regular session at 8 p.m. 
today at the Novato Community 
House. Sartain said the council 
will conduct final interviews of 
persons seeking appointment to 
the city commissions at 8 p.m. 
tomorrow at 
the Community 
House After the interviews, the 
council will hold a closed ses­ 
sion. and then, in open session, 
make the appointments, Sartain 
said.

RIO I)E JANEIRO f.UPI) — 
Seven teen-age girls recently 
enrolled in an all-male class to 
learn the rough and tumble 
dance with the evil mystique 
Brazilians call “ capoeira.” 
"My mother and father were 
against the idea, and still are,” 
Claudia .Almeida, 18, told UPI. 
“ You know, they thought I'd 
get hurt, and meet the wrong 
types.” 
Her parents’ attitude is typi­ 
cal of most middle class Brazil­ 
ians. 'They associate capoeira 
with street brawling. 
Brazilian slaves first devel­ 
oped capoeira as a means of 
self defense against armed 
slave masters. Esing a combi­ 
nation of rapid, well-aimed 
kicks, and dodges, a rebellious 
slave was able to fend off two 
or three opponents. A legendary 
slave leader, Zumbi, is said to 
have whipped 30 whites in one 
fight. 


IN THE capital cities, Ca- 
poeiristas provided protection 
for Brazilian abolitionists at 
their street-corner rallies. 
In 1890, a year after Brazilian 
slaves were emancipated, ca- 
poyira was prohibited by law. 


Backlands politicians for years 
had henchmen trained in ca­ 
poeira to "win over” voters. 
Later, the most experienced 
capoeristas, known as ‘‘mas­ 
ters,” toned down its most vio­ 
lent elements. When whites 
were present, they staged spe­ 
cial acrobatic exhibitions using 
the se called ‘ gentlemen’s 
touch.” 
President Getulio Vargas saw 
one of these demonstrations in 
1934 and was much impressed. 
Shortly afterwards, two famous 
capoeiristas opened Capoeira 
Academies. 


AS TA EG HT and practiced in 
the academies, capoeira has 
evolved away from violence to­ 
wards becoming a stylized 
dance. It demands great agility 
and tremendous physical stami­ 
na. 
A group of Sao Paulo ca­ 
poeira masters are now trying 
to have the government make 
capoeira B ra z il’s national 
sport. It is unlikely that this 
will happen very soon, because 
capoeira has not yet lost its 
shady image. 
A recent newspaper report 
fold of a 18 year old capoeirista 
who tangled with two police- 


men. Before the police could 
draw their revolvers, the boy 
gave each a barefooted smack 
on the ear and fled through a 
screen of excited onlookers. 


TH E G IRLS learning ca­ 
poeira from “ Peixinho.” a 22- 
year-old business administra­ 
tion student and member of 
Rio’s folkdancing "Senzala 
Group,’ said that they were not 
interested in becoming vicious 
capoeira mercenaries. 
Claudia said she was interest­ 
ed in the dance, not in “ busting 
some guy in the mouth.” She 
said she began dancing ca­ 
poeira with her boyfriend. 
For Regina Botello, 18, ca­ 
poeira classes were “ really 
neat 
compared to 
“boring” 
ballet classes. 
A m e r i e a n - b o: n 
R e g i n a 
Nina 
Whealer, D, said she 
had an "aggressive streak” and 
likes "aggressive dance.” 
Peixinho, whose real name is 
Marcelo Guimaraes, said ca­ 
poeira presented “ no special 
difficulties” for the girls. 
Boys and girls agreed, how­ 
ever, that capoeira requires a 
dose of "malice.” 
“ The important blows are de­ 
livered on the counterattack,” 


Peixinho explained. “ When my 
opponent's coming at me, I try 
to evade his kick, and give him 
a kick, or push him off bal­ 
ance.'' 


ASKEI) IF she was malicious 
enough to Ix* a good capoerista, 
Claudia came back with a coy 
smile and said. “ Any person 
born and raised in Rio do Janei­ 
ro is enough of a scoundrel to 
be an excellent capoeirista. ” 
in less than five months, the 
girls have learned five basic 
capoeira attacks. The "Ginga” 
is a bobbing and weaving step 
used to size up one s opponent. 
To an outsider the other 
blows start out innocently, look­ 
ing like a slow, backwards cart­ 
wheel, until a meaty heel goes 
flying into the face, chest, or 
ribcage of the other dancer. 
Those not dancing clap their 
hands and chant the special 
refrains that describe the ac­ 
tion A one-stringed instrument 
called a "Berimbau” provides 
the twangy rhythm for the dan­ 
cers. Tambourines and long cy­ 
lindrical bongo drums are also 
used. 
"But it is the berimbau that 
commands the dance,” Peixin­ 
ho said.

Before Taking The Job Plunge

NEW YORK i DPI.) - There’s 
what you might call the “silent 
majority” of women in this 
nation. 
J ’hey’re the ones who do not 
hold jobs outside the home. 
Occasionally they're counted 
but it’s the other group—-the 
working women—who get more 
national attention. 
Statistically, the women who 
do not hold jobs outside the 
home number 41 million (the 
latest count from the U.S. De­ 
partment of Labor). Of these. 35 
million plus keep house, anoth­ 
er 3.4 million are in school and 
still a segment of several 
hundred thousand are unable to 
work. In short, this group is 
larger than the more publicized 
31.5 million who do hold jobs. 
Now comes the question—if 
you’re among the 41 million, 
should you enter the labor mar­ 
ket'? The Women’s Bureau (of 
the labor department) says yes.

Association, takes one family to 
illustrate what can happen to 
that two-salaried family with 
preschool children. 


Husband earns $14,400 an­ 
nually and wife gets a job for 
>9.2oo. giving her a base pay of 
$177 a week. 


SHE “LOSES” $23 withheld 
for federal income tax and an­ 
other $5 for a typical state tax, 
plus $9 for social security. An­ 
other $2 weekly goes for group 
health and life insurance plans. 
That leaves her 8138 per week. 
But the wife also pays $25 a 
week for child care, $15 a week 
for housekeeping help, $lo a 
week for lunches and coffee 
breaks, and $3 per week for bus 
fare. 
In addition, the wife spends 
>15 a week for the cost of new 
clothes, more frequent trips to 
the hairdresser, ready prepared 
or convenience foods, use of 
commercial laundrx more dn 
cleaning and the like. 
All of these extras make the 
>177 a week dwindle to $70, or 
$3.8-10 a year. 
Then at tax time, because her 
withholding enters into the total 
family income, the family finds 
it owes an additional $818 in 
federal income taxes. And in 


some instances, state and city 
income taxes also take another 
big bite. 
All told, this wife may end up 
with only 38 per cent of her 
annual salarx. 


GRANTED, THE working 
woman can save by taking her 
lunch and if the family is coop­ 
erative, and she is strong 
enough, she can do her own 
housekeeping after job hours. 
But an outside job also could 
mean the family needs a second 
car. Even it she goes in a car 
pool, she may have to contrib­ 
ute to gas expenses. And some 
jobs also involve dues and li­ 
cense expenses. 
Now, should the wife still 
seek a paxing job ? 
Talk the matter over with the 
entire family. It should be a 
family decision, actually, said 
Miss Seen. 
Everyone should understand 
what s 
involved and the 
changes that have to he made. 
Miss Scott makes another 
recommendation—put some of 
the wife s income into savings, 
just as some of the husband's 
should be stowed away.

Rather consistently I hear 
myself claiming to be a totally 
contemporary person. Nostal­ 
gia is not for me. Tomorrow is 
something I anticipate with re­ 
lish, including the possibility of 
visiting yonder moon.

Democracy Must 
Work Both Ways 


In a democracy, the majority 
rules. 
When a proposition is put 
before the electorate for deci­ 
sion, we are all expected to 
abide by the result of the vote. 


TWELVE YEARS ago, direc­ 
tors of Marin Municipal Water 
District decided to put on the 
ballot the question of whether 
fluoride should be added to the 
district’s water supply. They 
didn't have to do this. The 
district has legal power to add 
fluoride just as it adds other 
things to the water. But the 
directors felt the democratic 
way would be to put the issue 
before the voters. 


in the June, 1960, primary, 
fluoridation lost by 84 votes — 
18,967 “ yes” to 19,051 “ no.” 
Because the result was so 
close, groups favoring fluorida­ 
tion decided to try again. They 
qualified an initiative for the 
November ballot, putting the 
. issue back before the people, 
r 
That time, it was turned 
down decisively, 29.133 “ no” to 
21,879 “ yes.” 
The nearly 22,000 voters who 
had wanted fluoridation accept­ 
ed the result. So did the water 
district directors. No fluoride 
was added. 


TWELVE YEARS elapsed, 
during which many other com­ 
munities fluoridated their wa­ 
ter supplies. This year, water 
district directors decided to put 
the issue to the people again. 
This time it passed: 46,105 
“ yes” to 35,901 “ no.” 
But now it turns out that the 
anti-fluoridationists, who were 
all for majority ruie when they 


were on the winning side, don’t 
believe in it when they lose. 
Last 
week 
one 
of 
their 
spokesmen, Wynn E. Westover, 
called on the water district 
board to have an “ environmen­ 
tal impact’’ study made before 
carrying out the fluoridation 
mandated by the voters. 
He claimed the district is 
obligated to notify customers of 
possible “ side-effects” of add­ 
ing fluoride to the water. 


THIS IS nonsense. Environ­ 
mental impact reports are for 
construction projects which 
may change the geography, or 
pollute air or water. Adding 
fluoride to the water is not 
polluting it. In fact, the princi­ 
pal objection of the anti-fluori­ 
dationists is that fluoridation is 
medicating the water. They 
claim that’s what they don’t 
believe in. 
The water district directors 
showed absence of spine and 
good sense in asking the dis­ 
trict’s legal counsel to look into 
the “ environmental impact” is­ 
sue. 
The district directors of a 
decade ago sensibly accepted 
the verdict of the majority as 
expressed at the polls. They 
didn’t have to. They could have 
fluoridated the supply anyhow. 
But they believed in the demo­ 
cratic way. 
The present directors should 
show as much gumption. The 
voters called for fluoridation by 
a plurality of more than 10,000. 
The people have spoken. The 
water district should get on 
with the program, and not be 
deterred by obstructionist, anti­ 
democratic attacks.

A request to the University of Califor­ 
nia to view the employment contract 
between President Charles J. Hitch and 
the regents has been denied this writer. 


As the basis for the denial it was 
stated. “ According to Government Code 
Section 6254, subsection *c,’ an employ­ 
ment contract is not a public record, and 
disclosure would constitute an unwar­ 
ranted invasion of personal privacy.” 
Says who? 


THAT POSITION, Mr Hitch, is an 
unwarranted affront to this reporter and 
every taxpayer of this state who contrib­ 
utes to your salary and the support of the 
university. 


The section referred to relates to 
records which are not required to be 
disclosed. Subsection “ c includes among 
such records, “ Personnel, medical or 
similar files. . .” 


It says nothing about employment con­ 
tracts which require the expenditure of 
tax dollars. 


The university is supported by tax 
dollars. All other moneys in its posses­ 
sion, regardless of whether they were 
private gifts or whatever source, become 
public money the moment they are ac­ 
cepted by the university. 


All contracts by which public funds are

expended that are executed by a state 
agency for construction, equipment, 
goods or services are public records, if 
they are not, there had better be some 
law changes pronto! 


The salaries and other emoluments 
given to all professors and other employ­ 
ees are public. To take the position that 
the prsident’s conditions of employment 
are to be excepted is untenable. 


IT IS AN .AMAZING position for the 
president of the state’s seat of learning to 
take. 


What is being hidden? 
The inquiry was prompted by rumors 
floating about that Hitch has a “ sweet­ 
heart ” contract which provides much 
more than that normally given to presi­ 
dents of other universities, public or 
private. 


if this is not a fact, it should be 
scotched. Rather than to suggest the 
contract is not proper, this column sought 
to get the facts. 


The emoluments given Hitch should be 
matched with those granted other college 
presidents. Perhaps the salary of $53,000, 
which is more than that paid the gover­ 
nor of California, is not enough. Then, 
again, it may be excessive when all other 
benefits granted at cost to the taxpayers 
are tdded up. No one will know' until the 
contract is disclosed. 


The withholding of the facts from the 
public can only breed suspicion.

Arabs Held To Blame

Every war. whether it’s Vietnam, In- 
dia-Pakistan, or the internal Sudanese 
war, produces a refugee problem, but 
reflect on who started the 1948 conflict. 
Without it, no refugees would exist. The 
Mayor of Haifa in 1948 asked the Arabs 
not to leave. 
... Over one million Jews have fled 
from every Arab country where they 
have been persecuted. Does the U.N. 
ever discuss their plight? 
To say that “ the refugees have no seat 
in the U.N. so that the world has 
provided them with no recourse” is to 
completely disregard the almost total 
number of Arab countries and those 
whom they aid that almost completely 
control the U.N. and give support to the 
Arabs and their cause. 
To imply that the area of Palestine was 
ruled by Arabs and therefore is entitled 
to representation is to completely disre­ 
gard history. Previous to 1948, the area 
was governed by the British as a man­ 
date from 1918 to 1948. Prior to that the 
non-Arab Turkish Ottoman Empire ruled 
it for almost six centuries. One would 
have to go back to the ninth century to 
find Arab rule over the land. 
With its obvious bias and its lack of a 
meaningful peace-keeping force, how can 
the UN. ever impose a peace in the area 
as Dr. Graham suggests?

WASHINGTON — This is an informed 
view of 1973. It is a view not from the 
W'hite House where all the blinds are 
down and the rule is silence, but from 
one of the ablest administrator-econo- 
mists who follows the trends at close 
range with a specialized staff and the 
requisite computer banks. 
Into the forecast goes a healthy respect 
for President Nixon’s capacity for mak­ 
ing a 180-degree turn and doing just what 
he said he would never do. The surprise 
element could in mid-1973, in this educat­ 
ed crystal ball, produce a dramatic turn­ 
around comparable to mid-1971 when the 
president clamped on wage and price 
controls and re-valued the currency. He 
is capable of stealing the Democrats’ 
clothes while they are happily swimming 
in the warm current of spending welfare 
programs. 
As for the economy, prospects look 
favorable to very good. The upward 
trend in the last quarter of 1972 will be 
sustained perhaps through the entire 
year. The drop in the unemployment rate 
just disclosed from 5.5 to 5.2 is likely to 
continue. It will bounce around the five 
per cent mark, possibly even failing 
below' that barrier. 


INFLATION DOESN’T look good. 
While the rate had begun to come down, 
recent price increases threaten to start it 
upward again and that is particularly 
true for food. With the $1.2 billion wheat 
sale to the Soviet Union, wheat stocks 
have been run down. This carries over 
into corn and in turn into beef. 
Yet the administration can take com­ 
fort from the fact that the rate is so 
much lower than in other western na­ 
tions. Whem Prime Minister Edward 
Heath comes here just after the inaugu­ 
ration, he will envy the American rate of 
3.5 to four per cent a year as against 
Britain’s eight per cent plus. In West 
Germany it is 6.3. 
So on the economic side it is almost all 
on the upbeat. On the political side the 
opposite is true. Congress and the Presi­ 
dent will engage in a long and bitter 
wrangle over spending versus economy. 
The President will come in with a new 
budget tailored like the ’74 budget with 
cuts deep enough to preclude a tax 
increase. That along with the $250 billion 
Nixon spending ceiling will be the battle­ 
ground. 


The Democratic attack will come 
through pushing programs such as Sen. 
Walter Móndale’s child care bill and the 
aid to higher education that he has 
sponsored along with Sen. Claiborne Pell. 
The strategy will center on grants in aid 
to states and municipalities. Here is the 
sensitive political nerve as localities dis­ 
cover that with the Nixon economy they 
are not going to get the help that seemed 
programmed into the spending measures. 
The President’s slash of half the $18 
billion voted to clean up America’s rivers 
is causing wide crumbling. 
But the cuts will not be sufficient and 
by mid-year, say. the administration will 
face a painful dilemma. The choice will 
be either new taxes or more deficit 
spending, and with $100 billion in red ink 
already on the ledger, the latter course is 
all but ruled out. 


THEN COMES the great turn-around 
scene comparable to Aug. 15, 1971, when 
the President took the steps — wage and 
price controls — that he had been saying 
for two years he would never take. He 
proposes to wrap all grants in aid pro­ 
grams in one big bundle and with no 
strings attached get the federal govern­ 
ment entirely out of the picture. This 
would mean a whopping bonanza of 
perhaps $40 billion compared to which 
the revenue sharing now being dished out 
is peanuts. 


This will spell the end of administration 
resistance to cutbacks in the welfare- 
reform measures. The economic policy 
will have collapsed, to paraphrase that 
often quoted line of T. S. Eliot, not with a 
bang but a whimper. And the President 
can blame the Congress for the tax 
increases that will have to follow. 
The seer has come up with one other 
possibility after careful study of the 
computerized crystal ball. That is a 
sizeable cut in the defense budget based 
on optimism over progress in disarma­ 
ment in the SALT II talks with the Soviet 
Union. But the chances for this happen­ 
ing are rated at 10 per cent. 
It adds up to a simple maxim the 
Democrats will ignore at their peril: 
Never underestimate the power of a 
President who can change his mind 
through the spectrum from left to right 
with consummate skill.

Meandering Streams Become 
Ugly Ditches T o Conserve Soil' 


You may find it hard to believe the 
government is spending large sums of 
your tax money converting beautiful 
natural streams into ugly ditches. 
But that is exactly what the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture is doing. 
They call it "channelization.” 
TO CHANNELIZE a meandering creek 
or river, you move in with chain saws 
and bulldozers and strip its banks of 
trees and brush. Then you bring in huge 
draglines to deepen and straighten the 
stream bed, eliminating all the bends and 
looping curves that slow down the flow of 
water —and incidentally make the 
stream a thing of beauty. 
Because a channelized stream carries 
off water more rapidly, nearby bottom­ 
lands which once were subject to flooding 
may become suitable for agriculture. 
This presumably benefits the farmers 
who own those lands, since they can look 
to the government rather than them­ 
selves to foot most of the bill. 
OF COURSE, there is some question 
about the consistency of the Department

create new farm lands at the same time 
it is ladling out funds to farmers to take 
other croplands out of cultivation. 
But that is not the biggest objection 
that has been raised by critics of channe­ 
lization. 
Environmental protection groups, in­ 
cluding the National Wildlife Federation, 
the Sierra Club and the National Audubon 
Society, say channelization is doing infi­ 
nitely more harm than good. Even the 
farmers who get new land may suffer, 
they say, from a lowering of the water 
table that causes wells and springs to dry 
up. 
The principal victims of channelization 
projects, they say, are swamps and 
floodlands that have served for centuries 
as natural habitats for many types of 
wildlife. 
I DR EXAM PLE: in one of its current 
projects, the Soil Conservation Service 
proposes to dig a big ditch through the 
Horse Range Swamp in South Carolina. 
Conservationists say it will destroy the 
Horse Range Swamp and adversely af­ 
fect the nearby Four Holes Swamp, 
which the Audubon Society and the Na­ 
ture Conservancy have purchased to 
protect perpetually as a classic example 
of the fast-disappearing ecology of the 
back-water cypress swamp. 
Concern about the effects of the project 
also has been expressed by the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and even by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, which is not 
noted as an ardent exponent of conserva­ 
tion. 
Political pressure is building up to halt 
the Horse Range ditching. But the same 
battle will have to be fought in hundreds 
of other places all over America. 
Ifie SCS already has gutterized 8,000 
miles of American streams, and has 
scheduled another 13,000 miles for simi­ 
lar “ improvement.” Its ultimate goal is 
to convert 175,000 miles of winding natu­ 
ral woodland streams into nude-banked 
ditches.

Bicycle Paths For Petaluma 
At Last In Planning Stage 


Petaluma’s long-awaited bi­ 
cycle path system is finally in 
the 
planning 
stages 
after 
months of discussion. 
Responses from a survey 
mailed to all residences along 
with water bills showed most 
Petalumans want a system for 
recreational use rather than as 
alternate transportation to the 
family car. 
Consultant Arnold A. John­ 
son. whose services are provid­ 
ed by a state grant, will be 
working out the system along 
with city staff members and 
citizens. If everything goes 
smoothly, the paths could be in 
operation in 1973. 
The bicycle survey brought a 
22.5 per cent return or a total of 
2,114 replies, which is consid­ 
ered good for Petaluma.

The English language 
has no word for this predica­ 
ment so I invented one which I 
call ‘warce.’ ” 
“ How could warce apply to 
Vietnam?”

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
Cambodian diplomat used a 
karate chop to knock a gun 
from the hand of a robber, but 
was beaten to the ground by a 
second thief and robbed of $100, 
police reported Monday.

But both 
sides will probably be stalemat­ 
ed and the warce could contin­ 
ue for years.” 


“WELL, I GUESS a warce in 
Indochina is better than noth­ 
ing," I said. 


“ It might be the coming 
thing. Since peace treaties are 
so hard to come by. I would 
advocate that nations sign 
warce treaties instead. It could 
save face on both sides. Many 
of our world leaders consider 
the signing of a peace pact a 
sign of weakness. But no one 
could criticize them at home if 
they said they had agreed to a 
warce.” 
"I imagine if he couldn’t have 
it any other way, President 


Nixon would settle for a genera­ 
tion of warce,” I said. 
“ The advantage of warce,” 
Hegelsten said, “ is that Con­ 
gress wouldn't have to declare 
it. If the President decided he 
wanted to involve the country 
in a warce, he could do it on his 
own.” 
“ And if he succeeded,” I 
said, “ he could be nominated 
for the Nobel Warce Prize.” 


“ I 
B E L IE V E the nation 
would thrive on a warce foot­ 
ing." Hagelstein said. “ You 
wouldn't have to shut down 
your defense plants and put a 
lot of people out of work, and at 


the same time you would use 
very little of the stuff to kill 
people.” 
“ And you could sell warce 
bonds to finance it.” I added. 
“ It would also solve the mili­ 
tary problem. In a period of 
peace, the armed forces find 
themselves in disrepute. But if 
we were at warce, our men in 
uniform would still be respect­ 
ed and there would be plenty of 
opportunity for promotion.” He­ 
gelstein said. 
He added. “ The world is not 
ready for peace and may never 
be. At the same time, war is 
not the answer to our problems. 
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Therefore, we must condition 
ourselves to warce — whether 
they be warces of liberation, 
limited warces or even a World 
Warce. Vietnam may be the big 


test. If we can have a success­ 
ful warce there, it will prove 
that it's possible to have a 


warce anywhere.” 
“ That's a good thought to 
leave with people at this time of 
year. Professor.” 
“ Thank you. Merry Christ­ 
mas, and remember, warce on 
earth —good will to men.”

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TOD A Y'S EDITORIAL 
Democracy Must 
Work Both Ways 


In a democracy, the majority 
rules. 
When a proposition is put 
before the electorate for deci­ 
sion, we are all expected to 
abide by the result of the vote. 


TWELVE YEARS ago, direc­ 
tors of Marin Municipal Water 
District decided to put on the 
ballot the question of whether 
fluoride should be added to the 
district's water supply. They 
didn’t have to do this. The 
district has legal power to add 
fluoride just as it adds other 
things to the water. But the 
directors felt the democratic 
way would be to put the issue 
before the voters. 
In the June, 1960, primary, 
fluoridation lost by 84 votes — 
18,967 “ yes” to 19,051 “ no.” 
Because the result was so 
close, groups favoring fluorida­ 
tion decided to try again. They 
qualified an initiative for the 
November ballot, putting the 
issue back before the people, 
r 
That time, it was turned 
down decisively, 29,133 “ no” to 
21,879 “ yes.” 
The nearly 22,000 voters who 
had wanted fluoridation accept­ 
ed the result. So did the water 
district directors. No fluoride 
was added. 


TWELVE YEARS elapsed, 
during which many other com­ 
munities fluoridated their wa­ 
ter supplies. This year, water 
district directors decided to put 
the issue to the people again. 
This time it passed: 46,105 
“ yes” to 35,901 “ no.” 
But now it turns out that the 
anti-fluoridationists, who were 
all for majority rule when they 


were on the winning side, don’t 
believe in it when they lose. 
Last 
week 
one 
of 
their 
spokesmen, Wynn E. Westover, 
called on the water district 
board to have an “ environmen­ 
tal impact 
study made before 
carrying out the fluoridation 
mandated by the voters. 
He claimed the district is 
obligated to notify customers of 
possible “ side-effects” of add­ 
ing fluoride to the water. 


THIS IS nonsense. Environ­ 
mental impact reports are for 
construction projects which 
may change the geography, or 
pollute air or water. Adding 
fluoride to the water is not 
polluting it. In fact, the princi­ 
pal objection of the anti-fluori­ 
dationists is that fluoridation is 
medicating the water. They 
claim that’s what they don’t 
believe in. 
The water district directors 
showed absence of spine and 
good sense in asking the dis­ 
trict’s legal counsel to look into 
the “ environmental impact” is­ 
sue. 
The district directors of a 
decade ago sensibly accepted 
the verdict of the majority as 
expressed at the polls. They 
didn t have to. They could have 
fluoridated the supply anyhow. 
But they believed in the demo­ 
cratic way. 
The present directors should 
show as much gumption. The 
voters called for fluoridation by 
a plurality of more than 10,000. 
The people have spoken. The 
water district should get on 
with the program, and not be 
deterred by obstructionist, anti­ 
democratic attacks.

WASHINGTON — This is an informed 
view of 1973. It is a view not from the 
White House where all the blinds are 
down and the rule is silence, but from 
one of the ablest administrator-econo- 
mists who follows the trends at close 
range with a specialized staff and the 
requisite computer banks. 
Into the forecast goes a healthy respect 
for President Nixon’s capacity for mak­ 
ing a 180-degree turn and doing just wrhat 
he said he would never do. The surprise 
element could in mid-1973, in this educat­ 
ed crystal bal!, produce a dramatic turn­ 
around comparable to mid-1971 when the 
president clamped on wage and price 
controls and re-valued the currency. He 
is capable of stealing the Democrats’ 
clothes while they are happily swimming 
in the warm current of spending welfare 
programs. 
As for the economy, prospects look 
favorable to very good. The upward 
trend in the last quarter of 1972 will be 
sustained perhaps through the entire 
year. The drop in the unemployment rate 
just disclosed from 5.5 to 5.2 is likely to 
continue. It will bounce around the five 
per cent mark, possibly even falling 
below that barrier. 


INFLATION DOESN’T look good. 
While the rate had begun to come down, 
recent price increases threaten to start it 
upward again and that is particularly 
true for food. With the $1.2 billion wheat 
sale to the Soviet Union, wheat stocks 
have been run down. This carries over 
into corn and in turn into beef. 
Yet the administration can take com­ 
fort from the fact that the rate is so 
much lower than in other western na­ 
tions. Whem Prime Minister Edward 
Heath comes here just after the inaugu­ 
ration, he will envy the American rate of 
3.5 to four per cent a year as against 
Britain’s eight per cent plus. In West 
Germany it is 6.3. 
So on the economic side it is almost all 
on the upbeat. On the political side the 
opposite is true. Congress and the Presi­ 
dent will engage in a long and bitter 
wrangle over spending versus economy. 
The President will come in with a new 
budget tailored like the ’74 budget with 
cuts deep enough to preclude a tax 
increase. That along with the $250 billion 
Nixon spending ceiling will be the battle­ 
ground. 


The Democratic attack will come 
through pushing programs such as Sen. 
Walter Mondale’s child care bill and the 
aid to higher education that he has 
sponsored along with Sen. Claiborne Pell. 
The strategy will center on grants in aid 
to states and municipalities. Here is the 
sensitive political nerve as localities dis­ 
cover that with the Nixon economy they 
are not going to get the help that seemed 
programmed into the spending measures. 
The President’s slash of half the $18 
billion voted to clean up America’s rivers 
is causing wide crumbling. 
But the cuts will not be sufficient and 
by mid-year, say, the administration will 
face a painful dilemma. The choice will 
be either new taxes or more deficit 
spending, and with $100 billion in red ink 
already on the ledger, the latter course is 
all but ruled out. 


THEN COMES the great turn-around 
scene comparable to Aug. 15, 1971, when 
the President took the steps — wage and 
price controls — that he had been saying 
for two years he would never take. He 
proposes to wrap all grants in aid pro­ 
grams in one big bundle and with no 
strings attached get the federal govern­ 
ment entirely out of the picture. This 
would mean a whopping bonanza of 
perhaps $40 billion compared to which 
the revenue sharing now being dished out 
is peanuts. 


This will spell the end of administration 
resistance to cutbacks in the welfare- 
reform measures. The economic policy 
will have collapsed, to paraphrase that 
often quoted line of T. S. Eliot, not with a 
bang but a whimper. And the President 
can blame the Congress for the tax 
increases that will have to follow. 
The seer has come up with one other 
possibility after careful study of the 
computerized crystal ball. That is a 
sizeable cut in the defense budget based 
on optimism over progress in disarma­ 
ment in the SALT II talks with the Soviet 
Union. But the chances for this happen­ 
ing are rated at 10 per cent. 
It adds up to a simple maxim the 
Democrats will ignore at their peril: 
Never underestimate the power of a 
President who can change his mind 
through the spectrum from left to right 
with consummate skill.

As the basis for the denial it was 
stated. “ According to Government Code 
Section 6254, subsection ‘c,’ an employ­ 
ment contract is not a public record, and 
disclosure would constitute an unwar­ 
ranted invasion of personal privacy.” 
Says who? 


THAT POSITION, Mr Hitch, is an 
unwarranted affront to this reporter and 
every taxpayer of this state who contrib­ 
utes to your salary and the support of the 
university. 


The section referred to relates to 
records which are not required to be 
disclosed. Subsection “ c” includes among 
such records, “ Personnel, medical or 
similar files. . .” 


It says nothing about employment con­ 
tracts which require the expenditure of 
tax dollars. 


The university is supported by tax 
dollars. Ail other moneys in its posses­ 
sion, regardless of whether they were 
private gifts or whatever source, become 
public money the moment they are ac­ 
cepted by the university. 


All contracts by which public funds are 
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expended that are executed by a state 
agency for construction, equipment, 
goods or services are public records. If 
they are not, there had better be some 
law changes pronto! 


The salaries and other emoluments 
given to all professors and other employ­ 
ees are public. To take the position that 
the prsident’s conditions of employment 
are to be excepted is untenable. 


IT IS AN AMAZING position for the 
president of the state's seat of learning to 
take. 


What is being hidden? 
rhe inquiry was prompted by rumors 
floating about that Hitch has a “ sweet­ 
heart ” contract which provides much 
more than that normally given to presi­ 
dents of other universities, public or 
private. 


If this is not a fact, it should be 
scotched. Rather than to suggest the 
contract is not proper, this column sought 
to get the facts. 


The emoluments given Hitch should be 
matched with those granted other college 
presidents. Perhaps the salary of $53,000, 
which is more than that paid the gover­ 
nor of California, is not enough. Then, 
again, it may be excessive when all other 
benefits granted at cost to the taxpayers 
are added up. No one will know until the 
contract is disclosed. 


The withholding of the facts from the 
public can only breed suspicion. 


IT HAS BEEN leanred that this infor­ 
mation is not in the possession of Direc­ 
tor of Finance Verne Orr, despite the fact 
Hitch is asking Orr for more than $400 
million to run the university next year. 


Now, Mr Hitch, you are respectfully 
requested to review your position and 
disclose this contract for the edification 
of the taxpayers. This request is made to 
avoid the embarrassment to you that 
would result if it becomes necessary to 
drag you into court. 
Please be advised, Mr. Hitch, that we 
are prepared to do exactly that if you 
persist in denying this right to this 
reporter. 


I am wondering if anyone else is 
experiencing the difficulty I am, regard­ 
ing emergency assistance in San Ansel­ 
mo. 
A few weeks ago, early one Sunday 
morning, I was awakened by a neighbor 
who was screaming for help. I immedi­ 
ately tried to alert our police department. 
It took seven minutes to give the particu­ 
lars, over and over again, to the switch­ 
board operator at the police department, 
and another 10 minutes before they 
responded with a patrol car.

What about those of us who 
do care, and then find that we are not 
able to get the assistance we need. It is 
disheartening, to say the least, to “ get 
involved” and not receive the protection 
we are paying taxes for. . .

You may find it hard to believe the 
government is spending large sums of 
your tax money converting beautiful 
natural streams into ugly ditches. 
But that is exactly what the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture is doing. 
They call it “ channelization.” 
TU CHANNELIZE a meandering creek 
or river, you move in with chain saws 
and bulldozers and strip its banks of 
trees and brush. Then you bring in huge 
draglines to deepen and straighten the 
stream bed, eliminating all the bends and 
looping curves that slow down the flow of 
water —and incidentally make the 
stream a thing of beauty. 
Because a channelized stream carries 
off water more rapidly, nearby bottom­ 
lands which once were subject to flooding 
may become suitable for agriculture. 
This presumably benefits the farmers 
who own those lands, since they can look 
to the government rather than them­ 
selves to foot most of the bill.

EUR EXAM PLE: in one of its current 
projects, the Soil Conservation Service 
proposes to dig a big ditch through the 
Horse Range Swamp in South Carolina. 
Conservationists say it will destroy the 
Horse Range Swamp and adversely af­ 
fect the nearby Four Holes Swamp, 
which the Audubon Society and the Na­ 
ture Conservancy have purchased to 
protect perpetually as a classic example 
of the fast-disappearing ecology of the 
back-water cypress swamp. 
Concern about the effects of the project 
also has been expressed by the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and even by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, which is not 
noted as an ardent exponent of conserva­ 
tion. 


Political pressure is building up to halt 
the Horse Range ditching. But the same 
battle will have to be fought in hundreds 
of other places all over America. 
Ihe SCS already has gutterized 8,000 
miles of American streams, and has 
scheduled another 13,000 miles for simi­ 
lar "improvement.” Its ultimate goal is 
to convert 175,000 miles of winding natu­ 
ral woodland streams into nude-banked 
ditches.

Ziegler said. “ You should as­ 
sume we are proceeding in

The presidential spokesman 
said he still stood by his state­ 
ment Monday that “ the road to 
peace through negotiations is 
wide open." and “ we stand 
ready to negotiate in good 
faith." 
Ziegler said the United States 
expected a meeting between 
U.S. and North Vietnamese 
technicians to be held on 
Wednesday in Paris as sched­ 
uled. 
Ziegler also said that a regu­ 
lar weekly session of the four- 
party Vietnam talks — also 
including Viet Cong and South 
Vietnamese representatives — 
would be held as scheduled on 
Thursday “ unless we hear 
something from the other side." 


On Capitol Hill, the Presi­ 
dent's actions brought new calls 
for legislation to end the war 
and a demand that presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger be 
summoned to testify on the 
breakdown in peace talks.

SAN FRANCISCO ilT P 
An Army doctor says he be­ 
lieves an inoculation can be 
found to prevent athlete's foot.

ringworm, which produces ath­ 
lete's foot.

The Communist worl react­ 
ed angrily today to President 
Nixon s decision to resume the 
all-out bombing of North Viet­ 
nam. The North Vietnamese 
Foreign Ministry said efforts to 
force a solution on U.S. terms 
would fail and the Viet Cong 
and Hanoi delegations in Paris 
echoed the statement. 
Communist diplomats in I/m- 
don fold UPI diplomatic corre­ 
spondent K.C. Thaler that the 
resumed American bombing of 
Hanoi can be expected to slow­ 
down temporarily the process 
of rapprochement of the Soviet 
Union and China with the Unit­ 
ed States 
But they said they did not 
anticipate a freeze in this 
process of improving relations, 
which began earlier this year. 
They said one direct result of 
latest developments in the Viet­ 
nam conflict might be a delay 
in the projected Washington 
visit of Sov iet Communist Party 
Chairman Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
The Communist diplomats al­ 
so said a certain hardening of 


the Peking and Moscow policy 
lines may make itself felt — 
though probably more in public 
statements censoring Nixon's 
latest Vietnam moves than in 
negotiations on concrete issues. 


On 
Monday, 
Hanoi 
con­ 
demned the resumption of fulls- 
cale I S. bombing and said it 
was suspending indefinitely the 
technical-level 
negotiations 
with U.S. representatives in 
Paris. However, a spokesman 
for the American talks delega­ 
tion said if had received no 
formal notification of the sus­ 
pension of the private talks. 


In a later statement, the 
North Vietnamese said no deci­ 
sion had been taken yet wheth­ 
er or not to boycott the 171st 
session of the weekly Paris 
semipublic peace talks Thurs­ 
day on Kleber Avenue.

Open Space Plan Session 


A Marin County surgeon, 
missing from his Mill Valley 
home since Sunday, was found 
dead yesterday in his auto near 
Occidental in Sonoma County, 
apparently of an overdose of 
drugs. 


The body of Dr. George Ord- 
way, 53, of 734 Lovell Avenue, 
was discovered about 4:25 p.m., 
lying on the back seat of the 
car. parked on Coleman Valley 
Road one mile east of Highway 
I. 
Don Noriel, Sonoma County 
Coroner’s investigator, said 
notes found near the body indi­ 
cated the surgeon intended to 
take his own life, but gave no 
reason for doing so. 
Coleman, who practiced in 
San Rafael, had been reported 
missing yesterday to Mill Val­ 
ley police by his wife. Doris. 
Mrs. Coleman told officers her 
husband had left home at. 5 
p.m. Sunday and failed to re­ 
turn. 
His body was taken to the 
Guerneville Funeral Home, 
where an autopsy was planned. 


Traffic Deaths 


CHICAGO (UPD -The num­ 
ber of traffic deaths in the 
United States this year is ex­ 
pected to reach 56,700, the high­ 
est total in history, the National 
Safety Council said Monday. 


The Larkspur Planning Com­ 
mission will hold a public hear­ 
ing on the Northridge Open 
Space Plan next Tuesday at 8 
p.m. at Larkspur City Hall. 


M ayors, councilm en and 
planning commissioners from 
Larkspur, Corte Madera and 
Mill Valley took their first look 
at a joint meeting on Nov. 15 at 
a preliminary open space plan 
for Northridge. delineating 1.- 
,347 acres of ridgelands, hill­ 
sides and canyons to be pre­ 
served. 
The plan, paid for by the 
Marin Conservation League, 
the Marin County Parks and 
Recreation Department, and 
the three cities, estimated the 
fair market value at $2.898,808. 
At the joint meeting, mayors 
of the three cities agreed tc 
take the plan back to their 
councils and planning commis­ 
sions. and bring back their rec­ 
ommendations to another joint 
session on Jan. 29. Larkspur is 
the first town to hold a public 
hearing on the proposal. 
All cities in the county have 
been asked to make a “ shop­ 
ping list" of priorities for open 
space purchase by the county. 
The funds will come from $700,- 
000 budged by supervisors in 
this fiscal year. A similai 
amount will be raised in futun 
years by the 10 cents per $10< 
assessed valuation authorized 


by passage of the open space 
measure in last month’s ballot. 
The communities of Lark­ 
spur. Corte Madera and Mill 
Valley already have declared 
Northridge their number one 
priority for such purchase. 


Death Is Caused 
By Meningitis 


A 2.3-vear-old Corte Madera 
resident, who died in a local 
hospital after complaining of 
severe back pain last month, 
was the victim of acute menin­ 
gitis. the Marin County Coro­ 
ner’s office said today. 


The type of meningitis which 
killed Fred Thompson was rela­ 
tively noncommunicable. not 
the type that periodically caus­ 
es panic and quarantining on 
Army posts, according to Keith 
C. Craig, coroner s investiga­ 
tor. 


Thompson died Nov. 13 after 
becoming ill at his home on 
Willow Avenue. He had gone to 
the emergency room three 
times in the five days before his 
death to seek treatment for 
pain. 


However. Craig said, the 
symptoms he complained of on 
those visits did not match those 
of a meningitis victim. 
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oceanographer, told the board 
the dredging is warranted be­ 
cause silting of the strait 
presented the Navy with "An 
emergency situation.”

HAYWARD - The Army 
Corps of Engineers today won 
permission to dredge highly 
polluted mud at Mare Island 
straits, despite a state biolo­ 
gist's warning that the pollution 
will be a threat to "millions 
upon millions” of fish. 
The regional Water Quality 
Control Board, confronted by 
Army and Navy claims that 
national defense would be hurt 
if the dredging were not ap­ 
proved immediately, voted 6-1 
to approve dredging one million 
cubic yards to be deposited in 
nearby Carquinez Strait. 
The Mare Island strait is the 
only access to the Navy's ship­ 
yard there. 
The only board member who 
voted against the military was 
Roger A. McConnell, a Portola 
Valley electrical engineer. Not­ 
ing that no one disputed that 
the mud was grossly polluted 
with poisonous metals, he said 
the effect on water quality 
would be severe. 
McConnell also argued that 
by backing down before the 
Army, the major dredger in 
San Francisco Bay, the board 
has set a bad precedent that 
will allow dredging of polluted 
mud elsewhere in the bay. 
He added that no other dredg­ 
er could have gotten board per­ 
mission to bend the rules. 
Michael Rugg, a state fish 
and game department biologist, 
objected that millions of fish 
have to traverse Carquinez 
Strait. 
Rugg said the state standards 
for dredging polluted mud are 
bast'd on guidelines set by the 
federal Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency. 
A spokesman for the EPA 
however argued that the pollu­ 
tion's hazard to fish and wild­ 
life "won’t be that great.” Dav­

He noted that Army had 
claimed that no additional 
funds were available to pay the 
higher cost of dumping the mud 
spoils on land The Army. Dier­ 
ker 'aid. never documented this 
claim. 


The board's action eliminated 
the prospect of a legal fight 
with the Corps, which last 
month said it would dredge the 
strait even without the regional 
board's approval. 


The state and federal limits 
on dredging polluted mud wen 
set after it was found the pollu­ 
tion worked its way into the 
food chain and through fish 
marketed for human consump­ 
tion.

The chemistry of living or­ 
ganisms is very complex, and 
biologists are forever looking 
for simple ways to follow the 
path of specific molecules with 
in living systems. One valuable 
technique used by scientists at 
The Salk Institute in San Diego, 
is called radioactive labeling. It 
consists of making the mole­ 
cules ‘hot’ by placing radioac­ 
tive atoms in them and then 
simply following the radioactiv­ 
ity. Without radioactive labell­ 
ing techniques, elaborate chem ­ 
ic a l 
a n a ly s e s 
would 
be 
necessary, and whole areas of 
biology would be virtually im­ 
possible. 
If, for example, a bactenorol- 
gist wants to know whether a 
certain protein can bind to the 
surface of his bacteria, he could 
grow the bacteria in a medium 
that contains a radioactive ver­ 
sion of the protein, washing the 
medium away after a while, 
and then merely check for ra ­ 
dioactivity on the surface of the 
cells. Or an endocrinologist 
may want to know how much 
hormone a cell produces under 
special conditions. He could 
provide the cell with radioac­ 
tive versions of the ingredients 
for making the hormone. 
Later, he could separate out 
those parts of the cells’ prod­ 
ucts that should contain the 
horm one 
and 
m easure the 
amount of radioactivity in those 
samples. 
Radioactive labelling is most 
often done with atoms of car­ 
bon, hydrogen, or phosphorus, 
because they occur frequently 
in living organisms and 
be­ 
cause they have rad io a ctiv e 
variants which are relatively 
safe for the scientists to work 
with. The biologists can usually 
buy radioactive forms of most 
of the organic compounds they 
need from commercial firms; 
the firms specify in each case 
the site of the radioactive atom 
within the molecule and the 
amount of radioactivity in the 
whole sample. 


Depending on what informa­ 
tion the experimenter wants, 
there are many ways of detect­ 
ing the radiation. One simple 
way is to lay some photograph­ 
ic emulsion directly over a dish 
containing cells. 
If the cells 
contain radioactive molecules, 
the radiation will make a pat­ 
tern of dots on the film. 


The number and distribution 
of these dots give the biologist 
the information he wants. An 
even easier method is to hold a 
Geiger Counter over the dish, 
but this method gives less pre­ 
cise inform ation — m erely 
whether there is any radiation 
in or near the dish

A more complex technique, 
but a very common one, in­ 
volves using a machine called a 


scintillation counter. 
The 
re­ 
searcher dissolves each of his 
samples in a vial of special 
liquid that gives off flashes of 
light (scintillations* whenever it 
is struck by radiation. The m a­ 
chine 
counts the number of 
(lashes coming from each vial, 
and these numbers tell how 
much radioactivity is present in 
each of the samples — in other 
words, where the labelled mole­ 
cules have gone during the ex­ 
periment. A scintillation count­ 
er usually costs about $17,000. 
These radioactive compounds 
are relatively safe, but they are 
not completely safe. Every biol­ 
ogist 
who works 
with 
them 
learns certain basic precautions 
— such as frequent washings, 
bright yellow labels for all con­ 
tainers with radioactive m ateri­ 
als, care in cleaning up spills, 
and separate sinks for radioac­ 
tive liquids. 
The precautions vary some­ 


what 
for each of the three 
elem ents. R adioactive hydro­ 
gen. or tritium, is essentially 
harmless in the amounts nor­ 
mally used unless it is swal­ 
lowed. The radiation from Car­ 
bon 14 will penetrate the skin at 
close range, so it is more dan­ 
gerous. Radioactive phosphorus 
is the most dangerous of the 
three. 
Each laboratory is also sub

checks. Each scientist wears a 
film badge which is checkec 
after one month to see how 
much radiation he has been 
exposed to; each laboratory 
and sink is checked for radioac­ 
tive contamination at frequent 
intervals.

B IT DOWN in Australia, the 
condition has developed among 
those whose jobs involve con­ 
stant wnting or keyboard teleg­ 
raphy. .Almost 14 per cent of 
m ale teleg rap h ists in three 
large A ustralian cities were 
bothered on the job and half of 
them 
had 
similar symptoms 
when writing. Since the cramp 
involves 
im p airm en t 
of

learned skill, the workers consi­ 
der the condition to be an occu­ 
pation cramp or craft palsy. 
Incoordination of the arm 
ensues on attempting to write. 
Muscular cramping, weakness 
and stiffness, or pain follows. 
Many tell of trem or or jerking 
when using the involved arm. 
All of this makes wTiting diffi­ 
cult or nearly impossible. 
The disability may w'orsen or 
remain the sam e unless the 
person learns to write with the 
other hand. The victims have 
no trouble using the arm for 
other purposes. Meanwhile, ac­ 
tivities requiring fine skills of 
the upper extremities are not 
affected.

The Golfing Routes 
Of Cerrudo, Leach 


Hay Leach of Novato and Ron Cerrudo of Napa, 
two young men who make their livelihood by 
chasing little white balls all over large green 
fields, found that there is money to be made at out 
of the way places such as Tijuana and Morocco. 


Leach, graduate of Brigham Young University 
who failed in a bid to qualify for a Professional 
Golfers Association playing card, won himself 
$1,600 for a fourth place finish in a pro golf 
tourney at Tijuana the other day. And then 
Sunday Cerrudo won himself a check for $13,000 
and a gold dagger with 210 diamonds as winner of 
the International Grand Prix du Maroc, a little 
golfing affair put on by King Hassan. 


That one tournament gave Cerrudo nearly half 
of what he had previously earned during the entire 
1972 PGA tour, $27,348. Before his marriage and 
subsequent move to a condominium on the Silver­ 
ado Country Club course in Napa, Cerrudo lived in 
San Rafael a short while. His parents still live 
here. 


CERRUDO AND LEACH will both be trying to 
win some of the $25,000 purse in the Laguna Seca, 
Del Monte Hyatt Pro-Am Invitational iphew, I ’m 
tired just saying the name) Dec. 27-30 on the 
Monterey Peninsula. 


While Cerrudo has been playing on the PGA tour 
tor six years. Leach will have to wait at least a 
year before he gets another chance to qualify to 
play with the big boys. But during that time he 
won’t be sitting in an office or ringing door bells 
as an encyclopedia salesman. He'll be playing pro 
golf. It s called playing the satellite tour. And 
although it doesn't have the glamor of the big 
tour, there’s a chance to make some good money 
and get pro experience at the same time. 


RAY WILL BE COMPETING in the Western 
Golf Asociation's 21-week tour in Southern Califor­ 
nia, starting Jan. 8, and will also play in some of 
the Golf Professionals Association tournaments 
that spread throughout the state and spill into 
Nevada. 


There are 
a half dozen of these satellite 
tournaments in the country, including a pair in 
Florida, one in Georgia and another in Texas. 


'The purses for these tourneys will be from 
$25,000 to $50,000, with first place usually worth 
$5,000,” said Leach. “ I think my chances of 
winning are good.” But he admits that of 130 or so 
golfers on the Western Golf Asociation tour, only 
12 to 15 will make enough money, after paying ail 
expenses, to call it a good living. 


HE WAS INTRODUCED to the Golf Profession­ 
als Association, of which the Tijuana Open was 
part, by Jim Perron, pro at Fallbrook Country 
( Inb in San Diego County. Now the president of 
the GPA, Perron had been the head pro at Indian 
\ alley Goll Club in Novato where Leach got his 
golfing start, in the early ’50s. 
Leach had a share of the second-round lead in 
the Tijuana tournament but slipped toward the 
end of the 54-hole test. “ Coming down those last 
four or five holes I could really feel it,” said 
Leach. “ I realized I needed to be in this situation 
more." 
Has Leach set any goals for himself for his first 
full year on the tour? 


“MY FIRST GOAL would be to win a tourna­ 
ment, and then I would hope to make enough to 
cover the expenses.” 
Then he would try again to earn a PGA playing 
card to qualify for the big tour. Only 20 golfers, 
just one of every 25 who tried, made the grade last 
year at the PGA players tournament school. The 
odds are not very good.

NEW YORK iU PI» — Eddie 
Khayat had put in a long day, 
the kind which would’ve been 
extrem ely painful for m ost 
men. 
Nobody likes being fired. 
That’s what happened to Ed­ 
die Khayat yesterday after a 
bit less than 15 months as head 
coach of the Philadelphia Ea­ 
gles. He had another year to 
run on a two-year contract, but 
Eagles’ owner Leonard Tost* 
told him 
he needn't bother. 
Pete Retzlaff. the Eagles’ gen­ 
eral manager who, like Khayat, 
once played for Philadelphia, 
was told the same thing. 
Eddie Khayat got the news 
from Leonard Tose him self 
about a quarter to 10 yesterday 
morning. 
Now more than six hours 
later, after talking to the media 
people and answering all the 
phone calls, Eddie Khayat was 
about to leave the Eagles’ of­ 
fice in Philadelphia and drive 
back to his Cherry Hill, N.J. 
home. 


“ Rough day, wasn’t it, Ed­ 
die?” someone said to the tall, 
straight 37-year-old Moss Point, 
Miss., native. 
Eddie Khayat shook his head. 
“ I never had a bad day in my 
life.” he said. 
“ Another thing is that you 
have to know my background. 
I’ve been in the NFL all my 
adult life, 16 years. I’ve seen it 
all. As a player I was waived, 


injured, on a last-place club, a 
championship club and a coupla 
runner-up clubs. This isn’t the 
first time I've been cut. I was 
cut before I even played college 
football. That’s right, cut by 
Ole Miss and Mississippi State 
before I played with Tuiane. 
“ 1 didn’t go straight to Tu­ 
iane. 1 went to Millsaps College 
and Perkinson Junior College 
first. They don’t even call it 
Perkinson anymore. It's since 
been renamed Gulf Coast Jun­ 
ior College. And when I got out 
of Tuiane. I wasn’t drafted by 
the W ashington R edskins. I 
went to them as a free agent. 
So I've been around a little." 
Enough to know that in any 
professional sport, a man can 
Ik* a hero Monday and a bum 
on Tuesday. 
In a way, that's what hap­ 
pened to Khayat. 
Last year he was a hero. 
He took over the Eagles from 
Jerry Williams after Philadel­ 
phia had been blown out of the 
ballpark in its first three ball 
gam es and finished with a 
strong 6-2-1 record over the last 
nine games. 
Leonard Tose, the owner, be­ 
came a victim of his own enthu­ 
siasm. 
\ isions of a possible playoff 
berth began dancing in front of 
him. Maybe even a trip to the 
Super Bowl. Why not? 
But somewhere along the line 
the Eagles lost their way this 
vear. 


They finished with a sorry 2- 
11-1 log that entitled them to 
the cellar in the NFC’s East 
Division on merit. 
There were no tears when 
Khayat was informed his serv­ 
ices were no longer required 
Monday. 
He was having a post-season 
meeting with his players when 
the call cam e saying Tose 
wished to see him. 
It says 
something for Kmayat’s char­ 
acter that even after he was 
told he was finished, he went 
hack to his players, concluded 
the meeting and then said good- 
bye to them, as did Retzlaff. 
Upstairs in the Eagles office 
later, one h\ one the majority 
of the Philadelphia players 
came by to say a few private 
words to Ed Khayat, shake his 
hand, wish him well. You could 
see how his players felt about 
him. And him about them. 
“The association a coach has 


with his players is something, 
well, you simply can not know 
unless you happen to be the 
coach or one of the players,” 
said Khayat. “ I can't tell you 
how close I was to these boys. I 
wouldn’t say I’m very emotion­ 
al. but I'd also have to say that 
was one thing, the relationship, 
that has to touch a man. You go 
through a lot together, a coach 
and his players. You all bleed 
and sweat and fight for the 
same thing.” 
Eddie Khayat ran into a lot of 
criticism when he first took 
over the Eagles and decreed 
they had to wear their hair and 
sideburns a certain length.

We've had enough heavy 
rains to wash out the delta, 
putting the bait for these fish 
right in San Pablo. The fresh 
water should keep the bull­ 
heads. crabs and sharks gener­ 
ally out of the bay. This gives 
your baits time to be found by 
the stripers and sturgeon as the 
fresh water doesn’t bother them 
at all 
I know many of you 
would like to catch a sturgeon. 
Ghost shrimp sell for about $3 
per dozen; they are well worth 
the price. 
But don’t under estimate the 
bay shrimp which are sold live 
and fresh. They are also a top 
bait. But, you should use a 4/0 
hook and load the hook with 
from 4 to 6 of these little 
morsels. Big baits catch big 
fish. Even an anchovy is a good 
possibility, but use the whole 
fish. Joe Mello, the Santa Vene- 
tia fish champ, says he had 
taken a couple using salmon 
roe. Sturgeon feed heavily on 
herring roe, so I ’d bet saimon 
roe would be a hot bait. 


KEITH FR A SER called to 
report he was out Sunday in the 
rain fishing outside of the Ma­ 
rin Islands in the outgoing tide 
with Tom Miller. They saw two 
boats, each with two men 
aboard land two sturgeon. Esti­ 
mated weights were 60 and 110 
pounds. They also saw three 
jump, but couldn’t get a hook­ 
up. You'd better get out there 
quick! 


TH E PA IR OP predacious 
poachers that found easy pick­ 
ing purloining prime salmon 
from the Department of Fish 
and Game’s Station on the Noyo 
River has been broken up. 
The DFG says one of two 
river otters that had developed 
a penchant for pirating fish 
from the state’s salmon trap­ 
ping and egg collecting facility 
was trapped last week as she 
attempted to pursue her pro­ 
clivity for procuring provisions 
from the fish pens. 
Problems arose at the station 
several weeks ago when a pair 
of predacious river otters found 
out how to sneak into the tanks 


derstandably took a dim view 
of the otters' midnight forays at 
the station and they called on 
wildlife experts in the Depart­ 
ment to help them with their 
problem. 
Beaver traps were set up 
near the underwater entrance 
to the holding tanks and last 
week one of the otters was 
snared, alive and unhurt. The 
female otter was taken to a 
remote area along the Big Riv­ 
er and released.

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Decision On Mill Valley 
Fire Station Is Delayed 
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T w o T o Planning Com m ission 


Despite a tongue-lashing from 
City Councilman Edward J. 
Boessenecker for “ negative at­ 
titudes,” the Mill Valley City 
Council last night voted 4-1 to 
postpone any decision on the 
long-argued East Mill Valley 
fire station until Jan. 2. 
Meanwhile, city staff mem­ 
bers were instructed to look 
into whether a new state law 
limiting taxation would leave 
the city without funds to man 
the station if it is built, and 
whether a developer’s offer to 
build a new station and lease it 
to the city is legal. 
Tom W. Newton, director of 
community development, said a 
citizens’ advisory committee on 
Dec. 12 recommended the coun­ 
cil hire architect Matthew R. 
Mills of San Francisco to pre­ 
pare preliminary plans for the 
building, at an estimated fee of 
$9,000. In October, Mills warned 
the council that the station 
probably would cost more than 
the $275,000 bond issue that city 
voters had approved for the 
station. 
Boessenecker last night blast­ 
ed renewed suggestions that the 
city solve its problems by con­ 
tracting with the Alto Fire Dis­ 
trict to serve East Mill Valley. 
He demanded that “ if you feel 
Alto should serve us, for God’s 
sake de-annex us. . The reason 
we live in Mill Valley is that we 
want Mill Valley to serve us.” 
He said the Alto contract 
would cost at least $60,000 a 
year, and that the idea had 


been carefully considered and 
rejected before the bond elec­ 
tion was held. When Mayor 
Jean S. Barnard countered that 
manning the proposed station 
with five firemen would cost 
$60,000, Boessenecker retorted 
that was “ poppycock” and 
lashed at “ the negative ap­ 
proach of my colleagues.” 
“ It seems to me squandrous 
to spend more money just to 
say we can do it ourselves,” 
retorted Councilman Robert E. 
Capron. 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
warned that the expense of 
manning the new station might 
run the city afoul of recently 
enacted Senate Bill 90, which 
put a freeze on local agency tax 
rates. 
Developer 
Bradford 
H. 
McNutt injected a new element 
into the argument when he said 
his firm would be willing to 
build a new fire station on 
Shelter Point and lease it to the 
city. 
Planning Commissioner Paul 
E. Rosenthal charged that “ a 
delightfully clubby situation is 
developing" and called for the 
city to advertise for lease pro­ 
posals rather than accept a 
single offer. Planning Commis­ 
sion Chairman Ivan S. Poutia- 
tine and Councilman Burton 
asked McNutt to detail his offer 
in writing before the Jan. 2 
council meeting. 
The council also asked City 
Atty. Leland S. Jordan to inves­ 
tigate the consequences of the

The front 
end of the car was built, 
MacDonald said, to accomodate 
about 35 per cent of the crash 
energy absorbed in a front im­ 
pact. 
It contains a “ controlled-col- 
lapsc apron" located over the 
front wheels also to deflect the 
crash’s impact. 
Other protective features in­ 
clude “ roll cages" which were 
to preserve the structure of the 
inside of the car in the event of 
roll-over collisions, air bag for 
the driver and passengers and 
a controlled-collapse steering 
column.

House subcommittee has criti­ 
cized what it called “ incredi­ 
ble” Pentagon secrecy sur­ 
rounding the case of Air Force 
Gen. John D Lavelle. relieved 
of his Vietnam command in a 
dispute over bombing policy. 
The House Armed Services 
Investigating subcommittee, in 
a report issued Monday, ques­ 
tioned whether this secrecy was 
aimed at protecting LavelJe or 
someone else. 
“ One might be excused." the 
report said, "for entertaining 
an uneasy feeling that someone 
other than General Lavelle 
could be receiving the benefits 
of this secrecy." 
Lavelle was relieved of com­ 
mand of the 7th Air Force in 
Vietnam March 31. following

o f s t a f f , and also told the hear­ 
ing. that he ordered four to 
tight strikes against missile 
sites and other targets without 
US. planes having first been 
fired on But he denied giving 
any orders to his men to file 
false reports. 


The report reached no for­ 
mal. overall conclusion on the 
Lavelle case. It implied some 
support for him by noting his 
52 year career in the Air Force 
and questioning whether he 
would have jeopardized that 
record by extending bombing 
policy on his own or whether 
there was “ tacit approval of 
General Lavelle s actions by his 
superiors...” 
Commenting on the report, 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee chairman F. Edward He­ 
bert said in New Orleans that 
“ the committee did not draw 
any conclusions—the report 
speaks for itself.” But he added 
that “ what Lavelle did should 
have been done six years ago 
and the war would have been 
over.” 
The report also said the Pen­ 
tagon refused to turn over files 
on the case. It said “ the incre­ 
dible secrecy with which some 
Pentagon) representatives 
have surrounded this case sug- 
gests that the files may have 
been thoroughly sanitized by 
this time.”

Q. I have been given con­ 


flicting advice on what to do 


with my shares of Hyatt 


Corp. (OTC). Which should I 


do, hold or sell? — L.H. 


A. 
In my opinion shares 
should be held. Not only are 
earnings expected to grow by 
about a 20 per cent rate over 
the next few years but an up­ 
ward adjustment in thé multi­ 
ple is po.ssible. Approximately 
50 per cent of earnings are 
derived from the hotel business, 
the remainder from a hotel 
service operation, a hospital 
chain, motels and a 27 per cent 
interest in a Florida land com­ 
pany. 


Hyatt’s concentration is in 
the luxury hotel field, a rela­ 
tively stable area. The compa­ 
ny operates 25 hotels with 8,000 
rooms and another 15 with 8,000 
rooms are under construction 
or planned. Occupancy levels 
are up substantially over the 
1971 rate and at least two of the 
company’s hotels are operating 
at near capacity. Dilution from 
conversion of long-term debt 
would be immaterial because of 
interest savings.

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Council Will Help Fund 
Study Of Dollar Estate 


Preservationists last night 


won another victory in their 
battle to preserve the Robert 
Dollar estate in San Rafael as 
the San Rafael City Council 
pledged to help fund a feasibili­ 
ty study of the economic conse­ 
quences of acquisition of the 
site. 
Councilman told representa­ 
tives of Marin Heritage, a pres­ 
ervationist group, that the city 
will provide up to $1.000 on a 
matching fund basis to probe 
acquisition and possible uses of 
the historic estate on Mission 
Avenue. 
The council asked the group 


to prepare a contract outlining 
the scope and method of the 
study for review on Jan. 2. 
Mary C. Dekker, chairman of 


the group formerly known as 
the San Rafael Historic Preser­ 
vation Committee, said the es­ 
tate’s recent inclusion in the 
National Registry of Historical 
Places qualified it for federal 
funding of up to $1,000 for the 
feasibility study. 
Inclusion in the registry also 


qualifies the mansion and 
grounds for entry into 200 feder­ 
al acquisition assistance pro­ 
grams, she said. She suggested 
that the mansion be turned into 
a museum or community cul­ 
tural center. 
Other representatives of Ma­ 
rin Heritage urged the council 
to help acquire the site as 
midtown open space for use by 
citizens throughout Marin, say­ 
ing conversion of the facility 
into a cultural center would 
spur business by drawing tour­ 
ists. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini said he 


would have to be convinced the 
property would pay its own wav- 
before he would vote to help 
finance acquisition. “ The peo­ 
ple who want to buy it must 
come up with most of the mon­ 
ey," he said. 
Preservationists have long 


fought plans by attorney Thom­ 
as R. Schaal to develop the 
property. Though previous de­ 
velopment proposals by Schaal 
have been rejected by both the 
planning commission and the 


city council, the attorney has 
again filed for permits to pro­ 
ceed with development plans. 
Schaal’s latest proposal calls 


for a 72-unit apartment building 
and the renovation and reloca­ 
tion of the Dollar mansion on 
the site. The planning commis­ 
sion will consider the permit 
application at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 9. 
In a related matter, the coun­ 
cil postponed action on a pro­ 
posal by Councilman Lawrence 
E. Mulryan for an historic pres­ 
ervation ordinance which would 
create a five-member board 
charged with listing and pre­ 
serving historic sites in the 
city.

Fund Lack Seems To Rule Out 
Park Purchase In Canal Area 


The pleas of San Rafael's 
Canal area residents for a cen­ 
tral city park at 310-340 Canal 
Street appeared to be in vain 
last night as the San Rafael 
City Council declared there is 
no money to buy the site. (Other 
San Rafael City Council stories, 
page 1) 
The council took no action on 
residents’ demands it acquire 
the site and instead accepted a 
parks commission report which 
says the parcel is uniquely situ­ 
ated for park purposes but that 
there are no funds. 
The council's action came 
amid charges by one canal 
resident that inadequate plan­ 
ning had turned the neighbor­ 
hood into a "high-priced ghet­ 
to". 
"The planning department is 
a rubber-stamp for develop­ 
ment.’’ declared Ben Brink- 
worth of 349 Canal Street, sug­ 
gesting that high-salaried 
planners should be replaced 
with a "clerk and an approval 
stamp.” 
Brinkworth said he opposed 
plans for a 96-unit apartment 


development on the parcel, cit­ 
ing density and traffic conges­ 
tion. The planning commission 
has deferred action on the pro­ 
posal for the six-structure de­ 
velopment pending city council 
review of neighbors' objections. 


Brinkworth, who has led the 
fight for a park on the 2.5-acre 
parcel, said there is “ zero open 
space” in the Canal area and 
claimed that thousands of resi­ 
dents have been grossly over 
looked by the planning depart­ 
ment and commission. 


He said an alternative 17-acre 
park site at the corner of Canal 
Street and Kerner Boulevard 
was marshland and nothing 
more than a "pie in the sky” 
proposal. 


The parks commission has 
recommended that the 17-acre 
site be considered for acquisi­ 
tion instead of the 2.5-acre par­ 
cel. 


Mayor C. Paul Bettini, an­ 
gered at Brinkworth's denun­ 
ciation of city planners, said 
current city personnel had noth­ 
ing to do with decisions made 


long ago that have left the 
(’anal area in a congested con­ 
dition. 


"A park in the canal area is 
the council's and the park com­ 
mission's highest priority." he 
said. “ But that site (310-340 
Canal Street» would cost about 
$350,000 for 2.5 acres alone." 
Bettini said the eventual merg­ 
er of the city's sanitation dis­ 
trict with the Ross Valley Sani­ 
tation District will leave about 
25 acres of sanitation district 
land in the Canal area in open 
space. 


The mayor rejected sugges­ 
tions by residents and colleague 
Lawrence E. Mulryan that re­ 
development funds be used to 
acquire the 2.5-acre site. "It we 
included this type of park in 
redevelopment, all the board of 
supervisor* would vote against 
the plan," he said. 


Mulryan said the site was 
appropriate for park purpose.- 
and urged redevelopment mon­ 
ies be considered for its acquis­ 
ition regardless of the board ol 
supervisors.
